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PREFATORy NOTE TO THE FIRST EDITION. 


The Lists of tlie Antiquarian Honiains in tlio lIomi)ay Rri’sidcncy, Sindli and Ronir 
contained in this volumei have heen j)rapai’cd in ooin]>Iiane(; with the orders of the Gov- 
ernmont of India (Circular letter No. .‘M — ISRS to 1S07 of 12th Novemher 1875). Owing 
to frequent interruptions they have been for a long time in tlu^ j)ress, and an? not of 
equal merit thrcaighout. But in most oases the materials hnve been sup])li(‘dby subordi- 
nate district officers, always hanl-wrought, and but rarely with any very (dear ideas what 
exactly should be entered and what omitted from tlKu'r returns. Those returns w'crc 
mostly made in tal)ular form ; but to have jirinted them ii\ this form would havi^ been a 
w'ork of needless e.xtra expense and bulk. In prc])aring tin; Lists from such returns 1 
have had often to deal with. most untraetahlo materials. A constantly recurring entry 
was, “ The temple consists of Wnes placed one npou another.’* Whore two returns for 
the^same place wore availahle, iludr unsntisractorincss hceamc most palpable; one 
desciribed a temphj of Mailarlinga as 27. V feet long by 20 wide and llic roof supported by 
GO pillars ; the other made it “ 85 feet long and G7 Avido ” with OO pillars. A leraple at 
Kagindli is said in one return to bo dl feet h.v IG and It high, with 20 columns; the 
other says it is 195 feet by '>.0 and 2d feet liigh, Avith GO columns. Of a lem])lo atKalkori 
it is said, “the temple is GG feet long and 48 Lmt, Avide. The bmiplc contains 2 , 15 1 stone 
pillars,” the narrator being seemingly unoonseious that so nrany pillars AA'onld All up the 
Avimlo space and leave no lloor area. A temple is described as “about -500 ye;irs old,” 
and yet in another place we are told it Avas built in 15:V) v.d. WhatcAmr else is omitte;! 
(and th<' position of the place was very frequently not given) atc are generally told, ev(m 
of temples six hundred years old, what tlaw exst : “ This temple” (.at If/uigal) cost thr.'o 
lakhs of rupees in building,*’ says the writer, though evidently he know nothing Avhai- 
ever about it. Fortunately some of tlic returns avciv creditable, and personal kuowledgvi 
and referiOAcos to the higher olAcers boA'c SAipplied many details. 'Phe delay in carrying 
the Lists through the I’n-ss has further enabled mo to fill up hl.anlcs and add to 1111.“! 
information cont.aiucd in the returns. 


Tlio inscriptions giv<m fr mi A'arious places are not critie.illy editol, but are siiu[)ly 
copied froiu the return.s. ThOwSe in the Appendix from (lirnar li-ua' been to some e.vtent 
rcvdscd throiigb the kindness of (k)lonol J. W. Watson; the Persian and Arabic series 
from Alimadilbad and other places in (lujaidt, howe\'er, have all boon prepared by F. 
ReUatstde, Esq., from faesiudles made ])y tlie Arelueological Survey and forAA^arded totliai. 
scholar. 


Some additions will doubtless have to be made t > the List-^ in the following jiages. 
and some entries jwobably ought not to have been mide; l)ut it is believed they iiicbuL* 
nearly all that is at present known as de.serving of any special noiic). Of only a small 
proportion of those monuments is eon^ervation or restoration desirable and possible ; of 
very many of them an arch: eo logical survey and delinoatimi might he desirable, but even 
of these only a selection can be made;. 

The Ooveniment of India in a llesoliition of the Home De{>artmen( (Arcbasology), 
under date Calcutta, the 2Gtb November 188G, No. 3 — IG8-80, gave the following 
orders : —

“ 3. The Governor General in Council desires that each local Government will now^ with as little 
delaj as possible, take up the lists of ancient monuments for its province as g'iven in Major Cole’s i-eport 
for the year 1882-83, and, as regards Northern, Eastern and Central India, in communication with General 
Cunningham, and as regards Madras and Bombay, in commanicatiou with the Archseologioal Surveyor of 
Southern and Western India, prepare classified lists and a detailed report shovring — 

t. — Those monumtmts which from their presmtt condition and historical or ai'chmologioal value 
ought to be maintained in permanent good repair. 

II. — Those monuments which it is now only possible or desirable to save from farther decay by 

such minor measures as the eradication of vegetation, the exclusion of water from the walls, 
and the like. 

III, — Those monuments which from their advanced stage of decay or comparative unimportance 

it is impossible or unnecessary to prese^e. 

4. The monuments in classes I and II should he further sub-divided, thus — 

I (rt) and If (o). — Monuments in the posseseion or charge of Government, or in respect of which 
Government must undertake the cost of all measures of (^nservation. 

I (h) and II (i). — Monuments in the possession or charge of private bodies or individuals. 

% 

" In respect of classes I (a) and II (a), the report should show what arrangements it is xiroposed to 
make for the duo carrying out qf the necessary measures of oonsorvatiou. Definite provision should be made 
for the proper custody and upkeep of each monument in these classes. The Government of India do not 
Avish to interfere in the details of these arrangements, but they desire to be satisfied that each local Govern- 
ment has at its disposal the moaus for the intelligent and judicious treatment of any quostions that may 
arise in connection with the preservution of Imildings of such importance. The Governor General in Council 
oonsiders that the cost of these measiu-es is a legitimate charge upon the Public Works allotment of each 
[»rovince, but will be prepared to consider in very special oases whether any farther assistance should be 
granted from Imperial funds. 

“ In i*espect of classes I (6) and II {>>), it should be reported what funds are available for their con- 
servation ; and whether the custodians can be induced to allow the inspeotion, direction, and control of 
Government officers in such matters. It may be advisable in some instances to offer small subsidies in view 
to securing the necessary amount of supervision, but this should only be proposed where the monument is 
one of prim.ary importance and its due conservation cannot be otherwise secured. In general, it may lie 
hoped that the local officers and the lo<‘al Government will be able to induce those interested to take proper 
steps for maintaining the buildings in their charge. 

“ 5. If hereafter it should become apparent that the local Govern ments require advice or instructions 
with reference to the proper mode of preserving or treating any monument, the Government of India will 
be happy to arrange for procuring this froip the best available authorities 

''6. In the annual administmtion reports of each province full information should be given as to the 
measures of conservation canned out during the year and as to the condition of all monuments in classes I 
and II. ” 

Without great trouble it was found practically impossible to comply fully with this 
order for the Bombay Pr«jidency, but provisional lists wore supplied in January 1884, 
pending the completion of the present volume. 

Again in the Resolution of the Home l)epai*tment (Archaeology) No. 6 — 170-82 of 
22nd August 1886, the Government of India minutes as follows : — 

“ Liste of objects of antiquarian interest were called for with a ^ew to the preparation of a general 
amalgamated list for the whole o£ India. As. however, the lists submitted by the several local Govern- 
ineuts and Administrations have not been drawn up in any uniform plan, it has been found impracticable 
to amalgamate them in a satisfactory manner, and it has accordingly been decided to abandon the attempt, 
*‘<pocially as the preparation of a general li.st appears now to be unnecessary, in view of the instructions 
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^ omtained in Home Department Kesolation of the 26th KoTember 1883. Under the operation of those 
instructions, detailed and properly classified lists will be prepared of the ancient monuments which exist in 
the several provinces^ The Governor Genend in Council i» accordingly pleased to direct that all the lists 
received in manuscript be returned to the local Governments and Administrations concerned, as they may 
be found useful in the compilation of the lists to be prepared in accordance with the orders above cited. 

“ 2. The Government of India will now wait untU the local Governments and Administrations, in 
consultation with the newly constituted Arohsoological Dcj^>artment, can pre|>are classified lists for each 
X>rovince in Upper India and Bengal in accordance with the instructions contained in the Resolution of 
November 1883. These lists should be drawn up in tbe form* annexed to this Besolntion. 

“ The lists for the Madras and Bombay Presidencies and for the Hyderabad Assigned Districts should 
be prepared under tbe direction of Dr. Burgess, and be edited by that ofiicer. 

" Oannn. — Ordered, that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to local Governments and Admini- 
strations for information and guidance, manuscript lists being returned ; and that a copy be forwarded to the 
Dire<!tor General of tbe Arohmological Survey of India for information. 

“ Also that a copy be forward^ to the Foreign Department, with a request that that Department 
will be good enough to consider whither similar lists might not with advantage be obtained from Native 
St^es,'’ k 

The lists now printed will render practicable the preparation of classified lists of 
monuments for conservation, whether in the tabular form now pfoposed or in that suggested 
in the former Besolution quoted Above. The insertion, however, of a column calling for 
.'uiy local history or tradition ” may well be omitted ; it has appeared in so many previous 
returns that its claim to a place may itself be regarded as traditional rather than important 
But much local information as to the claimants, custody or present use and precise state 
of preservation will still have to be collected in order to render further lists worth 
publication. The present show bow wea,lthy the Bombay Presidency is in Ancient Remain.^.

riiEFACE TO THE HE V [SEE liDlTJON. 


The ordci's of Government for the revision of the Joists of .Vntiquarhin Th'iuains in 
tile Bomhay Erosidoney are eontained in the Gove rnment of Bomhay Resolulions No. .‘U 
of th(> 0th January 1802 and No, 2(501 of tin' 12t.h July ISOf. The eiveiimstanees under 
wliich the orii^inal U'^ts were compiled are stated in Dr. Burgess’ Prefatory Note, wliicli 
is x’etahied. Tlie classes for cc.nsorvation purposes are also dosm'ihed there, and it is in 
accoi’daTieo witli tiu'se that the indieatioix opposite each enti'v in the lists is now made. 

As epigrajdiy forms a special anil important hrarndi of Ai'ch eologv, I have, for the 
bonoHt of those more especially intenrsted in tliis stibject, ^ad the word Inscription, 
whertivor it occurs in the text, jiriuted in Old Englisli fy 2 >e so as to (-ateli the eye. 

A glossary of terms and jxrojier names is a (d‘‘d whore explanations art) given of all 
veniaciilar and other terms oeeurring in italios in tlie body of the Lists; and, at the end, 
all moiinmenls in classes lo., 16., I la. and 116. are gathered togethci* in crlassidod lists. 


In the original lists Dr. Burgess frecjently aekn.<)wlolgod. in foiitnotcs, special assist- 
ance which ho received fiMm various Government olUcers nud otlua* gentlemen. As I 
have omitted these footnotes in the revised edition, 1 here I’ecerd the naini's meulioucd, 
viz., llessrs. .1.

III. • (1.*) ^ a r V a t i .—On a bill 4 K>uj£*west of Poona at about a distance of a mile, there 
is a eollectio© of temples, approached by u spacious flight of rough cut-stone steps with 
a wooden hAnd*rail on the left side. Prom the entrance^ which is on a level with the 
second^plateau on the hill, toibe rtght> there is another flight of steps leading to the upper 
plateau, on which is an iiregular octagonal enclosure of iraulted#^ terraced roof buildings. ‘ 
Within this* enclosure there is a cut-stone kerbed platform 72'x66Jf'; on this the temple 
of Pftrvati and S'ambhu ik^built of briek and lime masonry 33|' x 27^' and 45| feet high, 

, 'hating open verandahs on three sides and a spire above, with stucco ornaments, surmounted 
by five ornamental copper-sheeted domes, with finials plated with gold, the centre one being 
the higher and larger. At the lour corners of this platform aro 4 small temples with 
e{>ir«s of burnt brick and lime masonry,* each 6'x 6' and 16J feet high, dedicated to Dc\i 
l*!(lrTati, Ga^apali, Vishnu, and Stkrya N4rS.yaua, resjwctively. In front of this; to the 
oast side of the platform, is a fountain and a stone shed for Nandi 7^,' x 7^' and 10 feet 
high, Opposite and outside the enclosure i» an uppor-storeyed building called the 
mgAricMna. On th© plateau is a vddd, #r enclosure of plain buildings chiefly occupied 
hy the devotees of the Satiisthdna. 

In rear of the vddd, in a small quadrilateral enclosnre measuring Sd'xl^S^', is a temple 
bf Kirrikft Sv&mi, of out-stone and burnt brick and* lime, with a stucco ornamental 
pinnacle, surinbunted with a dome of the same materialH^ud a flnial. phe measurements 
of .tiWs temple are 14J' x 141" and 88 feet high. A Jtdtd is held every yegr on K&rtiba 
Pdr©tm& in honour df tbis‘|fc4. ’ft^omen are prdhihited firofu worship^g it, 

To the south of the templ^ of Kir&ka Sv&mi is the temple of Vishnu. The exterior 
dimensiqns bf this temple are 8hI''xS5i^' and 05]^ feet 'high, on a platform of cut-stone 
4iy X ^2^' and 2 feet higji. To the south and west side of this temple, is the rain of an 
upper-stordspdbumt brick and lime mMonry building,* called the Divdnkhdtifi, said to have 
been burnt doWn. by lightning in 1815 a.d. .These temples were* .erected ^ Pe4v& B&l&ji 
in the year 1788 A,©. Tha annual 4even»«J«»t grant ftw this SaMkdm is said 
to be Ea.

lit ^ ■ W, I^iah4.4 18E A to the north-west of Poona is a temple .of 

Mahftdev^ qi» the bl^ ^ a «»ali driver called B&mnadl. The temple is in a 
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vralled courtj^arcl. The exterior dimensions of the temple are ITy^XT. It is built, with 
a cut-stone facing up to a cornice OJ feet hijgh ; from tljia the dome oomm^nces, which is 
of burnt brick and plaster; the spire is 20 feet high.* Attached to this temple is a 
of cut-stone up* to the comice. The exterioip.measttrements'are 24'XJ2I'; the cornice 
is surmounted with corbels, projecting ahbut a fc^. The building hM a vaulted roof, 
surmounted’ with cut-stone parapet and oorhice, rather ruinous. About 3 feet'from this 
in front is another wow^orpa. The plinth is 2 feet high of cut-stone, and 224'x^.l4^. 
On this is built a brick domed building measoring inside Id' S" x 15' 9", with four pointed 
arches, 'one on each side ; th6 inside height, behtg 16 feet, is plastered with ohunam ; the 
walls and stuccoed ceiling are painted with pictures of differe^ijb deities and anchorites. 
The vault of this building is surmounted with a parapiot haring four* octagonal minarets, * 
“ one at each corner, with domes.; the outside stucco plai^r ^. highly ornamented, but in a 
very dilaindated state. . In front of this second meepdapa ia a ^ed for Nandi, supported 
on stone pillars, with a vault surmounted with miisoni^ idoiiie. Farther in front at the 
distance of 8 ffeet, on a stone platform 28' X 21' 8*' there is.a templb^of 9f4ruti, 6|' x 6' of 
plain cut-stone with comice. Behind this temple is an unfinished (fljpamdfa o:y;h9 form of 
a frustum of a cone, of stone up to 6 feet, the whdb height being 30 feet ; the Upper 
24 feet 4s of brick and lime ; the top is apjSroachcd by a winding flight of steps inside. 
On both sides of this column are small temples of Gauapati and Bhaifava, of equal size, 
8t' X 8^', of plain cift-stone, smmodnted with masonry spires or domes ttith stucc3-plaster 
ornament. Above this platform, 7 feet high, is Gie entrance platform a|>puoached by 
steps recessed ; this. platform is partly paved. The entrance is a ^at arched vestibule 

with horse-shoe form arches. Near the entrance is a dhartMJdld of -oommon sun-dried

brick and mud consisting of one -open hall enclq^ on three sides and 28'xll^'. In the • 
courtyard is a square unfinished kachcha building, intended for honiflku^^a now in ruins ; 
the roof is nothing but bare rafters. This temple of P4sh4n was built by the mother of 
S'ahU Mahdrdja about the yeetp 1726 A.D. The annu^ Goveramept grant fot this 
Samsthdna is Rs.‘1,-C>13. The first jwawdopa is said to have been’ built by the Daphles, 
and the second by a Bhata named Chitr4o, These via^apat were built about eighty 
years ago. * , * 

(3.) V r i d dh e s v.a ra,— To the north of the rity of Poona hear thfe village of 
BhAmburde, on the *bank of the river Mul4, is the temple of ’Vyiddhe^vara, which 
is apprdacbed from the river bank by*a flight of stepi^ 2d| fe^ broad called a ghdft with 
circular basrions on both sid^s of thusel^eral landings, leaihlhg td i^n ^hdosufe 70' x 5K 
Tlie enclosing wall is of stone and brick, pbiat'^ miitsMe and plasteired ia$iide, 
entrance door from the river side, set in Cut-stone framing floor of the enclosure is 
paved with rough stone. Tile temple is 28'xl9^' built ;o£, arillaar’^ifla^niy' up ib about 
12 feet, with vaulted roof and pinjnaole of stucco, ommnmtal and. «furn:^Unte4 <iomes 
and finials.

In the same enclosure 3|feet apart, is another temple dedidubed io ^ddhehara^ built 
on a plinth 4 feet high and 38'x20'} the fr^iit portion df this temlple is of stone and 
masonry, and plastered. The rem* portion has a atone 4uperst£ttotnre ; the roof oyer the 
front portion is vaulted, surmounted with lotf ‘dc^e ab«i flhial ; the- roof over, the realr 
portion is ,|j8o vaulted, a cut-stone cornice pregeotihg bter corbel*^ Surmounted wi|h a .

The vestitade has a fl^t slabbed roof^ with thin pointed arches and pillars $ feet 
broad ; and "has ah ppen ished iti front on posts and post-plates with flat terraced ropf on 
planj^s and Joists; It is 17''X i6||' and 8 J hjet high, and contains an image of Nandi.

wait The temple is reached by a paved flight of steps 5 feet broad, through an entrance 
door under an archwav.

It is a hall supported on 
thirty pillars, 2 1 feet square, and is open on 'one side; The enclosure in front is open, 
and in the centire of a round shed supported pn 14 pillars j a portion of it with two 
pillars has fallen down, jtn tliia,Elbed is a Nandi. The bases-of the pillars are sllgtitly 
ornamented. {Xnd^ Ant, VI.

(8) The temple of S i d d h e ^ y a r a Is picturesquely built among trees on the banks 
of the Bhimd, about half a ipile to the east of the town of Khdd. On the north-east of the 
temple is a oorridor ddarma/414 of bj^ick uud ohnnatn, flbw somewhat out of repair; it is 
rectangular, the eastern side consisting of four cusped arches, and the north of seven 
arches, the mid^e one of which only is cusped ; the roof, which is flat, is ornamented 
with a pierced cornice, bn the north of the temple is a small tank with flights of steps 
on east, north, and south, the west side being occupied by a corridor supported by 8 pillars 
and 2 pilasters in its frontage tsowards the tank. The steps on the north are interrupted 
by two small shrines fliieing similar shrines on the south. The temple, which consists of 
nave, transept, and g^hdrd, is entered from the north tlurbugh a small vestibdo, the 
roof of which is supported by two pillars ; a canopied Nandi and several dipamdlas 
face the entrance. The gdbhdrd is surmounted by a .pyramidal and fluted or ribbed 
roof, with a dome above, some snake ornaments adorning the ribs on the east and west ; 
there is a smaller dome over either transept and a tiny one over the nave. The projecting 
entablature of the temple » adorned underneath with ribs terminating in what 
resembles a drop, ^ with au occasional figure. There is an iujscriptioti over the doorway 
in Sanskrit, which shows that the temple was built by a Vkni — Trimbak Mitdhava — in 
the year Ti^vkvasu, which, if considered as a year of the 3rd Samvatsara from the present, 
will make the building about 150 years old, i. e., the age assigned by local tradition. 
The date, 1647, is hoyrever discoverable in the last four words of the third lino of 
the inscriptiou. At iktardtri there is a small ya^rd here. * 

Besides the three buildings above mentioned there is a temple dedicated to Visbpu 
on the south of Kh5d on the bank of the Bhtmd. built by Chandir4m, a S4dhu, about 50 
years ago, to^hich the neighbourhood resorts in small numbers on Gokula Ash^mi.

•are chamfered so as to be octagonal. The capitals have massive brackets. This temple 
has an inner shrine o'coupied by a likga and an image. The inner is separated from the 
outer cave by au elaborately sculptured doorway, the opening being 2 feet by 4 feet high ; 
Che carvings are dhieSy of human figures. There ' are no Buddh^t moments about 
the cave. The rook, of which this hUl is composed, is of a jsoft oharacter and the screen 
or doorway dividing the two shrines has had to bo cemepted or mcartaftsd by the 
villagers to keep it in its place.

The mandapa is large and 
arched, and built * of basalt or trap, and between it and the shrine is an unwalled 
jcover^ way ; .the shrine itself consists of a small vestibule and a gdbJidrd, in the 
latter of which is Jfi4nob&!s tomb or ** SamiUdhi,” over which in a sitting posture is 
the imagp of the Sitdl^ dressed in red, and behind him are figures of his patron gods 
Vi^hobft and Rakhm&i, .Tltdnd^vara being regarded as an incaSmatiou of Vishnu; both 
night and day is .the gdhhdrd kept lighted. The shrine is said to have been built three 
centuries ago by Ambekar De^4ndd And the large mandapa byll^imchandrai’ilq Senvi, a 
Divin of Sindia's, 125 years ago. The west Vail and corridor were erected a century 
and a quarter since at the Pff^v&'s expense and the balcony or mgdrkkdhd over the 
west gateway- was oonptruoted by Ganpatrdv G&ikv&d at an outlay of Rs. 2,000 some 
thirty years back ; hence the west .entrance bears the name of “ Gdikvddi.” A century 
and a half ago a descendant of the founder Ambekar Def^pjlnd6 built the cast and 
south wall and corridor, and the balcony ’over the east entrance being, erected by 
Obanduldl, a DivUn of the Nisam, he gavp his name to that doorway. The north corridor 
has been in existence for a Century and a quarter, being constructed at- the expense of 
Sindia and Kdsi I’ildji Vdgholkar, The b^ony over the gateway is duo to Baldji 

(xovind, one of Sindia’s followers, seventy-five years ago, at a cost of Rs. 8,000.

This celebrated Sddhu Vas, with his brothers Nivyiti and Sopana and their sister 
Muktdbdi, bom about Six centuries ago in the Ndsik district. His father was- a Sanyusi 
and^ (ialled Ohaitanja, and as maVriage is forbidden to devotees of that class, JfiilnOi^vara 
and his brothers fltnd sister were regarded as illegitimate and outcastes. They, however, 
being desirous of admission into the caste of their father, left their native place and made 
a pilgrimage to Pai^han on the GodAvairi, a town^held in high veneration among Hindus, 
to beseech the BrAhmaps of th^ place to absolve them from, the crime of illegitimacy and 
to admit them within the pale of the twice-born.’* The Brahmans of Paithan . at first 
strenuously refused to listen to their supplication, but were at Jength convinced by a 
miracle performed by JfiAnAlvara that he and his brethren were not ordinary mortals, 
but wet*e a»a^4r«eof Vishpu an.d,^iva,,and that' therefore no expiatory rites were necessary. 
Tho miracle performed was that of endowing a Ue-buffalo with speech and causing him to 
recite the Vedas ! Sonie BrAhma^s still doubted, and a second miracle becoming neces- 
sary, JflAnAsiyara took advantage of a SrAddha festival to call down from heaven “ the 
manes’* of thgi hbst’S ancestors^ wht> duly appeared, did justice to the viands offered them, 
and then yahished,; JfiAn^vara and hip brethren now bethought them of proceeding to 
Aiapdij anici duri^ their journey thither the Veda-speaking buffalo died ; they duly per- 
formed thh^in^dhi Ceremonies,' and gave him the name of MhasobA.

2. Behle, 21 miles E.S.S. from Junnar (19* 7'; 74* 15*), pontaine a, fine Hemfldpanti 

■hdvadi. This tank is about 20 yards square, and is entered by two flights of ter^-steps 
each on opposite' sides*; the walls are adorned with 18 canopied niches, of wliioh four orna- 
ment each of the sides where the steps are, and five each of the remaining sides. These . 
niches arc somewhat under 3 feet high, and are IJ’ feet wide by 1 foot deep ; -they* are 
sejuare-headed With carved jambs, and their fitiial is.a canopy knobbed* at the top.

3. Pur, 10 miles, W.N.W. Irom Junnar: — Temple of Kukaddsvara at the source 

of the Kukadf, a few miles east from the.N4nl, Ghslt, and attracts an assemblage of 
from one to' two thousand persons on Mdgha Vadya 14 {tiivavdlH). It is sitpated within 
the village limits of Pur,' and is supported by a allowance of Rs.’ 70 perannum. 

The abrupt mountain fortress of Clilwand, three miles to the east, and an amphitheatre of 
hills which eucircle it on the south and west, combine to make the site of Kukadei^vata very 
picturesque. The temple itself is in the Hemddp®'nti litylfe and in feir preservation ; 
its court is strewn with portions of the carved work, which hayp from time to time 
fallen, their places in the structure being filled in with plain masonry. The position of 
much of the carved stone work on the exterior of ^the building would lead to the 
impros.sion that at one time the temple i/qs partially in ruins (poasibljr rendbr^ so by 
Musalmab fanaticism) and in its restoration somewhat careless or qnsfcilful hahila pieced, 
it to<^etber.

1. Sa'ta'ra* : Palace ami dardeos forjn a quadrangular block of building occupying 
several acres, and the large open space of ground in front admits of thek being seen to ad- 
vantage. There is noticing very imposing about the fayado^ the white j)la.stered surface of 
which is only broken 6y numerous large square windows and their wooden framework. A 
low” verandah on wooden pillars runs along the ground floor. T’here is some carving on tluj 
wood- work, but it is too minute to produce any general elfoct on the building; a gateway 
leads into the courtyard, round which there is a broad colonnade. The walls are covered 
with .paintings of mythological subjects and hunting .scenes. It would bo tedious to go 
into an enumeration of all the rooms, of which there are said to be 52, as a large portion 
of the building necessarily consists of the apartments of the RAni and royal retinue. 
On oAe side of the quadrangle is the hall of ^idience, at the upper end of which is a 

, shrine dedicated to the great goddo.ss of the MaritliAs, BhavA.ni, It was built by Appa 
S&heb about 1844 A.», It is 83 feet long, 45 feet broad, and 25 feet high. The roof 
i.s supported on two parallel longitudinal rows of teak pillars, JO iii each row, with 
horsC’.'shoe arche.s between the pillars. The rotjf is hurjg with lamps. Outside are 
fountains. In a small room opening from the colonnade above mentioned, are the thrones 
of RAjos AppA SAheb and ShAhft. The carving in this room is exceedingly rich. The 
palace, although apparently one building, is really two, called respectively the old and 
new palaces. The former was built in 1820-21 by the Raja Pratslpsinha. The latter, 
to which the rooms above described belong, was built about 1S38 to supersede the 
RangamahAl, another palace of less pretensions situated immediately under the fort. 
The old aiid new gardens and {dcasure-house, to which the RAjA Avas wont to repair in 
the hot weather, are separate from^the palace and each other. The old'ones were laid 
out about A.n. 1824-25 by PratApsifiha. The Imusc is a plain building of one storey, 
with a large basin for fountains in front. It has one room, of which the w’ull and 
ceilings are covered with looking-glass. The new garden.s, which are somewhat larger, 
were laid out in the same year for the Raja’s l)rother, AppA SAheb. Tire plea.surc-hou.so 
is of twm storeys, and has, besides the mirror room, a room hung with pictures, mostly 
works, of aative art t'some, however, would seem to have Ixjcir brought from England, 
and that^ too, at no very distant date. (Copperplate grant ft A.S., part viii., p. H.) 

2. Ma'buU is about 3 miles east of SAtArA : o’l^iug to its situation at the confluence 

or mrigama of the KfishpA and V^uA rivers it is considered a place of great sanctity, 
and the dead from SAtArA and the surrounding village.s arc brought there to be burned. 
It is divided into , — {\) Kshetra MdhuU, on the east bank of the KrbhijA in Briti.sb 
territory ; (2) Fasti Mdhuli, on the west bank of that river, w hich is the property of the 
.Pant Pratinidhi, by whose family most of the tomplps were built. (1.) Descending the 
rivei^, .the , first temple that meets tho eye is one on the ea.st bank in Kshetra Mahuli, 
di^icated to JAdhA Sankara. It was. built about 1825 A.n. by BAl SAheb Sachiv, the great- 
grandmothier of the present Bhor^^P^ The temple stands on what is called tlje Giri 
;QhAt> a long handsome, platform of stone built by one BApu Bhat bin Govind Bha( about 
I78 Q'a,»v ; vestibule, or, perhaps a.s it ought 

to bn j(h ; this verstndah supported by three small horse-slioe scollopetl 
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drches. The dome is of brlok and> as far as it has any geometrical form at all, is 
conical ; but it is brok.en up^ into gradually diminishing rows of stucco ornamentation, in 
which arc niches filled with images. On each side of the entrance there is a Mpamdla. 
(2.) On the same side of the river is the temple of Bilvesvara Mah&dova built about 
1 742 A.n. by 6ripatr4v Pant Bratinidhi. The absence of Muhammadan forme shows that 
it is much older t|ian the last. It consists of a vestibule and shrine, but the vestibule is 
square or nearly so, and has no opening but a low door. The roof is supported by a few 
pillars, each of which is in alternate portions square, round, or ootag<»nal. The front is about 
30 feet long, and plain. The sides gradually contract by a series of offsets, which run 
up nearly to the top of the dome, so that the back wall is only 5 or 6 feet long. With 
the exception of the upper portion of the dome, which is of brick covered and ornamented 
with stucco, this temple is built of grey stone, and has a very solid appearance. It is not 
enclosed in any way. The bull is so close to tlio door of the vestibule that there is 
hardly room to enter. It is surmounted by a square stone canopy supported on each side 
by a broad low pointed arch, and its stylo seems to indicate a later date than tlie temple. 
In front are a few tombs where Gosftyis* and other holy men have been buried. The ghdt 
near this spot was built by Auandr^v BhivrS,v D6shmukh Ang&purkar about four years 
before this temple. (3.) The next is on the same bank as the last two, but at some 
distances frou» them and Ihe village, and close to the Sut^r&and Ivorog4on road, vrhich 
in fact skirts it. It was built and dedicated to B-^mef^vara by ParaMuf^lma NS-rfiyapa 
Angal of Dohgjlon alx>nt 17.00 .^.n. Looking at it from the opposite bank, the chief 
object that attracts the observer’ .s notice is the very fine flight of steps loading up to it 
from the river-bed. One flight with its broad platform was commenced by BSjirdv II., 
but never finished. Though forming part of the whole structure, it would lead, if finished, 
rather to the side of the temple than to the temple itself. The other flight begins nearly 
whore the first leaves off, and at an angle to it, and is said to be- also the work of 
Para4ur4ma A*>gal. Half-way up it on either side is a small cloister of two arehe.s, which 
would be perfectly circular but for a small notch in*the keystone. The roof is domed and 
formed by concentric layers of stone, each projecting over the one below, and so diminish- 
ing in circumference till only a small hole is left sufficient to admit one stone. At 
the top of the steps are two one on either side ; qn the right is a small shrine 

with an image of the Trimdrti. In front is a bull with his face towards tlie door of the 
vestibule. He is very richly ornamented with chains and ''bl;U*«r^>Between his feet is a 
small liiiga overshadowed by the cobra, with two women paying adoration tci\,it. The 
canopy is supported at the corners by pillai's, which arc square and round or octagonal in 
alternative courses. Above is a low o(;tagonal dome on two courses — the lo>yer plain, 
the upper with a few figures. Above this, again, is a representation of the lotus, but the 
stucco has fallen oil'. The d<»orway consists of a porch of stone sup|>ortod on half pillars. 
The vestibule is too small to require any .support for its roof. The only light it receives 
is from the low door by which it is entered. There are three domes : the lowest is over 
the vestibule ; next comes one a little higher ; and adjoining it the highest of all; ThOy 
are, as usual, of brick and stucco .*<ur(nountod by a representation of tho lotus. Behind 
the temple is a cloister of five arches like those already described. A sinall door leads 
into a shrine with five small figures in bh-ick basalt, '^he central one .is a representa- 
tion of ^iva and Pfi-rvatt. At one end is Hanutnan in an upright position » 'with his 
hands clasped together. (4.) Temple of SangatneiSvara Mahfideya is, as its name 
indicates, close to the junctiou of tho two rivers, on the west bank of the Krishna and the 
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north bank of the Vdnfi, and nearlj^ opposite No» From the bank of the Krishna two 
flights of steps lead up to the courtyard wall, m%hioh there is a small door opening into the 
quadrangular court iu which the temple is , situated. The temple consists of a small open 
verandah, in which there is a roughly «;tecuted painting ofLakshmi, and a vestibule and 
•shrine. . In front is the sacred bull under a canopy supported by four pillars. The 
breadlh at the back is gradually diminished by a series of offsets which are carried up 
into the dome. The architecture is pure Hiiidu. The pillars are round or octagonal and 
square in alternate courses, and the roof is formed of long stones which stretch diagonally 
from pillar to pillar so as to form a series of lozenge or diamond«sbapod spaces, filled in 
with square stobes of less size. The flying buttresses to the platform of the sacred bull 
and the top of the dome deserve notice. As usual the body of the building is of basalt 
and the dome of brick and stucco, like No. 2. It is said to have been built by ^rlpati-uv 
Pant Pratinidhi, and its date may be approximately fixed at Id 79 A,n. Just below this 
temple, and at the actual junction of the rivers, is a triangular plot of ground occupied by 
several tombs built over the burial-places of a Gosinvi (named Banlapuri) unrl his disciples. 
The largest, under which the Gosiivi himself is said to bo buried, is an octagonal build- 
ing ot grey basalt, surmounted by a low dome. The sides are open, and the triangular 
heads of the openings are scolloperl aud richly carved above ; a broad lodge is carried 
round supported on elegant scrolls. Inside is a Hhya and sacred bull. The next in size 
is square with a horse-shoe opening about C feet high and carved pilasters on each side. 
The dome is of brick plastered and fluted : liinja, and bull inside. The third is a mere 
* canopy supported on square pillars over the lihga a^d bull ; the dome -is fluted. There 
are’ two others which do not deserve any special notice. (5) Vi4ve4vara MahMeva, 
the largest of the Mahuli temples on the south side of the Vena, at its confluence with 
tho Krishna, is said to have been built by i^ripatrav Paut Pratinidhi about l,7:h'’> a.p. It 
.i^i of basalt, and enclosed by an irregular-shaped courtyard, open on the side of tbo river, 
from which it is approached by a 'flight of stops. The high platform on which it is raised ; 
the low colonnade which runs round the greater part of it ; the short thick pillars iu 
alternate courses of round, octagonal, and square; the, lozenge-figured stone roof, th<.' 
breadth increasing from the front by offsets, and then decreasing in a similar way behind, 
show that it is a building of purely Hindu architocturo.^ The length from back to front 
is about 50 feet. The greatest breadtk is 20 fcot, tho least 5 feet. Tho interior consists 
of a vestibule and shrine. In the wall of the former there are two images of Qapapati 
and Lakshmi respectively. Tho latter is of marble. The dome is of the usual material. 
The squareness of the form in this and other domes of the same period contrasts with the 
round dothes of a later one. The animal forms, carved iu tho capitals of the pillars and 
the cornices, deserve notice. Tiie sacred bull is on the usual platform surmounted by a 
' cainopy and octagonal dome, the niches of which are filled with mythological figures, and 
are divided from each other by figures of men on elephants. On two sides of the 
courtyard a.re cloisters with broad low pointed arches and square pillars ; they are for 
pooking purposo8,or hostelries for visitors to the, tomph>. On another side is a building of 
similar kind but incomplete. The arches of it are narrower and more pointed. At 
ontt^nce of the vestibule is a fine bell on which there is apparently no writing, but 
. in Eaglish figures, of 1744. . I could not glean any information as to its history' ; 

vfi^^vlAvtkpee^ t]xe Marathas from a Portuguese church in tho Konkan. 

Iq qif the tm the KjrishpA at Monavali, near IVai, there is a bell which is said 

to have bieil^n ipjreseflted the builder of the temple, great NauA Phadnavls. There 
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is a tradition in tha( case tliat it was taken' from the Portuguese, a tradition which is 
almost converted into fact by the inscription “ Bene sooahtibns cyoibalis laudate Domi- 
muu.” A similar bell is said to have been brought by Nank Phatlhavis, out of Mahtili Port 
and given to the temple at BMma ^ankaritt, where it now is. (^) Teniple'of Ramaohan- 
dra at tho back of the last, to which it is very inferior in every resp^t; is of basalt, aniJ 
said to have been built by Trimbak Vilvanith Pfitbd in 1772 a-». Jk and 

consists merely ol verandah and shrine. ♦ In the latter are figuriw; ipP.br«^s, of R&raa, 
Lakshmana, and Sltkb&l. The wall behii)d them is panelled with, broad low. arohes 
and painted with flowers, &c. The dome consists of only two polygonal courses. (7) Temple 
of Vithobk built by Jotipant BhUgvat of Chinchtjera about a-d. 1730, It originally 
consisted of a small verandah, with carved wooden pillars opening into the shrine by a 
low Muhammadan arch. A hall or vestibule, with wooden pillars , and door all round 
was added fifteen or twenty years ago. The roof is hung with lamps* (8) Temple of 
Krishn&h&i, built by Krishna Bikshit Chiplhnkar about 1754 a.d,, does not d^erve 
particular notice. (9) Temple to Krishnilvara Mah&deva built by Kyishna Dlkshit 
Obiplhnkar, about 1790 a.d. (10) Temple to Bhairavadeva, built by Krishnabhat 
T&tkfi about 1770 a.d. It is on a very small scale, and consists of shrine and bpoQ 
vestibule or verandah with three small arohes. A hall with wooden pillars like that in No. 7 
has been recently added. (11) A temple with a handsome flight of steps from the river, 
begun by tho Rani of SAtArA in 1805. It is on tho right of the road from SAtAnl. 
Besides those temples there are, on each side of tho road loading to the ferry, several 
tombs or cenotaphs to members of the late royal family of SAtArA and others, There is ’ 
some simple but handsome stone carving on one or two of them. The figure of a 'dog 
sitting, which is to be seen on one of them, is said to mark the burial-place of a favourite 
<log of RAJA ShAhu called the “ Vodu RAjA *’ from his eccentricities. It is probably the one 
which on one ooc.asion he dressed in gold brocade, and exhibited in full darMr, and for 
whose use he kept up a palanquin establishment. The dog had once saved hitp from a 
tiger (v^ic Grant Butf*s Hiatory of the Mardthda, yo\. H. page 30). (12) The temple of 
BhargavarAma, in the small shrine of which are the images of Parai^urAma, his father 
Jamadagni, and his mother Rcnuka. It has indm land attached to it. 


8, Parli is the name given* to an isolated hill about 6 miles west of SAtArA, The 
fort at the top is called Sajjanagacl, and was built by one of the Emperors of Behli about 
700 years ago. Additions were made by one NAro |5all41 Soni, MAralatdAr, in 1776 aJ). 
It is now very much out of I’cpjvir:' over the doorway is a .Persian . indj^iption, — not 
translated. The temple was built about 1860 a.p. by AkAbAi undBivAkar OosAvi, disciples 
of iSivAji’s spiritual guide, RAmdAs SvArai, to whom the temple is dedicated and who 
lies buried here. ParasurAui BhAu Srigahvkar repaired and ornamented this , temple, in 
1800 and 1830 a.p., and VaijnAth BhAgvat, of Yavatesivara, built the verandah.. It is of .basalt 
with dome of brick and chunam. , . 


•4, Anga'pur. — The temple, which is dedicated to Gapapati^ was built bv AnandrAv 
BhivrAv, De^mnkha of AngApur, in 1779 a.d. It is of stone, wiffe a dom^ of brick ehd 
stucco. ' ' 


5. 


Pates’yara, 6 miles south-east from SAtArA, 

PAtA^vara are some five caves. Besides the caves And bin 
three or four temples almost on the summit of the hilll " 0,iae bf ‘thW,8ac^^ 
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ia of raoderato size, enclosed in a courtyard witli a fine flight of stops leading down to a 
tank close adjoining. The other temples are small, sacred to Mahadcva and otlior idols. 

The caves are now, with the exception of No. 4, crowded with Hugos out out of 
detached blocks of stone, some of Very size. Including those in the temples, 43 

wore counted altogether. These caves were probably of Brahmanical origin (see Jour, 
B. B, Mr A. Soc., vol lU. Part II. p. 68).

II,— JAvijI TAijUkA. 

1. Kahabalesyara. — Temple described J. B. B. Jt. A. Soo., Vol. IX. p. 250; 
vol. X. pp. 1-18. 

2. ‘Ba'jpim. 4 miles south-west from W4i and about 3 west of Bflwadhan. A 
group of rudely cut Brahmanical caves, about 1,800 feet above the valley. They commu- 
nicate with one another by a passage inside the rock. They faco eastward and extend about 
100 feet in length, 

Ihiscripti0n.—A detached slab of stone, leaning against the front of the oavo, bears 
an inscription in old Bevandgari characters.

.1, Ba'wadhail> 4 miles south-east of Wdi. Two small caves at about 600 feet above 
the level of the valley and very diffloult of access ; the most southerly is a cell 9' by 7', with 
bed-place at the back aud a stone bench on the right side ; the other ia similar and about 
65 yards northward. • 

2. Loha'ri, 4 miles north of Wdi. On the soutU-wosterh faco of a short lofty 
spur are eight excavations in a line extending about a furlong along the hill, aud at an 
elevation of at least -lOO foot above the valley. The four largest are evidently early 
Buddhist monastic residences, and one of those has liad two rows of pillars, three in 
each, from front to back, and. the rduiains of soma sculpture on the right hand wall, 
which, however, may possibly have been an after insertion ; another, close to }t, has 
a ddgoha in a shrine 10 feet s(juare at the back, a' cell on each side of it, and four it^ th<' 
right wall, with rock beds, 

8, Wa'i. — At this place there are 49 temples built by the Mstc family alone, 
besides othefs of older date ; as it is unnecessary to particularize each, only those of 
impcrtanco are mentioned. Commencing from above, the first group of buildings is on 
the north bank of the Krishpfl, and consists of a g}iAt vddd and temple. (1) The gluU 
goes by the name of (^angApuri and is a flight of 12 steps. The first portion, 200 feet in 
length, was baUt by Oang&dhar R^te of cut-stone in 1789. To this, one BhAu Jo^i 
nd^cd 76 feet nud BAjir&v II. 80 feet. There is now, therefore, an unbroken length 
of 850 feet. At the bacb of this is a plain brick wall through which a door opens into 
Vith jhp Qimg&puri VAdA (now the Moosifs Court) on the left and the temple 
of U.i:^ lASh^^Vara BanohAvatftna on the right. The temple on the right was, like the 
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ghdf, built by GangAdhar Raate and about five years before it. It consists of a vestibule 
and shrine, and is about 40 foot high. It has all the Muhammadan forms of architec- 
ture common at the period. In the four corners are separate shrines dedicated to 
Vishnu, Lakshmi, Gaijpati, and Sdrya; — ^Vssh^u’s iS'on the left on entering, and has a 
wooden mandapa, the back wall of which is covered with figures, so are also the outer 
walls. The great cluster of river temples begins at some distance nearly opposite to the 
travellers’ bungalow. (2) A shrine with dome containing a marble bull and the image of 
Mahddova DhAkle^vara. It stands on a low gMt, 75 feet long. (3) In a line with it, but 
near the bank on an upper ledge of the same is another temple to GaijgArAmesjvara 
Mahadova, built by GangAdhar RAste about 1780 A.D. It is of basalt, and consists of an 
open verandah with 3 scolloped arches and a shrine. The breadth in front is 82 feet. The 
length from front to back is about 26 foot, with the dome, which is of brick and stucco 
with blank panels ; the height is probably about 40 feet. ' In front is the sacred bull with 
a plain canopy. (4) A temple to Ganapati built by GanpatrAv BhikAji RAste in 1762 at 
a cost of Rs. 1, 50^000, and a ghdt 163 feet in length, built by AnandrAv BhikAji. Besides 
the usual verandah and shrine, in which fs a huge image of Ganapati painted red, there is a 
covered court or mandapa 60 feet by 30. The roof is flat, and composed of square cut 
stones cementod with chunam. The walls are of the unusual thickness of 4 feet, which gives 
considerable dignity to the small aft'ches, 5 on a side and 3 at the end, with which they are 
pierced. Except the dome, which is pyramidal or conical and of brick covered with white 
plaster and fluted, the material used is grey basalt. The total height is about 70 feet. (5) 
Ascending the bank is a temple to KA4i Vi^voAvara MahAdeva, standing in a quadran- 
gular court 216 feet by 95 feet, surrounded by a wall. The temple was built by AnandrAv 
BhikAji in, 1757 a.d., and consists of vestibule and Bbriue, Its length from front to back 
is 49 feet. The fac;ado is about 28 feet from side to side. In style the Muhammadan 
forms prevail to a considerable extent. The spire baa throe rows of figures and a Muham- 
madan dome ; Jho mandapa of the temple is domed. The large bull in front, under a 
plain canopy *with plain scolloped arches, is carved out of a magnificent piece of black 
basalt ; the bells and flowers with which it is decorated are very finely cut. The most 
conspicuous part of this building, however, is, a covered Kunda mandapa at the east 
entrance, the roof of which is of squared stone cemented with chunam, and supported 
on 16 lofty pillars 10 fAet apart, with neat semicircular moulded arches between tliem. 
On each side is a dipmndla. (6) Temple to MahAlakshml built by AnandrAv BhikAji in 1 778 
A.D. at a cost of Rs. 2,75,630, It is away from the river, on the oast side of the bazAr* 
It is about 70 feet high, and consists of .a vestibule and shrine, whicl:^ together measure 
about 70 feet from back to front. The facade is 39 feet from side to side. The 
vestibule is open in front with two pillars and pilasters in antis. The corners at 
the top are rounded off by scolloped \vork. There is a trap-door in the floor, and 
the roof is formed of large slabs stretching from lintel to lintel.

Ii 
is built of basalt, and consists of a slirine with a verandah in front of three .small Sara- 
cenic scolloped arches supported on pillars about 6 foet high. .The arches arc ooven»{i 
with leaves and what appear to bo fir-cones. Beyond the arches 4horo on each side 
of the fajjade a broad band of wall carved in arabesques. The height of the building, 
including the dome, i.s probably not more than 40 feet. Opposite the cntrantH) , is a bull 
of polished basalt under a canopy surmounted by a dome. It i.s .seated iqion the back of' 
a turtle .(which is foniid in nearly all the temples a)>ove mentioned) ro[)rescuted in the act 
of swimming.* To complete the illu.sion, it is intended that the surrounding basin should 
be filled with water, which does not appear to be' now done. Around this principal tempk- 
are four others dedicaied, rc.spcctiv'ely, to Narasiiiha, Cxanapati, Lakshnu, and Visln.iu. 
Several of the images in those temples are of yellow marble, said U> have been brought 
from AgrA. One, Vhich stands outside l)y itself, is a representation of the S'iva PanchA- 
yatana. Pour heads look to the four cardinal points of the compass, and the fifth to the sky. 
The five temples were built about 1780 a.d. by one MaliAdevai'Av S'ivarAma, SAvkAr of * 
Poo^a, where his descendants now live. A side door from the courtyard of this temple 
leads to a ghdt built by one NArAyaiirAv Vaidya about 100 years a§o. On the right i« 
small temple to RAma attributed to BAJirAv II. The conical dome has been broken short 
off by the fall of a tree. Below this, and facing the river, is a sort of cloister containing 
an image of Ganapati.

tliese trees. They arc known to bo at least 200 years old, and they are probably double 
that ago.

The* most important remains on the top of the hill 
are a substantially built mdsjrd and a simple, stone-buifding which may have been a bomb 
proof magazine. There is a tomb of a Musalmdn Pir still kept in repair.

Y. — Man TAltjkA, 

)I1, 1. S'ingna'pur, about 44 miles E.N.E. of S&tdrd (17'’ 51'; 74" 43'), the scene of a 

large yearly Hindu festival held in honour of i^ambhu Mahideva, or KamalSsvara, to which 
as many as 40,000 people go. Tlie temple is on a hill, and thus forms a striking object from 
some distance. It is built on a plan similar to that of many of,the temples of the Dakhan, 
and consists oi a coifrtyard, an ^nte-chamber, and an idol chamber. It was rebuilt in 
1 708 by one Basvant Raikhogai in the time of ^ivS.ji II. The courtyard is an oblong, 
about 129 feet long and 92 broad^, entered from all four sides by gateways, and contains, 
besides the temple proper, various small rooms, a nagdrhhdna and a small temple of 
Nandi. The temple itself consists of an oblong ante-chamber, 40 feet by 49 feet^ entered 
from the north, south, and oast by three small doorways, about 3^ feet square. ‘ To the west 
is another doorway, 4 feet wide by 0 feet high, communicating with the idol chamber. This 
room is about 11 feet long and wide and 17 feet high, and in it is ttie image of Mah&deva 
Sambhu. Over the temple is a spire of brick, the rest of the temple being of stone ; 
throughout it arc carved images of gods and mythological beings,' and also coloured 
representations of animals.

opposite. This is the only original ornament in the group. No. 7 measures 26' 6" by 17' 6" ; 
Nos. 8, 9, and 10 arc smaller rooms. No. 11 is a wide passage round » shrine, Jaehind 
which is a deep cistern. In the second group. No, 14 is a room 19' by 15' with a recess 
7' square at the back, on the back wall of which is a rude modern bas-relief covering the 
whole. On the right hand portion of the back wall of the main room are remains of two 
old figures, life-size and in high relief ; nothing remains of one but the feet, and the other 
• is much vfrorn. No. 16 seems to be partially a natural cavern, with a deep cistern in one 
tiotner and a built front ; an artificial ceiling within is supported by 15 rude stone pillars. 
These caves are evidently Brahmauical. (Surveyed.)

A teiuplc uf considerable size and celebrity* dedii^juted to OanapatU It was begun in 1779 
b> *l’ara<uruin Bhau Patavardhan, and hnished in 1799 by AppA S&heb* hisscHi. It consists 
of a courtyard and a temple inside. The most striking feature is the or tower. Over 

the principal entrance to the courtyard, consisting of seven storeys, gradually decreasing till 
tliey culminate in*a mere ridge. The lower storey is of stone and the remainder of brick. 
1 ti the courtyard is the temple itself, over which is a brick spire. »The body of the temple 
i-. of stone undceorated with sonlpture, but on the wails outside are rude paintings of 
mythological subjects. In the temple there are images of Cranapati, Vishnu, Sftrya, 
and a goddess.

As, Soc., Vol, III. Pt. II. p. 58 ; Pi XIII. p. .53 ; Arch. 8ur. JRepori, IV. ; and in Oar? 
Tomples of India), (Surveyed.) 

\lh (2) 'fhe Janii Masjid with two lofty domc-crovrned minarets stands in the middle 

of the towTi. It was built, according to an inscription in the interior, by one 
Ibrdhira Khdn, son of KamalkhAn, iM*obably a Thdncdftr in the years 1 566-69, during 
the reign of Ali Adil Shdh of Bijdpur, when the kingdom of BijApur was still 
flourishing. The mosque and minarets stand on a stone platform about 50 feet square and 
3 1 feel high ; the latter rise to a height of about 40 feet above this platform, and are 
doine-.sliaped. For 8 feet they are made of stone, and the remainder of the 8trao|ure is of 
briek-work, considerably cracked and unsound. One minaret in particular is in an .unsafe 
condition, owing to a curb of wood, which had been inserted at a considerable height from 
the groxind, having become rotten. The mosque itself is an ordinary stone structure of 
consWe ruble mIzc. Both it and the minarets are decorated with carving and covered with 
pla-lor, but not jiainted. In the mosque, on the arches and pillars, are several iitttcripttons 
m Persian and Arabic. The following are translations made by the Oriental Tmslator 
(1) On a itUlar: “ IbrAhim KhAn Un Kamil KhAn bin Jam^l K|ii^^.8eryent in the house 
U\ IumI.” (21 Bound a pillar: When the aasuitauce vietory 
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and they shall sec the people eater into the religion, of God hy troops, celebrate the {>raisc 
of thy Lord, and ask pardon of him, for he is ihcllnied toforgivo.” (.3) “ During th«.* tinu' 
of Sh4h Ali Adil Shkh, the shelter of ajt ihh l)eople and the shadow of the favour of 
God— may he continue faithful and enjoy health and Khital (or grant) to IbiAhim Kamil 
Kbftn, a friend of the family."', (4) On another pillar: “ The beggarly, powerless and 
dustHke and powerless PehelvAn Aii bin Ahmad Ispahfmi, a servant of God in this 
house of God, Siinah 963. Titled (?) ^uzyet Khsln completed on this date. Pray for 
thO welfare of the builder of this mosque.” (5) An Arabic inscription on a pillar : ** May 
God forgive its builder for the sake of Muhaiuniad and his descendants." (G) An Arabic 
inscription on the top of an arch : “I boar witne.ss that there is certainly no God but 
God, that he is onty one and that he haS no sharers, and I bear witness that Muhammad 
is certainly his servant and prophet."- (7) There is an inscription at the foot of an 
arch in Kufic , characters which cannot be made out (a rubbing is desiderated). (8) On 
the top there are the following inscriptions ; “ 0 AH, there is nobody yo\tng but Ali. 
There is no sword but the ‘ Zul Fikr.* God send blessing to Muhammad the chosen 
[of God], Ali the approved, Hafsaan the elect (of God), Itusain who bocame a martyr at 
Kerbal^h, Zainu’l Abidin, Muhammad Bakar, J/lfar Sadik Musa-ublC-.lziin, 31uhainrnad 
Taki Ali Naki, Hasan AshkAri, Muhammad Madhl : the mo.st high and gloriou.s God hatij 
said. But he only shall vi.sit tlie temple.s of God who bcliovcth in God and the la.st day 
and is constant at prayer, and paycth the legal Jilms, *811(1 fearcth God alone. These 
perhaps may become of the number of thoS(i who are rightly diriuited.’’ “ Do ye reckon 
the giving drink to the jnigrims and the visiting of the holy temple to be udiom as 
weriiorious as those performed by him who bolieveth in God and the last day and 
figliteth for the religion of God ? The most high and glorious God hath said — Ilegularly 
perform thy prayer at the declension of the sun, at the first darkness of the night, atui 
Bie prayer of daybreak ; fot* the prayer of daybreak is borne witness unto hij the angels, 
and watch some i>art of the night in tho same exoreiso as a work of siipererogation, for 
peradventure the Lord will raise thee to an honourable station.

II n. bagh, the tomb of NizS-m Alimad Shiih, the Bihisti B&gh, Alamgir’s Dargdb, and a few 

other buildings of lesser note, together with the fort. The little Bamri Masjid is a small 
building of very neat design, and is decorated with surface ornament, much after the 
style of the Andii Masjid and similar buildings at Bij&pur. It is, perhaps, not generally 
known that Alamgir, or Aurangzib, was buried in two tombs, one of which is at Ahmad- 
nagar. The other is tlic well-known tomb at Rauza above the Elura caves aud not far 
from DaulattlhM. It would seem that his body was embalmed after death, when his 
heart and intestines were buried at Ahmadnagar. Over these has been built a ]arge 
platform upon which is a masonry tomb. Beside it is the usual mosque and other 
accompanying buildings, and the wdiolo is surrounded by a wall. It lies some distance 
outside the city on the cast. (Surveyed.)

11 n. 2. Mehekri, 7 miles east from Ahmadnagar. Saklhat Khiln’s tomb, commonly called 

Chdnd Btbi’s Mah;\l, an octagonal dome surrounded by a three-storcyed verandah : it is 
1 00 feet high and about tlio same in maximum diameter ; now used as a milikiry sanita- 
rium. (Surveyed,)

11 ft. 1. Dhoke, near Tiikli, 32 miles north of PHlrncr : — The Dhokfisvara Cave is a large 

hall with triple cells, on the east side of one of two rugged hills risiflg from a stony 
l)lateau. The largest is 20 yards deep and 15 wide, the front open and supported by two 
massive square pillars and two pilasters ; a little inside of these another similar row 
supports a great architrave running right across the temple ; and within tliis, again, is 
the shrine, hollowed out of a rectangular block left standing from floor to roof, and 
surrounded by a dark passage. 

The chief object of worship is a mean little Uiiga in the central shrine ; but there is 
another to the right of it, faced by a targe Nandi carved in situ on the same side ; and 
nearer the light, in a sort of chapel, is a four-armed figure grasping several weapons. 
One is a live cobra ; another, perhaps, the damara or drum, the others indistinguishable. 
This figure is worshipped under the name of KAla,^ Bhairava. Opposite him are eight 
dt vis called AshtannUarah (one ha« the head of a pig) accompanied by Bhringi and 
Ganapati. They appear in the Dhumar Lena at Elunl, and in the chapel in the east 
wing of the great cave at Elephanta. Besides, there arc giant dvdmpiilaSf Lakshmi 
attended by elepliants (on the central architrave), and a mtiltitude of othqr figures ; 
some out in sHn, others on detached or even imported stones, and evidently of various 
ages up to tho present. The lesser cave is a triple cell ; the inner part separated from the 
outer by a dwarf partition without gap or doorway. It is approached by a risky stair in 
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the rock, &outlx of the big cave ; between them is a larger c ibtcrn lull good a’ att r. 
Thete is no inwription except aft unimportant onejn imodem MarAtln on a small thcuhnje 
outbid© th#largo cave. This cave may perhaps be ascribed to the latter part of the 8tb 
century a!». {Ind, Ant. V, II. ; Cave Temphi of ‘(Surveyed )

III. 3. Ta'rnsr, 20 miles west by south frotu Abinadnagar. Temple of Saixganic(<vara 

or Tryambakodvara at the junction of two small lUiJiU. The ground plan is tbo normal 
double-broken diamond or square; not very much facetted, there being only three 
superior re-entering angles on the front sTdes of the man4itpct and one lusser similar angle 
near the front porch. There havo been throe porches, as usual. All of thorn a> o noAv in ruins, 
the front one least so. Its door atrongly resembles the inner door of Temple No. II, at 
BelgftUm, but has not tbo pierced flanking panels. The pillars are more in the style of 
' temple No. I, at Bolgtom. Four largo pillars, with the help of the walis and surviving 
pilasters, support iho roof,ttromposed of nine small rough domes. This would appear to 
have bean tbo original plan, but* the whole roof has been destroyed (tradition says 
by the first Musalmdn invaders) adW restored from a height of about nine feet above the 
ground. This is shown by the use of mortar in tlxo restored portion and by the inverted 
position of some of its decorations. The loAA^er or auciont phrt is of dry stonework in 
receding (Hubedded courses of very largo blocks, and the lingak onshrinod in a deep ])if. 
The whole exterior is covered with a decoration representing in low relief, sometimes an 
arch, somcitimos a dome. This is observable also in a largo “ bdrav ” now attached to a 
modern mosque east of the town of TArnor (which has probably usurped the site of u 
temple), and in the remains of a small temple betwehn the torvfi and river at Palshi (2d 
miles ’north of PArnAr) in the same f/ilukd, . The roof has been destroyed, but a few frag- 
ments cornice seem to indicate that it was Dravjdian in style; like that of Malai'l)evi 
at Nighoj, ]0 miles south-west of ParnCr. The pillars of this temple dosely resemble the 
two shown in the front of the temple figured in Plato 1. of tlie Archamhfjical Uiiporl for l87 I . 
Tim Nandi in front of the principal efttranco now rests at the bottom of a pit lined* 
with i^oderu masonry, a^xd parily covered by a rough dome constructed of the d<<bris 
of thaixoroh, and perhaps of a destroyed pavilion On this rests a stone representing 
apparently an inverted" bunch of grapes, which the p( ople call a Uttgay but do not worship ; 
probably it was a finial of the pavilion or of one 6f tile porches. Several slender pillars of

lift. Akoli|;. — Situated to the east of the town, some Jiittle 'distance above the bank of 

the PravarA river, is the old temple of Siddhe4vaia. A short account of it is given in the 
Journal of the Boinbag JBranch if the Bogal Asiaiic Sooiedy^ No. XIII. Vol, III. January 
1860, and a tnoz*e detailed one in ^ho Indian Antiquary, Vol. V. p. 8 ; hut in neither of 
these accounts, which describe temples in the neighbourhood, is mention made of the fine 
old temples at RntanvAdi and TdhAkari, twenty and eight miles west and north-west 
rosf>ectlvely from Akolfl. In the above^accounts the temple' of Siddhe^vara is said to have 
been buried for a considerable period. If buried it must have been with the accumula- 
tion of earth washed down from the hillocks which overtop it on the south. Its basement 
is oven now partly buriucl, the eai'th beifig* deeper on the side of the hillocks,* there being 
some four feet on that side and two feet on the side nearest the river. Owing to the 
elevation of the temple above the river and its distance from it, it seems impossible for it 
to have been covered up with silt from the latter. 

The plan of the temple is peculiar, insomuch that it has a porch and doorway opep- 
iu]^ into the back of the shrine in addition to the usual door between the ^nan^/ajpa and the 
shrine. This is very unusual. It occurs also in the temple at RatanvAdi, and there is 
a small ruined temple at Sinnar, which seems also to have had the same back door arrange- 
ment. The general plan consists of a tmtidapa Avith three porches, and the shrine with 
its antechamber on one side and porch upon the other. The temple, as regards decora- 
tion, is comparatively plain, but the few bauds of ornament that arc used ai‘c sparingly^ 

,, and tastefully .applied. The whole of the roofing of the temple is comparatively new 
from the beams tipwards, excepting the ceiling of the eastern porch, which is original. 
The west porch, before the main entrance, has been entirely rebuilt, and when these repairs' 
Avere carried out, the walls wQi*e “pointed” with chunam, the raw white lines. ^ which 
being no improvement upon the general appearance of tlio interior. The shrine dobrwayi^ 
which are both alike, are fairly well carVed, atid Ganapati presides above thetn. The 
cuti'anco doorway has, with its porch, been entirely rebuilt, the side jambs and threshold 
of the original being included in the now work.

thembaence of the side porches of the mai^dkipa ; in their places an* gratings or windows 
set in shallow recesses, one on each side of thei ball The closing .of the sides and the 
substitution of these windows was a precaution probably necessitated by the wild and 
mountainous nature of tlic country around, keep out wild beasts which might otherwise 
prove unwelcome visitors to the shrine. The roof of the nutwlapa has disappeared leav- 
ing its ii)#Mjr lining, but the iikhara over the shrine is almost entire and is very ornamental.

I. — NAsik TAtUKA. 

1. ITa'sik is situated in the upper valley of the OodAvari river, and is four miles off 

the railway leading from Bombay to Calcutta, The town is a place of great antiquity 
and sanctity, being associated with the legend of Rdma, w'ho is said to have spent part 
of his exile at Pailclmvati, a suburb of NAsik on the north side of the GodAvari or 
QangA rfver. It is to a large extent a BrAhmanioal town, and may be regarded as the 
Benares of Western India, rit is mentioned under its present name by Ptclemy, and, 
situated as it is just above one of the few easily acces-sible passes up the Ghftts, and in 
the middle of a fertile plain interspersed with isolated hills, it must always have been 
a place of note, NAsik has now a large number of temples but mostly dating from 
last century and not ^remarkable for their architectural beauty. No very accurate or 
detailed information as to their history or dimensions lias been obtained as yet. The 
principal are ; — (1) Tomplo of Sri B-Ama, in Pafichavati, said to have been bnilt by 
HangAr^v Odhekar about 1782, It is a large stone templo with a handsome dome, and 
stands in the middle of a court with a naffdrkhdna over the entrance. (2) Temple of 
Ji4in6^vara MahAddva, in Pailclmvati, built about 1754 by Karo^ankar BAjebaliMar, 
a noted chief under the Pc6va BillAji BdjirAv (1740- 1762). (3) Temple of Kapilll04vara, 
in Pafichavati, said to be the oldest here {Jour, Bom.^B. Jt. As. Soc. Vol. 111. Pt, II. 
p, 87). (4) Temple of Sundara NArfiyapa on the NAsik bank of the river, is dedicated 

to Lakshml-NArfiyaria. It is uncertain when it wa.s erected, some say about 1748. 
It enjoys a large wd/n managed by the Opposite to it is the Kfimakunda or 

Astivilaya Tirtha. (5) The Sltfi Gumphfi or Cave of Sitfi. (0) Templo of Venkat64a 
or BAlAji as it is commonly known, a pretty large building, enjoys a jdhgir worth 
Rs. 20,000. (7) The temple of Gora Kfitua clo.se to the river, built by Ahalyabfii of 

Indor, (8) Temple of Muralidhara, with an ’ image exactly like that of Khunyu. 
Muralidhara at Poona. (0) Temple of Bhadrakili. (10) Bhatjibsiivfi’s Matha built by 
an ancestor of the Vinchurkar. (11) Palaces of the Pfisvfi and Nilro4ankar. Besides 
which there are many others, besides yhdts, &c, 

2. Fa'ndn Lena or Triras'mi. fi miles soutli from NAsik. A well known series <>1 
Bauddha cav'es with many iniscrlptions of the Andhra, Ksbatrapa, and other kings. They 
are situated in one of three isolated hills, called in the inscri}itions Ti ira4mi, clo.so to the 
Bombay road. They were fir.st described by Captain James Dtdamnino who visited 
them in 1823, and afterwards by Dr. T. Wilson and Mr. West, The caves are 17 
in number, and though small, arc a very intt;re.sting group, For further descrij)tion 
see Cave Temples of India and 1ml.

3. Trhnbak. 20 miles west from Nasik. Temple of Ti‘imbak64vara or Tryambuko.^- 
vara, built by Sadd^ivarfiv alias BhiXu Sfiheb, about 1750, has a Government (mdowment of 
Rs. 12,000 per annum, under the charge of the pujdrh {Jour. Bom. B. R. As, Soh., 
Vol. HI, Pt, II. p. 86), There i^also a temple built by Ahalydbai of Indor in 1770, and 
five others. There is, 'however, close to the east w'all of the enclosure, outside, a .small 

Hemadpantl shrine, now of little account, but which probably wa.s part of an 
older tenaple that existed before the present one was built.

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-J. Anjaiieri or Anjani-girt 34 miles ,w<?st of Nosik on the Trimbak iloaci, is a 
small village, on the lower slopes of the hill upon which is, or was, a fort of the sam(; 
name. Just below the village^ in, the plain; scatter^ over an area of about half 
ii squai’c mile, have been innumerable small shrines, sixteen, of which now stand in whole 
(}!’ in part, while the rest are represented by the mounds where they stood, upon many of 
which lie heaps of their material — columns, figures, beams, and carved hlwfcs. ^ The^inost 
striking feature about all these is the small scale upon which they have been built, and 
they are all independent shrines and not satellites to a larger one. They all appear to rest 
uj)on brick foundations. They have been dedicated to varioas deities, the more important 
ones being Jaina ; two arc Vaishnava, while the rest arc ^aivite. They face all directions 
of the compass. They are not used, nor do they seem ever to have been much used. The 
shattered condition they arc now in seems to point. to wanton destruction by the hand of 
man, but trees, cactus bushes and other plants grow most luxuriantly upon them. Beside 
the temples there appear to have been ex tensiv«i masonry tanks, tione of which, beyond 
their pits, and a few hits of stone- work, remain. There is one gi*oup of Jaina shrines, 
II h. which on account of their better preservation than the rest, and the presence in ore of a 
very finely engraved and important InscriptiOlt, might be considered the principal group. 
Baled inscriptions upon temples are so very few and rare that when they are found they 
are of the utmo.st imporjtunce in fixing a style of architecture definitely,^ and giving a fixed 
point around which to group its variations. Tlic inscription at Anjaneri records that in 
l^akasamvat lOCiJ Seunaclumdra III. gave throe shops in the city (probably Anjaneri) for 
maintaining the temple of Ghanclraprabha, and that a rich merchant named Vatswraja, 
with, two others, Ltihada and Basai-atha, gave a shop and bouse for the same purpose. 
{Ind, Ant. XII. 120 ; /. B. B. IL 4. S., Ft. XIII. p, 80.) (Burvoyed.) 

Upon the very highest plateau of Anjaneri hill is a small roughly built temple 
dedicated to Anjani, w'ho is here represented by tlie usual red-bedaubed rough .stone Image. 
The shrine is built up of matcinal from an older and better built temple. In the upj>er 
cliff, below the topmost plateau, to the north-east, just above the pond and bun- 
galows, is a small roughly cut Jaina cave with a rougUy cut seated .Tina within. A 
small doorway, with coarsely cut figures on either side, gives access to a long verandah 
room off which, again, is the shrine. In the lower cliff, in the side of the gorge through 
which the rough ascent passes, is anothei' small Jaina cave with hotter finished sculpture 
than in the one above. PurasuiUlia flanks the doorway.?. These belong to the Bigambara 
Jaina, -whose images are always nude. Attached to the cave is a water cistern. (Burveyod ) 

5. Cha'ma'r Tenkdi, a hill about 600 feet high, 5 or G miles north from Nasik : A 
few small Jaina caves, of no groat ago or merit. They are at a height of about 450 feet 
from tbe base of the hill, and face about S.S.W. The upper part of the asQgut is by a stair 
of roughly dressed stone, ooutainiug 173 stops of varying heights, and with a parapet 
on each side. At the 163rd step a path leads to two rock-cut tanks on tbe right,— one 
having the top broken in and tho other with two square openings. Above the built stops 
the stair is continued by IG more steps, cut in tho scarp, landing oh tho terrace. The 
excavations, beginning from tbe left or west, are (1) In a slight recess is a tank with 
two openings I rokon into one. (2) A cave, tho verandah of which has four oolamns; 
the left one and left pilaster are left square in the rough, tho others phiin octagons. On 
the rock over the cave is built a lotus-bud cupola like those on structural toihplos. To 
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the left en<] of tlie vei’andali is a cohered 'tseW ;, 'in tho back# at tlio loft side, a dour lias 
been begun but not out tlirbugb the vrall ; next to it is a plain reotangular window; tlic 
central doomay is ^ain with a raised sill, and has Tlrtbi^nkaras or dcdrajydlas by tlio sides 
of it j 0a^ntama, on the left; is ^ ST high ana is attended by two female figures about 
feet high, Oliver the door is a diiia ®®®tQd cross-legged, about 1 /<* high on a throne with 
throe Hons on th» front of. iti svith a male cAo«r»* bearer 21" high on each side. To tho 
Idft of this is a fab figure seated bn a kneeling elephant ; an<i to tho right, a female 
(Ansbikfi) is also squatted bn some couching animal, and holding a child on her knee. 
P^rdvaniitha stands on the right of the door with the five-hooded snake canopying his 
, helvd. On his right a female atjbendant, about fi' high, has a single wd/n hood over her 
head ; and to his right a male kneels on one knee. To the right of this is another window, 
and then a side door leading into a rough part of tho cave walled pffi from tho rest. In 
the right end of the verandah is an unfinished cell with a bench, and over the door a 
sculpture, very like that over the central door but somewhat larger. All the sculpture, 
however, being in a very coarse spongy rook, is rough and seems to have been touched 
up air a comparatively late date. Tho intorior is but roughly hewn and not properly 
squared. At tho left end ia a group of figures in a slight recess and consisting of, — a 
Tirthahkara seated cross-legged, 10" high, on a cushion on a throne bearing tho bull, tho 
of Adinatha, in the centre; to its left a squatted figure, and then two standing 
males, 5“^ high, — the other side below is unfinished. Outside o{«jh of the Jina’s arms ia 
another, similarly seated, 5" higli ; Und over oaoh of tho throe heads is a painted canopy 
with a male figure high on the central one, and a similar one at each sido of him. 
Around this group aro 21 shallow recesses 1 inch square, each containing a seated Jina ; 
five down each side, throe sloping upwards on each side towards one in the centre at tho 
top of all, one under each of*tho lowest ,on the slopes and in lino with tho upper ones in the 
sides and one over each shoulder of the larger figure ; these make in all tho 24 Tirthan- 
. karas or Jinas. A bendi goes round thro© sides of tho cave. On the back wall, above tho 
bench, is a group of figures : in the centre is a seated P^rsvaiifttha, 3' 2" high, on a throne 
with three lions below ; his head is oanojugd by a seven-hooded snake. Above is a small 
seated figure and on eacli sido a standing figure 2' 9" high with high cap and ckauri. On 
each side of this is a large seated figure with high ornamoutal cap, necklaces, earrings : 
tho left one i.s a male on a kneeling elephant w'itli foliage below ; the right one is AmbikA 
on a crouching lion or tiger and nt her knee is a reclining female figure. Beyond each of 
these is a seated male 3' 6'' high, similar to tho central figuro and with similar standing males 
at each side, but also with a triple oinbrolla uphold by VidyAdharaa over the sovon-hooded 
snake. Tbo right group has Gautama standing under foliage and with no other canopy. 
To the extreme right is part of a standing male figuro and of others unfinished. (3) About 
ten yards to tho right is a recess as if for tho bogluning of a cave, and seven yards further 
i%tho third excavation, with an open verandah. On tho left wall is a figuro 2' high, 
squatted on an animal, with a canopy above and pilasters down each sido of tho compart- 
ment, On tho right wall, in a similar reoess, i.s AmbikA on her tiger with a child on her 
loft knee and a standing figure 1 foot high below her right knee and behind the tiger ; 
figures also stand by the pilastef,9 and appear in the canopy overhead. In the back of 
the yerandah is an ornamental central doorway with raised gill having two griffins or lion.s’ 
j^eade in front ; an Ornamental pUj^ter is on each side, and a cornice over tbo lintel 
with am^l standing : males above oyer each pilaster and tho centre of tho door. To tho 
left of tibe.door is TArsIvanAtlia ^oshaphani# with two smaller attendants, and an oroa- 
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mental pilaster down oacli side of the panel, on 'which are carved some small standing 
figures. On the right side of the door is Gautama but much defaced^ with decayed seated 
attendants below on each side, and several small figures on the side pilasters. The hall 
is 8 or 9 feet square. On the left wall is a group, containing two Seated Jinas, 10" high, 
on a cushion with two lions below each ; right and loft of them are AmbikA and Tndra 
with attendauts. To the left of each Jina is a standing male. The canopies and 21 ve^ 
small seated Jinas arc nearly tho same as before. By the sides of the central figures are 
three males in a row with triple chhatria over their heads very rudely cut. Tho back wall 
has a built bench in front and 3 male figures standing, the central one 3' 5" and the side 
ones 3' 3" high with four ornamental pilasters between and at the sides of the compart- 
ments they occupy ; and at the base of each pilaster is a standing Jina. Overhead is 
scroll work and figures. The base of each pilaster contains a small standing male with 
his arms down and the capital a very small squatting Jina. Beyond the outer pilasters 
are other standing figures 1 5'' high. To the left of this group is another squatting 
figure 14" high with clasped hands and a largo back knot of hair. On each side of each 
of the three large male figures iu the lower corners ax’C very small kneeling female figures 
with large back knots of hair. On tho right wall are two small seated Jinas and to the 
right is Ainbikild^vt, 12" high, on her vdhana, with a child on her left knee and the stem 
of a tree (mango) behind and above her bead with a bunch of fruit hanging on each side, 
and a email seated male above. (4) About 10 foot to the right is a recess 15 feet wide 
and 7' deep. In the centre of the back wall, in high relief, is the upper part of an 
unfinished gigantic seated PArsvan/ltha, 7' from the top of the head to the waist 
and with a polycephalous snake canopying his head. Just to the right of this the 
rock is undercut and on tho top of tho projecting part are three Jialf lotuses carved on 
tho level surface. Tho middle one 4' 6" in diameter and tho^ide ones half tho size and 
5' from centre to centre. A square socket for a flagstaff is sunk in the centre of each 
lotus, aud two raised pddukds or footprints are sculptured on the flat centre of the middlof, 
lotus. A recess has been commenced just to the right of theao and over the top of the 
stair. All the carving is of a very inferior chanactor, (Surveyed.) 

II. — ICATPURI TaHIKA. 

1, Tringalvadi, — Six miles from Igatpuri, under tho hill fort of the same name, 
is tho little village of Tringalv&di. Not far from it, situated in the foot of the hill 
side, i.s a Jaiiia cave ■w'hich, though now very much the vrorse for the -yv'eathering it has 
passed through, was once a very fine cave. It consists'of a large hall about 35 feet 
square, off the back of which is an antechamber and shrine, and before which is a long 
verandah the length of the 'W’idih of the hall. Along the front of the verandah is a IdW 
parajjct w%'ill from which rise two pillars, one on either side of the entrance, supporting 
the outer cave of the verandah. Opposite these two pillars are two pilasters, and 
between the latter is the main doorway to the hall. On either side of these pilasters, 
between them and the ends of the verandah and piercing the partition wall between the 
verandah and the hall, is a barred window neatly decorated. In the centre of the 
verandali ceiling before the doorway is a group out in relief representing five human figures 
in a circle. The middle figure appears to be assisted (or carried through the air) by 
one on either side, while two others help beneath. Over the doorway, on the dedicatory 
block, is a Jina.

^h«re was a very fine ingcr^ian upon the.wall in the north end of the cave, only a 
veiy small fragment of which n<5w retbains. The rest has flalced off. The letters verb 
sr^all and well out, the insoribed panel measuring, ‘perhaps, four to five feet across,' the 
depth being uncertain. The front of the cave, witli the main doorway, wa^ originally 
painted, traces of which still remain. The, partition wall between the vei^ndah and the . 
haHhas been entirely built of great irregular masses.well fitted together, (fiaryeyed )

, 1. Sinnar, twenty^ miles south of Nasik. Here there is the largest and most com- 
plete Hem^panti temple in the Dakhan — the temple of Gonde^vara, or, as it is, some- 
times erroneously oaUed, Grovinde4vara. There is also on the north-west of the (&wn a 
very interesting and exquisitely carved little temple in the Chdlukyan style. This example,, 
the stylj^ that is almost exclusively 'confined to tlie K&narese districts, is the furthest 
north yet fbund. * , ' * 

( 1 ). The temple of Gondesvarj^is a Saivite 'shrine, surrounded by four other smaller 
shrines,' add known as a ^icapancMyaiana temple. All these fivh shrines, with the 
JIandi paviKon before flic nuiin entrance, stand upon Raised platform, and the whole issur- 
jpouqded by a masonry wall with two entrances, one on the soutji and the other Un tho east, 
llie mVm temple faces east, and, with the exception of the crowning members of tho finial, 
which have been rebuilt in a very barbarous fashion,* it js practically complete in all its 
parts. It however^a great deal sbatteped, more especially the threo,porcbes. It is built 
of the erdinaiy amygdaloidal trap rock of tl\e locality, and this has not weathered well, 
tbe surface having become Vore or less honeycombed, and the smaller carving has conse- 
quently suffered much on ‘this account. The temple and its minor shrines are sculptured 
with decorative ornaracut fr<|m ground line tp fimal. Of figure sculpture there is very 
IjljjAle^ and in this respect it foriqs *8 strdng contrast with the smaller but richly 'carved 
temple of t 4 ak 8 jimi'Ni.r&ya)tia at' Poison. They arc each good specimens of the twq styles 
of dsCOratioB~“'J|>c' one adorned chiefly with bands and panels of arabesque and *otIier 
OtuaiEilenfeihe other, maiuly covered with figure sculpture whioh forms the chief decoration 
jjpilptaro enti*)rs more largely htto the decw'ation of the pillars, and in thh they 
are xpcgsetlille tlmse of the Ped^a^^jfle. ,

The central portion of this great slab is a grou}\ representing the fdndavcc, the 
figures being remarkably welfand boldly cut. On either side of this is the conventional 
mdkata from wbose'mouths an arch of little figures rises over* the heads of the figures i% 
the- group, and whose tails curl up above their bodies in the most wild exuberance of whorls 
and rolls of the richest arabosciue.

Witliin the antechamber is an ashfadibpdhi ceiling, such as is^so frequently inet with 
in Ch&lukyan shrines Tbut curiouslr, a mistake has been made in the location of two of 
the dikpdlas. The ceiling,* which is divided into nine equal divisions by crossbars, has in 
the eight bays surrounding the central one the mhtadikpdlas or regents of the eight points 
of the compass. These arc so artanged that each occupies the posi^on nrfrth, sduth, north- 
east, &§., assigned to him ; but in this particular ceiling the jw^itiorfs of fi^ubera and Agni 
have been interchanged by some UUflder of the sculpture or dqpigner. The whole ceiling 
is in onb .slab. Over the shrine door, which is ftiirly weE ^carved, is a row of danciftg 
figures representing the saptamMamh or seven mothers. Altogether this temple luis beeuf 
a perfect gem, rich in the very best workmanship, tlie bas-feUefs being exceedingly well 
cai'ved.

III. (1) The temple of RenukA is a v comparatively modern construction of no. parti* 
cular architectural interest, save that it has a fine broad flight of steps lending up to it, and 
which app^rs to be.its chief feature. At the foot of this flight of 8t..airs are ofiFcrings in 
the shape of from twenty to thirty miniature flights of “stairs (five steps in each) carved on 
small squared bloc/ks.of stones. Pilgrims bring Iflieso and leave them there. But the' 
m<»t interesting, things at this temple are two images^ in wood lying in the inner cowt* 
yard of the tcj^plc and much’ bedaubed with red paint. They have been exceedingly well 
carved, but are much wcafher-wom. Tltoy are both Roman Catholic images— 6no 
repr.3senting the Annunciation and tho othw St. Anna with the infant Vii-gin on her 
knee. In the first, tho Virgin Mary stands upon the crescent moon with a crown u^n 
^ head, and is robed in flowing garments, while all around her, forming an oval frame 
about her pOTSon, is a garland of flowers. The first image is a bas-relief, whereas the 
second is a statuette; both of wood. When or bow they were brought here no one seems 
to know. They ffatsTnowthe names Of Hindu goddesses and serve as^stich. 

HI. .(2) The , Jaina'Cave which is excavated in one of the lower cliffs oi^ tho’ChAndor 
Fort Wll, just above the town to the east, is a roughly cut small room^ entered by one 
doorway, and supported within by two central, bejtvy, and clumsily cut square columns.

2. Balsa'ne, a small village, some twenty-five miles to the north-west of Dhulia, 
where there are tho remains of some nine separate temples and buildings — three in a field 
belonging to Lakshraan Gangadhar just above tho bank of the Burai river on the south- 
east of tho village ; four on high ground to tho oast of tho village j ono, a mUtha, a short 
distance to tho north-east of the last ; and a small ono in tlm fields, across the river, some 
distance to th(3 south pf the village. Of these the finest oxdraples are ono in the first group 
and ono in the second. Tho former is now the most complete and highly wrought of all 
at Balsaue, though, judging from tho amount of work lavished upon the groat fallen blo^s, 
of the other temples, they were not muQh behind it, if at all. It is a 8aiva temple, with 
throe shrines arranged around a central hall, and having a porch upon tho fourth side, 
the west, which is tho front of the temple. It is now very much shattered and weather- 
worn. Portions of the ukharm of the main (oast) and south shrines remain, but the north 
shriuo with its &ikJmra bas almost entirely fallen, and those parts *of it still standing 
threaten to topple over wijh the least shake. The exterior walls ofi the temple are much 
in the style of the temple of Lalc|hmi-Ndrdya^a at Pedgdon in the Ahraadoagar District. 
Tho lower basement mouldings aib highly decorated, while above them rises the main 
Boctioiji of the walls, covered with figure sculpture of gods and goddesses, dancing 
figures, jogis, &o,, while* above all tha iikhams^ rose,^ thickly, adorned with delicate 
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ornamental det^/ The interior of the building is in *ho wise behind its exterior in tluj 
. matter of decoration, its pillars, ceilii?gs, shrine and entrance doorways being very richly 
wrought. 

Hi. . ^ Tho second temple mentioned above has been no leesdiiglily finished than the first, 
but the whole of its shrine ha| fallen. Its plan differs from tlio first in that it had but 
one shrine and throe porches in place of the throe shrines and one porch. The interior of 
this temple is in a very dirty stite, and, as no worship is carried on within it, it is entirely 
neglected. The figure sculpture, which is thick upod its exterior, is almost completely 
/uinbd, either by vandals or by both them and tho weather. The stone being of rather a 
soft nature aoems toTiavo weathered to1;be condition of murum, and now cruinblos away 
with the least touch. The broken walls^of tho fallen shrine give a good idea of how the 
structure was built up. Hero wo find an outer and an inner face of block masonry, set 
up more or less on edge, not bedded on the broad or flab sides of tho blocks, ami the 
interior space between them filled up with huge rough blocks thrown in in no particular 
ordois and without the very least attempt anywhere at bonding. In fact tho outer shells 
just keep tho inner “ filling in ” from rolling out altogether, and tlio shells themselves 
are only prevented from bulging out and falling asunder by tho weight of tfio blocks. 
.Here and there, more especially at the corners, a clamp or two of iron is used, but very 
seldom. 

Among tho other temples at Balsuno, the one on the south-oast o£ this last, with^ a , 
• single entrance and many small shriries within, is in a very filthy state. This is due to 
' the front having boon built up with brick and mud inasoury at some time, thus hooping 
out light and air. The bats have taken possession of tho interior, and the village? cattlo 
-vfind it a very comfortablo retreat from tho Imt rays of a midday sun.* (Surveyed.)

It is liie remains of one of those strongly built ami 
eneIos('d<iaos(iues which were ere«4ed in tim early day.s of Xliihammadun rule, |»artly mos'juc 
partly fort, and is of the sanu'. style i>f building that the. m'eat Adina Ma.'jid at Anhilvud- 
J’attan must have t'cen. hike tlie latter, the, greater pari of the mosejut* at the W(!st end 
of the court -yard .seems to have been built of the remains of older Hindu temples. The 
cotirt-yard and the mos(|ue is enelo.sed by a higli strongly built black stone wall, 
with high arched recesses all around the inner side, in each of which i.s a barred 
or grated window. 'I’liere appears to have been a fine porch before the entrance to the 
court-yard on the east, but it is mnv ref)resente(l by a lmg(' pile of fallen masonry over 
Avhicli the visitor lias to climb to reaeb the interior. The mosijue which, as usual, oeeuiiied 
the whole width of the west eml of the enclosure, has almo,st entirely disappeared; the 
central hay tmly remains, and this lias bi“on enclosed by mud W'alls and is still in use as a 
ino.sijue. Of the rest, all, exeepl a tow solitary Jiloeks, has disajipeared, leaving'somc 
beautifully carved in the back wall, which are partly burled in accumulated debris. 

The llijidiis claim the place a.s a Hindu building sul>se(]uently appropriated by the 
Huhammadans. But this is not ipiite correct. The building as it now’ stands is purely 
Muhamuiailan, but, as just said, it has in great part been built, a.s all the earlier mostpies 
were, of pilfered material. Judging from tin; few* columns that now remain, the w’hole of 
the pillars of the mu.sqiie were probably taken from some Hindu temple or temples, and 
when*, the court-yard w’all is broken down in places, carved stones and broken images may 

j j be seen built into the interior. The beautiful mc/irdfw, with their Persian inscriptions 
uboxe them, now’ much obliterated, are jmrely Mussilmlin w’ork. A Hindu temple possibly 
once existed here, and perhaps on the site of the mosrjue — ^nothing more probable — but the 
Hindus has'e, now not the shadow’ of a claim to the place. (Surveyed.) 

III. 2, Pharkande, 0 miles from Erandol, soutliwards along the Aujani ndld, has a 

masjid about I-'iO years old, Imilt by’ a man named Chanel Momin. The building is distin- 
guished by two minarets, which are said to sympathize, so that if you ascend and shake the 
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one, the other also shakes. The building has also fine chunani work, l)ut is not otherwise 
remarkable. 

3. Mttkhpa't is a village 3 miles south-east of EraiKlol. To its south-east is an

Thtwe is nothing remarkable about them, however, 
as they arc dug out of the clay.

and fine temple, hut it is now mo.stly rebuilt in the most outrageous fashion. It w^as a 
Vaishnava temjile. The walls around the shrine, up to the cornice, arc intact and 
highly wrought with ornament. Portions only of the lower j^arts of the walls of the hall 
remain, iipon which mud and brick continuations have been carri(;d np to siijiply the miss* 
ing portions. As at Sangameivara, near NAgardevla, there is, in the antechamber to the 
eltrine of this temple, a small oval dome. Within the shrine there is now an image said 
to he that of ChAngadeva. At the entrance to the temple are some very much effaced 
inscriptions. (Surveyed.)

fine temple of the best style of work. Portions only (»f the plinth and wails of the back of 
the shrine now remain, showing the mouldings of the basement, and portions of the richly 
carved wall above it. For the rest, the addition of mud walla has preserved the place as 
the habitation of. the god now w'orshipped. (Surveyed.) 

III. 3* Shendurni, a small ruined temple of Visvesvara or Visdcvali. It has an injscriptton, 

which probably covered about 3 feet by 2 feet of wall surfiice on the outer wall on the Bouth 
side, but now too much defaced to make anything of. (Surveyed.) 

XV. — PAchoba TAi-hkA. 

II i, 1. Sangames'vara, 4 miles east of KajgAon Stat ion. On the south side of the village, 

and near the junction of the two stn'ams, pcrclied npon the high hank, is the old 
temple of jMahAiieva, I'hc temple consists of tlie. usual shrine, a hall whose roof has 
disappeared, and a very prolonged porch. The exterior of the temple is perfectly devoid 
of figure .seul[>ture, its }»lace h<;ing taken by three bands tjf geomel ric ornament. These are 
exceedingly chaste and elTective, and run round, in unliroken lines, the three sides of the 
exterior walls of the hall and .=ihrine. The. ceiling of the iuitechamlxir is peculiar in that 
the inoulding.s a.ssume an oval in f»lan, a very unusual .shape for a ceiling. la tlie .shrine is 
the liwja, and tlie temjile would seem to have hotui originally dedicated to Siva. (Surveyed.) 

Ill, 2. Pimpalgaon Budruk, G ruilos south-e.ast of Warkhed. A.t the viHkige of Pimpal- 

gdon is tlie temple of llari-Ilare.ivara .standing in the juiietiou of the IbAvuIA and .DabhA 
streams, about a mile south of the village. It faee.s the west. Though originally an old 
temple it has been almost entirely rebuilt with brick, rubble, and plaster masonry, and is 
now of no account areliitccturally. (Surveyed.)

is small and in ruins, and is of no particular intcre.st. The shrine walls and part of the 
west w’alls of the liall remain.

1. Pa’tan is tho site of u cleaerted town, now ov<>r, thrown with jun<:-]o, in tho hills to 
the south, or, more correctly, south-south-west of ChAlisyaon. Scattered nniorig the ruins 
arc the remains of several old t(unplcs. The hills here are recessed, forn)ing a horse-shoc- 
shaped valley, llic hvo horns of the former, ^^hich project northwards, bciti/? Hl)Out a mih‘ 
apart at their ends, while the glen between them runs hack about a mile and a half. 
At the nj)];er end (d‘ the valley, above, the temple of Ai llhavfuu, on the ea.st side, a 
raountaiu path winds up the lonely glen, the Pitalkliora, in which are situated the well 
known Pitalkhora cave.s. A .stream, fed by the numerous tuiiunlain torrents from tho 
hills around, winds down tlie Pjlt.au valley, jiml in one of its curves sweeps by the foot 
of the shrine of Ai Bhjivjuii, at which there is .still lce{»t n() a yearly jotrd or fair. 
The .strejun inclines, througlunit its meanderings, towjuds the (aistorfl lulls, leaving Ji 
considerable area hetwcf'ii U ami the western clitls in which, high up above, arc 
the eaves kuownii,Jis Nagiirjuna's knti-i, SiU’.s Nlnhti, and Sringar f'hxXmdi, ji .s[)ace 
ample enough for the old town of Patna whose ruins now oeeiqjy this gi’ound. The whole 


of the valley is thickly wooded, being quite uninhabited, save by the owl, the jackal, 
the wild pig, the panther, and jui occasional tiger. The ruins of tlie old town jin; thickly 
scattered about, and with ditlieulty maintain their ground agjiinst the en(u-oaehrueiits of 
the jungle, wh.ioh, when unable to di.splae<‘ them, ju.st grows over them ami cjists its 
crec'per entatiglem»'iil.s firmly Jiroimd their monldcring walks. 


Beyond the*, few ruined lemjdes, tanks, and w<‘ll.s, tlien* is now nothing alaive ground 
to represent the more aueieiit city. 'I'he rnin.s that now exist, coinijosed of juiul and 
rubble stone walls and Atusalin.nii graves, arc of ji cumparjitively nrent town, and that a 
town of no great size. It Jijipear.s to Imve bee.n widled in with strong high nnid walls and 
high. bJistions, within whieli wjis a citadel similarly forlined. Tin* ernnihling walls of thos<‘ 
enclosures, with the foundations of mud juid rubbh; built houses, still exist . One of the 
wjill.s runs along east an^l Avest by the side, of the priueipal tenq.lc, that of Mjilic.i?vai-;i.. and 
is built on to it on either sid<g thus making the temple itself, which is upon high ground, 
part of the wall, the north fac..‘ being within, while the .south face is without, the foil. 
0]t])Osito this 4 ^n the south, and sep.inited from it by a. broad pjt.s.s.age, is aiiotlier stmiil 
fortilled endo.sure in wliieh is a sumll ruijjcd temple with an inscriptioit ov(t its doorway. 
Beside these, then^ a?-e two other .small rubied slirines which, like them, have been inolud«-(l 
in the fort wall on its oast side. These arc a few hundred yards to the (‘ast and nortli-enst; 
respectively, of the first temple, one being .Bridummicai, while tiic otlu'r is daina. With 
the teuiide of Ai BhavAni up the glen, the.se are all the reimtins above ground of the more 
oneient city of Piitjin, (Surveyed.) 


(1). The temple of Mjiho^v.ara, the largc.st Jind most important, i.s built on tlie usual 
plan of shrine, niondapw, and poreii, juid fjices ejist. Its xlPhora, or towcu’, hjis g'ono. The 
exterior of the teim>le, i.s profusely senlptured, ami tho pillars and doorway of the shrine 
have also been well eliiselled. In tlu', shrine, in the mhhile of the floor, i.s tlu; Umia. while 
in the middle of tlie back, widl is u nielic to iiold a figtin', with an ornatuentjil frame Jiromid 
it. 'J'here are. scviu-jil figures lying aljoiit wliicii may origimill} have been placed in tb<^ 
various niches among which jire fsivji, Parvati, Lakhsmi-Narfn ana, Sfjrya, &c. The most 
important tiling, how o' it, in th.e lenqile i.s ;i ve^ry tine and well preserved in.Scnptton .slalr

$ihhara or tower of the tonifile has di.sappeared. 

jjj, 40. In the village is the temple of Kri.shna, which, .as it now sl.'ind.s, is of no interest 

y /,. save for three very fine inscription slabs built into the inner widl of the hall. There is 

no separah; shrine, ‘and what little of the original temple )iow remains has been so encased 
in mud waills tii.at not oven its plan can ho guessed at. One of the ceilings is sculptured 
in hold relief representing Krishna, and the tjopis'. VV’^ithin the hall on a raised platform 
is an arrangement made up with a bras.s mask, and which is now worshipped as Krishna. 
The inscription .“^labs are rather corroded, but all tliree tielong to one inscription and 
record the erection of' a temple, of Siddhe^anatlui or Siddhe^vara by (lovindaraja with a well 
attiiched and a a iftra or dispe.ns.ary. The last few lines record a grant to this temple by 
Govindaraja and his superior, king Sciin.i, in Samvat 091 (.\.n. 1009). Scuna is the 
-Devagiriraja Seumichaiuira II. This teinjiie Avas thus built some two hundnid yefu’s before 
Hemadpant lived, wh<^ is the traditioniil fouad»;r of these temples. This insei’ijdion is also 
very important as it gives a dyn.isty of petty kings ruling for :ibout four hundred years 
previously who are said to have come from Dwarka. 'l.’he well mentioned in it still exists 
beside the temple, hut there is no sigu of the disj)ensary. {Mpig.

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I.— AHMADlBlD ZILLA. 

I. — Daskboi TAlukA.* 

1. The city of Ahmadfebud lies along the east bank of tho SAbarmatt river about 60 
miles from its source. It is complete^ enclosed by high lofty walls which were first built 
by Sultkn Abroad in 1412, strengthened by Sultan Muhammad Blgarah in 1486, and were 
finally restored in 1832. Tho w'cstern wall is in nearly a straight line from north to 
south, its bastions looking down upon the river. Tho continuation of tho walls round the 
north, east, and south of the city forms an irregular fan-shaped enclosure. Situated in 
the middle of the western side of the city, with the city walls forming its western 
defence, is the square enclosure called tho ‘ Blmdr ’ (Cir. 1412), This was tho citadel 
and contained tho palaces of the Sulian and J>is nobles, and later tho head-quarters of the 
Pesva when the combined Muruthft forces licld the cit}'. The groat bastion to tho south- 
west corner of tho ‘ Bhadr ’ is said to contain the foundation stone of the city. 

The principal entrance to tho Bhadr is on the ojwt through a largo massive gateway 
flanked and surmounted by bastions! To the south of this gateway, built on to it, and 
1 a. forming tho south-east corner of the Bhadr, is Azam Khan’s palace, now used as public 
offices and ono of the largest buildings in the city. About 600 yards in front of this 
I h. gateway is tho Tin Darwaja, or triple gateway, w'hich spans the main street. 

II «. Between the Bhadr and tho south-west corner of the city is another enclosure, now 

lot for private use but originally tho seat of the Gaikvad’s Governmont when the Pesva 
occupied the Bhadr. It is known as the Gaikvad’s llaveli (Gir. 1738). 

The rest of the city traversed by a net-work of roads, streets, and lanes, remarkable 
for their narrowness and awkward turns, is thickly occupied and built upon. Amongst the 
dwoUitigs and shops is a good sprinkling of mosques, tombs, and temples. . 

Although Ahmadabad takc.s its name from its reputed founder Alunad Shah I,, .it 
was probably in existence as a city long before his time. Raja Karan of tho Solanki raco 
of AnhilvAda, in his excursions against the predatory tribos*of this part, is said to have 
built the town of Karnavati in tho lUh century, which most probably was tho town that 
Ahmad Sliah took possession of as his capital and a<lovn‘ed with many of its mosques and 
tombs. That this locality was an important one before the Mnhanimadun annexation is 
sufficiently attested by tho many remains of Hindu architecture in the city and suburbs. 
All the pillar^ in Ahmad Shah’s mosque, tho oldest in the city, are pillaged from a Hindu 
temple, and on ono is au inscription in DevanAJari dated Samvat 1307, which seems to 
have escaped the hands of tho Moslem iconoclasts. Many Hindu images have been found 
and are still turning up. The well of Mata Bhavani to tho north-east of tho city is far

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older than the Muhammadan period, and in all probability served as a model for the far 
more advanced specimens of Dada Harir’a, Adalaj, and others through the province. 

But whatever the city was before the Muhammadan period, its chief interest lies in 
these subsequent times. The greatest part of the architectural work of that time has 
been swept away and its material used to raise the mosques and tombs, walls and bastions 
of the conquerors. 

^ Ahmad Khan, or Ahmad Shah, was the grandson of Muzaffar Sh&h, who from being 
viceroy of the province under the imperial court of Delhi assumed regal power. Ahmad 
Shah is said to have founded the city of AhmadaUid on or near the site of the village of 
Asaval in A.i». 1412. During his reigu were raised some of the fiuest buildings in the 
city, — his own mosque in the Bhadr ; the Juma mosque, the most extensive in the city; 
R^ni Sipiri’s mosque and tomb, the most co-mplete in all its parts ; Haibat Khftn^s mosque ; 
Sayyid Alamos mosque ; the Tin Darwaja ; Sldi Soyjr id's mosque, in which are two specimens 
of about the boat window tracery in Gujaru! , |x;rhaps in India ; and his own tomb and 
that of his queens. In the suburbs was constructed, during his reign, Malik Aiain’s 
mosque, two miles to the south of the city. 

Ahmad Shah reigned until a.d. 1443* when he was succeeded by his son Muhammad 
ShSih, who reigned from a.d. 1443 to 1451. He does not apjxxir to have done much to 
the city in his short reign, which was chiefly pjissed in foreign wars. In a.d. 1459 he 
was succeeded by his son QutbShA.li,* The mosque and tomb of Sh6kh' Ahmad Khuttu 
Ganj Bakhsh at Sarkcj, with the adjoining tank, were completed during his reign. • He 
built his own mosque in Mirzupur during his father’s lifetime. Kankaria’s Tank was 
completed, Dharya Kliuu’s tomb, and the Batvva and Dsmanpur mosques were finished in 
his time. 

Dying in 1459 a.d. he was followed in the kingdom by his younger brother, Mahmud 
Btgarah, the most celebrated of the kings, of AhmndiibM. Ilis was a long reign from 
1459 A.D. to 1511 A.D. “His personal strength, courage, aud military skill are as con- 
spicuous a.s his religious bigotry and his stern but far-sighted statesmanship. His love for 
architecture is attested liy the cities of Mustafubad and Mahmudabad, which ho founded 
at Junagad aud Champanir, aud another Mahmudabad (or Mehmadabad) near Kheda, 
as also* by the numerous and elaborate additious which his nobles, following his taste, 
made to Ahmadabud and its environs.” 

During his reign were built the mosque and tomb of Sayyid Usmfi.n on the west 
bank of the Sabarmati, Miyah Khan Chisti’s mosqUe, Muhafiz Khan’s mosque, Achyut 
Bibiks mosque and tomb, Dastur Khiu's mosque, Dada Harir’s well, and the Shah Alam group 
three miles to the south of the city. Mahmud Bigarah was succeeded by his son Muzaffar 

II. (a.d. 151 r — 1526), and ho by Bahadur Shah, Mahmud II., Ahmad Shah II., Muzaffar 

III. , in order down to a.d. 1572, when Akbar marched into Gujarat, captured Muzaffar, 
reduced the province, and loft a governor to carry on its affairs. 

“ For about one hundred and fifty years subsequent to its invasion by Akbar, 
Gujarat was governed by the viceroys of the emperors of Delhi, among whom were ShS,h 
Jahan and Aurangzib before they themselves ascended the imperial throne. During the 
first half at least of this period, Ahmadab&d appears to have been iu the zenith of its 
prosperity. Under Muzaffar Shah III., indeed almost the last, and not the least beautiful. 
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of the Btone mosques had been erected ; and subsequent buildings are mostly in the plainer 
and more massive style of the Bathana.” * 

The MarfitbAs appeared qp the scene about the beginning of tlid eighteenth century. 
They carried thoif*pluudoring raids into ^lujarat, and the viceroys, at this time much 
enfeebled by the absence of aid from cither Delhi or surrounding chiefs, could not cope 
with these new enemies and “inA.n. 1755 the Muhammadan power in Gujarat was finally 
extinguished, and the Mar^thas, though divided among themselves, took their plach, 
They burnt and plundered the property of friend and foo Avith .almost equal energy 
and spared neither mosquo nor temple which it suited them to destroy. Innutnorablo 
are the architectural moaumonts which have thus sufferod from their wantonuess and 
malice, and the interesting ruins of which the very materials have boon carried away for 
building purposes. Ahmadabad, in particular, felt so heavily the ofiects of their internal 
feuds and grinding rule, combined with the natural decay of the Muhammadan population, 
that it^ suburbs almost disappeared, largo (juarters within the walls became desolate, 

many splendid buildings were destroyed Fortunately the tide of anardiy wot 

arrested ere it had wrought even more disastrous results by the .supervention of the 
British power.” 

An army under Gcmeral Goddard advanced upon Ahmadabad “ and on the 10th of 
February (1780 a.i>.) displayed, for the first time, the British colours before the Moslem 
capital of Gujarat. The Manithu govmruor declining to surrendor, a'daittei-y \Fa.s opened 
on the 12th, and on tho morning of tho 15th a forlorn hojx?, followed by the Gronadier.s 
of the Bombay division, rushed uj) the broach, which the garrison, after a determined 
6tand,.and Avheu three hundred of thoir numbor had fallen, at length reJinqnishod.” 8inco 
then Ahmadabad bus remained in the bauds of the British. 

Buildings in the Chty : — 

(1) Tho Mosque of Ahmad S h a h (a.d. 14U).— In tlio south of the Bli.adr 
or citadel is the oldest Muhammadan bnilditig in the city. Arohitocturally it is unique ; 
the external screone<l stair and tho ladios’ gallery being tho most curiou.s mixture possihlo 
of Muslim and Hindu sfcylo.s. Tho pillar's througliout the mosque are taken from old Hindu 
temples ; on one of them there i.s a Demndijnri insciiplton dated Saihmt . Tho domes 
ai’o richly carved. Over tho principal mchr/ih is an Arabic inscription. 'I’ho minarets 
Avere taken doA\m eleven year.s ago, being badly shaken, and the stene.s wore marked 
and laid on the roof, but no attempt has since Iroen made to rebuild them. The tnosquo 
has been deserted and neglected for many years, arrd js now in possession of Government. 
No income or land is attached to it. {Ind. Ant. IV. 281), d07.) 

(2) Tho Jami Masjid (A.n. 1421) in a court 382 feet by 228 foot, the 
mosque itself being 210 foot by 95 foot and 49 foot high. Within it am 252 pillars and 
76 pilasters supporting 15 domes arranged symmetrically, tlie centre throe beiiK*' 
somewhat larger and considerably highor than the others. Tho minarets, once f.arnous 
as ” tho shaking minarets of Ahmadabad,” Avmro thrown down by tho oarthrpiako of 1819. 
Mr. Fergusson says, this may il, “ though not remarkable for its size, is one of the most 
beautiful mosques in the East.” The mchrdbs Of Mhlds are inlaid Avith coloured 
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marblea. Until 1871-'f'2 it was in charga of several people, including the Qazi of Ahmada* 
bad. Now it is in charge of the Collector and is managed by the City Magistrate. 

15. ('1) The Qiio’en’s or R&ni Rupw anti’s Mosque in MirrApur quarter, 

near the travellers’ bungalow, 1 00 feet by 46 feet and 32 feet high, consists of three domes stand • 
ing on 12 pillars each with the central part so raiseil as to admit light to the interior. The 
minarets fell in 1819, but the bases of them are filled with exquisite patterns of tracery. 
In the adjoining tomb, which is in better .style than Kimi Asni’s, the largo central and two 
side domes are adorned with .sonic pretty carved work in gooinetric patterns and arabc.sque. 
It is in charge of the Mehelld Panch, and used by the Muhammadan butchers who live 
about the place,

not far from the JVstodia gate. The minarets of the mosque are 63 feet high and perhaps 
the most beautiful of their clas.s. “ Indeed tliat mosipie is the most e.xquisite gem at 
Ahmadubad, both in plan and detail. It is without arches” (except a small one* over a 
side doorway) “and every j)art is such as only a Hindu queen could order, and only 
Hind a artists could carve.” The windows in the erid are elahor/dely wrought, and the 
tnehrdbs inside, arc of marble and carved witli much care, though not so elaborately as 
in some other mosques. The walls of the tornl) are filled wdth well crarved lattice wmrk 
and liavc Ikhui reia.ntUy rej.aire.d. About a hundred yards north-west from this is a mound 
said to be the site of.the Hindu village of A.saval, and whei'o a mos((ue w'as built, Imt long 
since ruined. These buildings are in the charge of Sayyid Fazahniu iSayyid Muhammad 
alias Sayyidmia,

I '5, (^) Muhafiz Kh All’s mosque in the north of the city, near Kutb Shah’s.

Muhammad Bigarali (a.jl». 1 466), distinguished for the exquisite character of its details; its 
minarets, the lower portions of which are of jmre llimiu architecture, have recently been 
taken down and rebuilt; above the roof they “ are round towers slightly tajiering, relieved 
by galleries dis|daying great ricluies.s in the brackets which support them as well a.s in the 
balustrades which protecd, tlicm.” The mehrdbs in this mosque are about the finest in 
Abmadabad. Tliey are minutely and elaborately carved (JTergusson, Ind. and ^East Arch., 
pp. 533-34).

ceilings. It has peiforated windows !)igh up in the end and back w'alls ; 5 plain mehrdhs 
and 2 slender oclagoiuil mwArs. It stands in a vei’y large court surrounded with the 
buildings of the mudrasa — now occupied Ixy dyers and much dilapidated. Outside the 
madrasa is a small woodxm mausoleum over the tombs of Maulana Nuru’d-din Sidi and 
Qazi Mubammad Nizamii’d-din Kbiin ; and to the west of it the tombs of Qazi Muhammad 
Rukhnu’l Hak (having an inscription) and Qazi Muhammad Salch.^ 

tll, (50) Ihrahtm S ay y id’s tomb and Muhammad Amiu KhAn’s 

Masjid and Rauza, converted into Executive Engineer's Office in the Bhadr. 
There are three rotizas close to one another and they form the residence and office of the 
Executive Engineer of .•MuuadAbad. One of these is oval in jdan and on that account is 
quite an exceptional structure. The old survey shews that there was a mosque attached 
to these muzus, but it does not now seem to exist.

The mosque is now the private residence of an old man of the name 
of Jamsil Shah and his family, A large tank, not unlike the Kankria tank, Ixearing the 
name of l^lalek Sabun, exists in tlui lands t)f the village of Rakhial alxout three miles from 
AhmadAbAd, w here he lies buried in a stone mnza. 

Ill, (52) Oja Biln’s Masjid and Rauza near Pirmad Shah's Rauza. A 

pretty little mo3(|ue all of stone built alj^mt a. d. 1504-5. The rexd name of the lad)r in 
whose memory this mosque was built is Khonja Bibt. It is beautifully carved, the raiuarets 
and Ublas especially. In front of the mosque is a ratiza with carved panelled walls of stone. 
The interior of the mosque luqj been whitewashed. Within the rauza are three tombs.

The ravza and land are now in the jKJSsession of a Pftrsi family.

rauza domed, with walls done up with pcrfor.ate 1 slabs, belonging to the family of Sayyiil 
Edrus. There are three large and two small tombs in it. Over the central tomb, under 
which lie the remains of the first Edrus who came to India, stands a canopy all inlaid wdth 
mother-o’-pearl. The building is all whitewashed and is now held by the pre.sent S.ayyid 
Edrus who lives at Surat.

(92) The 4Lomb of DarvA KhAn nortl» of the city near AohyutBibi’s Masjid 
(No. 96) erected in 14o3 is im{)Osing and notable [or its constructional peculiarities. 
It is* entirely of bi‘ick, the walls being very tliiek. It is the mo.st massive hidldingin or 
around Ahmadabud. It has a very larg(! and lofty brick dome. It has five arches in each 
face of the verandah. Raryji Khiiti vi'asone of Mahmud Biganih’s nobles who founded the 
quarter of DaryApiir in Ahmadiibad, The stmelure is puiady JVIuliammadau in style and is 
inten'sting as a fine specimen of brick-work on a large scab', Ifs proportions are fine, the 
walls arc massive^ and fornt fitting supports to its large and lofty dome. Some of tlm 
arches and smaller domes of the outer corridors are cracked, and th<! brick-work of the 
piers near the ground is oonsi(U;rably worn away in places. 

(93) Acbyut Btbl’s Masjid and Tomb, 2 mile jiorth of the city 
and on the oast side of the river, jvirtly ruined by the earthquake of 1819. The masjid was 
built by IJaji Malik Bcliuu’d-diu Im.idn’l-inulk. brothm- of Malik Makhsud V^azir, in 1469, fur 
his wife Bibt Achyut Knki, It has a fine facade and there is much tracery on the bases of 
the minarets. It is almost a copy of the .Mirz qmr (^ikhui’s mosfpu' and has three marble 
mehrdbs with an iusci’iptton over the eeidral one. Thi'. miuibdr is of marble aud has a 
canopy over it. The central one of the three domes is raise<l and neatly carved inside. 
The tomb in the enclosure is small and neat. 'Fhe upper portion of the wall surrounding 
the inner enclosure is perforal<-d betwei'u small pilas(>‘rs : atid the <‘ntrancc to it has been 
carved with rnuch’taste, but will soon be a total ruin unless eared for. 

(94) Tomb of Mir yV b u Turab ontsid Abe. city to the south, — an octagonal 
dome supported on twelve pillars, witli a corridor round it forming a square of 41 feet, with 
six pillars on each face. Htu'C tb'e arch is used as a constructive feature throughout tlm 
building, the pillars becoming the piers that s<ij)port it. 


(95) Mosque and tomb of Suyyid IJ s m A n, a mile north-west from the 
city, and on the west of the river, built by Muhamtnad Bigarah in 1460 in the style of the 
Sarkh^iJ mosque. In the tomb “ a vory cousid<!rable amount of variety is obtained by group- 
ing the pillars in twos and fours aud by the diffisrent spacing. In elevation the dome looks 
heavy for the substructure, but not so in perspective; and when the screens were added 
to enclose the central square, it was altogether the most successful sepulchral design 
carried out in the pillared style at Ahmadabad ” (Fergusson), It is 78 feet .square aud has 
a dotoie 6$ feet ip djameter, supported op twelve pillars. 
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III. (96) Miyan Kb An Cbisti’s Mas] id near the river, about 2 miles north 

of the city, between Acliyut Bibi’s mosque and ShSlhi Bagh, built in a.d. 1465 by Malik 
Maklisud has been turned into a dwelling-house by the railway oflBcials. This 

desecration look place about twenty years ago. It has two fine minarets with rounded 
or domed tops. TIjc land is personal indm land in the name of Mehmud Mia Khub MiS 
to whom a sanad has l>ccn issued by the Collector. 

1 (97) Shah Alain, about 3 miles south of the city. The tomb (cir. 1476) is 
surrounded by a screen of perforated trellis work, as is also the corridor round it. The 
interior of the donn- is inlaid with mother-of-pearl and prettily ])ainted. Beside it is the 
tomb of Mai Alam, a somewhat plainer building, and the large vuinjkl built by Muhammad 
Siilah Badakshi with two lofty and elegant niindrfi built by Nisabat Khiin and Saif Khun ; 
also just within the. gate an assembly hall built by^Muzatt'ar Shah II. (ir>6J-72)and several 
other buildings. At |)resent tben* are. there village's attached to these buildings for their 
up-keep, viz., Sarsa iu Mehmudiihad ktluM of Kheda, aud Isanpur and Yasna Maktampur 
in Daskroi idlukd of Aiimadabad ; and an amount in casli of Hs, 143-8-8 is paid to tlie 
Indindnr annniilly from the Daskroi Milinlatdar's treasury. Tin; edifices were totally 
neglected formerly just as the oth(!r large mosques and niazns in and around Aiimadabad 
have been. Sir Barrow If. Elli.s, K.C.S.f., in bis official vi.sit to the AhmadabAd district 
during his tour of 1862-63. as Revenue Cojiunis.siouer, N. lb, took advantage of the 
opjtortunity of tin* settlement of the rights of the //idimW/’ to stipulate for a portion of 
the revenues of the village.s lieing taken over liy the local authorities for the i^'jiair of 
the buildings and tlu* arrangi'.ment received the sanction of Government. This portion 
amounts to upwards of Rs. 2,UU0 eviwy year, more or less according to the season. The 
work of repair eoimnenced iu 1860 or 1807. 

II (98) liHilik Alain’s mosque, built by MAlik j.\lam hhi. Nnr Ivahir, styled 

Waziru'l Manialik, .soii-in-law of Ahmad Sliali, in 1422 a.d., which is a little to tlie north 
of Slulli Alam, and west, of the KhecU road, has richly ornamented niches on the bases of 
the minarets. 


( 99) B A b A L u 1 u i ’ s M a s j i d near Abu Turab's tomb (No, 97), 09 feet by 37, 
resembles the Slulhpur mo.sque and must belong to the same period. It was built about 
1500 by B.AbA Liiliii or Billul Muhammad, a jiearl dealer. It was damaged in the great Hood 
of 1875, The minarets are not now in existemu', but their ba-ses are beautifully carved. 
The moscjuo i.s remarkable for one. peeiiliarity, which i.sthat tlie frontage isopen throughonl 
with an arrangement of pillars .standing about four feet from each otlier all along. The 
central dome stands on arches, and the arches are likewisi' open, so that there i.s a flood of 
light thrown into the uiasjid at all houivs of the day. There are three kiOlas, all of mai’ble, 
beautifully carved. There is an oriel window in each of the side.-w.ills well carvixl. The 
rauzd is to the south-east of the mosque. It is a very low building, domed and walleil, 
wdih one entrance. The princijial tomb in it is of .stone and tbei’e are other tombs also. 
The interior is dark. 


( 1 00) Rauza of Azam K h ft n and M o z a m K h ft n , 2 miles south-east 
from the city on the road to Sarkhfjj : — a massive brick mausoleum like that of Baryft 
Khftn (No, 95,) built perhaps about 1457.

Jh, (102) Blbi Jl’s Masjid at Rajpur Hirpur is a very fine mosque, very wrll 
proportioned and elegant, and deserves to be j)re8erved as a good s|)eoirnen of the Ahmad 
Sh4hi style of architecture. Blbl Ji wa.s the daughter of Sayyid Khun Alir, and wife of 
Sayyid Buda S^heb. The mosque has a gallery in the uorthorn end liko that of Ahrnad 
ShAh. In the interior arc 108 pillars. There arc five kihJns, all of marble, with, fine 
carvings. The niimhdr is all of stone with twtdvc ste)>s and no canopy. There arc five 
domes in the roof. The minarets arc very fmc. one. of them is in fair condition hut has 
lost its finial ; the other has lost a great deal more of its l.oj), Tlu'se were shattered by 
lightning a number of years ago. The rauza is domed and walled with an areluid opiniing 
on each side, done ui) with lattice work. The main tomb, which is of stone, is said to 
cover the remains of Bibi ,J1.

'J'lie tomb 
of Shekb Kamil Maivi is close behind. It is uttcrlv neglected and dirtv and in a verv 
dilapidated condition. Tin; minarets wmir. taken down about 12 years ago owing to tlndr 
being shaky. The rauza which was in front of the mosque was sold some do years ago 
by the late holder, the In/imddr of Slu'ih Alam, to the late Jethabbii Mulji vvlio used the 
stones and other materials taken from it in tlic const ruction of tlie stcpwidl lietwi;*;!) Isan- 
pur and Dani Limdi. There is not a vestige left of this rauza.

'I'he bases of the mindrn are plainly 
carved. The court has a porch on the north side, and has been enclosed with a high wall 
having lialcony windows. In thi.s small court is a tank of water. 


A 
fine stoue bujlding, the outer domes resting on 20 columns. The walls of the ratizti consist 
of carved .stone slabs rising from about feet from tin; hasi;.

1. Ra'npur derives its name from Ranuji Guhel, its founder, and a.s Mokhraji, the 
son of Ranaji, fought with the army of Muhanunad 'rughlak near Oogho and was killed in 
battle, it may be j>resujm‘d that llanaji ilourislu^d in the beginning of the fourteenth cen- 
tury. Raiipiir is said to have been a barge and flourishing town in former day.s. The 
debris of old houses is found to a distance of about two miles from the present village 
site. It !ipi)ears to have suffered greatly in the time of Malimud Bigarah of Abraaduhad, 
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111. On the south side of the village at tlie junction of the Bhudar and Goina rivers stands 
an old fori, now unich dilapidated, built in a.h. 1048 (a.p. 1G38) by Azam Khiln, the 
•Subedar of Gujariit, during the reign of ISlmh Jahau. 

Th<', inscription on tlie gate of the fort runs thus : 

“ ITi; is the Creator and the Omniscient. Tlie great Lord A/,ain Khan, the lord 
of his time, the like of whom was never given Lirih to hy tliis bride of tJic world. 

Tho intrcj)i(l lion, iliu Lravesl of the biavo, and fiio lord of tho oarth. 

“The* Khan of exalted j-ank, may his life be loiifj^, desired me to find out. [bt verier] 
tho date of this caRth*, 

“ Fmm wliieh be foi' nye removcnl the iidlnenco of the evil eye. 

Plunging into the ooouri of thought I imjuMSStfd with the et'al of rny heart [the 
• date derived from the nurnerieal value of the letters coiu[n)sing tho words] :

“ Azainii’l Cilad ” (t'orresponding with tlie saon'd month oi‘ Miiharram U)4S a.ii ) 

It apjioars that at this tituc a rliief nanunl Sluihuji was ri'igiiing at Ilanpur. I'lu' 
Kiithis living in tlu* nciglibourhodd conuniUed groat niisrliiff and plundvred the villages. 
Shuhuji a.sked for assistance from Azam Khan, the Siiha of (liijarfit. to j>ut d.-nvii these 
marauders. He consented and was ahoul. to send one of his Sardars for the purpose. At 
this time the Kutliis carried tlioir excursions uj) to the. gates of Ahniadabad, carrying off 
men and cattle. Azam Khan went out in person to cha.stise them and hunted them to 
Botad and I’alyad. A hattlc was fought iti which the Kathi chief was tak<‘n jirisouer and 
lieheaded. Azam Khan tlien intended to establish a lluhtii at Botud, f)Ut 8Ii;ihu ji jiersuad- 
ed him to do so at. Kanpur, telling him that the wati'.r-sujiply at the latter place was htdtm- 
than at Botad, Azam Khan acceiled to this and built the fort at, tlu' juue.tion of the 
Bhiiilar and Goiaa rivers. l‘]iileriug from the east corner of Hk; fort, we arrive at a gate, 
which facias tlu^ south. I’rocceding iiisiih- we. e,ome to another gate wliicli faces the east. 
This last gate is Hie main entnmee to the Imildings. A little further on we find a, vinnjid 
facing the east. Near the 'inanjid is the grave of .Kajiisliah J’lr. An tliscriptioit in Bersi.in 
is on the wall of the mufijid, whie.li is translated thus: —

There is a reservoir in tlu' matijid, which was originally filled with tlie water from a, 
well in the inner part of the. fort. Olumam drains are .still to la; .seen to carry tin* water 
of this \v(dl to all jiarts of tlu; fort. On the wt;st side of tho well is a hiimniihnkh(h/<t or 
bath-room, and a terrace is built above. There is a collar undorncafli this bath-room, 
wliicli is said to proceed to a great distance midergrouud. On flic west, of tlii.s suiUerra- 
hean passage is Mahadeva and Kujluii Mata, which arc. said to have been put in after the. 
fall of tho Muhammadan dynasty and the assumption of the country by the Mariitlias, 
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I’here is an insrrtptioii on a stone in tin; wall facing the river with regard to the bath-rooin. 
It reads thus ; —

are still visible. Sinuiltaneousl\ wiih the t;rection of Ihe fort and the liuildings therein, 
a well was constructed on the hank of tin* ri\er and on the ea.st side ol' the village. 'I'here 
is a stone in this well l.eariiig a rer.sian insfliption, which reads : -

A little further on are the ruins of an old fort. It i.s said that this fort was luiiU of 
stone and jnud hy Itimaji who had fought with ihe ^Iirsalinans, and on Ins death his se\en 
widows committed suicide hy throwing tlnuiKselves into otic of the wells in the fort. It is 
said to have been demolished by Mahmud Iligarah of Ahmudiibad. 

Tlu! aiuiestors of Hanaji flohel claimed to he tin; descendants of Saliviihan. They 
lived in Khedgad about 10 miles from Balotra in Miirwar on the buna rivei-. 'flu' 
Gohels luui eompjered Ibis eomitry from a Bhill named Kbedwu. 'I'lie country remained 
in jio.ssession of tlie (loliels for about twenty generations. The last cbi(‘f of the elan was 
Sejakji, the: son of .latijarsi. The Kathors drove out the Gohels from the eoiuit ry. and 
Sejahji with his followers came to Juriaga<l and entered the service of llaja Kalat t'lutda- 
sama. Sejakji was <Milnisl<>d by tin; Ibija and his .son Kbengar with the jiroteelion of Sliabpur 
and other 11 villages from the inroads of the Bhill.s. Sejakji remained for a long time at 
Junagad, when one day Kheiigar, the only .son of Kalat. had gone out on n hunting ox- 
cur.sion near Shahj)nr and started a hare. The animal entereil the earnp of the (lohels, 
and Khengar demanded it. The brother of Sejakji and his other followers deidined to 
giv<,‘ it up, stating that it was tie ir principle to prot<;et those who surrendered them- 
selvi'S. Upon this a fight ensued between tlu; (Joliels and the retain«‘rs of Klumgar. The 
latt(“r were all killed wifh oiu; exception, and Ivhengai- was taken prisoner. Tlu- man who 
escajied went aiul infornual the llaja of what ha<] hapiiCTied, ami said that he was not (Cer- 
tain whether young Khengar was di'ad or alive. Sejakji, who was then in the [ire.senee of 
the Baja exjire.ssed his regret, ami said that as the Baja’s only son was killed by his men 
be could not now' remain in his territory. The Baja’s atleiition for Sejakji w;is, however, .so 
great that instead of ill-treating him he soothed his mind and told him that he cart;d more 
for his friendship than for the life of his son. Sejakji then went to Shahpur and there to 
his great delight found that Khengar was living: he saluted him and gave liini his own 
daughter in marriage and sent him to Junagad. Subsequently nmler the ord(;rs of the 
Raja, Sejakji founded a village near Shahpur, which he named after himself as Sejakpur, 

Ranaji was the .son of Sejakji and founded Ran{)nr. Banaji was married to the 
daughter of Dhan Mer, and had a son by Iut who acquired the village of Khas and settletl 
there. The pre.sent holders of this village, known by the name of fvhasya Kolis. are 
d<iscendanls of Dhan M(‘r’s gnmdson.

III. Bhadiya'd, 2 miles north-west from Dholi'ni, The nniza of J^ir Bluuliyadra is a 

jdain S((nare-(lomed building held sacred by the Mnsalmaus and some l()W('r castes of Hin- 
dus in llujariit, as tin; lumb of Rayyid Bokliari Mahniudsliah B'alid Sayyid Abdula 
. Rahman. He was a native of Hchh in tin; I’unjiilg and alxuil tiOO years ;igo left home at 
the age of 1.0 on iiilgrimage. At that time a, Bajpiit Uiija ruled «t Chokri, formerly 
known as Chakravarl i, 7 Icon south of Dhandhukii. This Raja, it is said, was a hitter 
enemy to the Musalmaris and never hrolce his fast till lu; had killed tun* of tlnun and 
made a mark on liis forehead with tlu' blood of the slain. 'Pliis practic('- he eont iniiud till 
it reached the ears of Mahniudsliah through a ivoinau whose, son had fallen a victim. 
Maliniudsiuih hal an army to (diokri and kilhal the B:\jd. 'I’he, son of the latter killed 
Mahini'ulshah in revenge for his fallier’s deatli. IVlien Mahmnlshah was at the point of 
deal h, he reipiesled the .Musalnnuis ahimt him to he hiincd at' the. side of (JajlKinshah, 
and in eoinjilianee with this roipiest he was buried where the raiisn. at Rluuli^ ad stands 
now. 'rhis Titnza was built some 200 years after bis death at the expense of the Xawah 
of t'anihay, who also a.ssigne!] to it an annual allowance of its. floO. The visits wliich 
Shah .\lam ef Ahinailahad and other jMiisalintlns of note paid to the rnnzd rendered it 
attractive to others, 'riiousands of people, chiefly Mnsalinans from all [larts of (lujarat, 
annually come to pay their homage to the Bhadiyadra Bir. A blind Brahman is said to 
luivi' had his eye-sight restored on his embracing the Muliammadan faith. There was an 
iron chain in the (lii'ijdli weighing a 'tnan and a ijuarter. By means of this chain the 
innoecnee oi- otherwise of a person aeciiseii of a crime used to he tested. He was mad<> to 
A\('ar it and (o walk with it lu a distance of seven steps. If the chain broke; into two 
pieces of itself after this tlu; innoeeiu;!; of tlu; piarty W'as proved beyond a doubt, otherwise 
he was held guilty and punisiicd fur his crime.

(died yon A.ir.), at Sojuli, 3 miles uorth-cast from Mahmudabad, one of the finest Muham- 
madan remains in Gujariit. “ There i.s a simplieify aiioiit its plan, a solidily and l)ahinoe of 
parts in tlie design, ^vhich is not always found in tlu^se tombs, and has rarely, if ever, been 
snr]»assed in any tomb in India.. The details, too, are all elegant and apjtropriuli', so iliat it 
only wants somewhat increascrcl dimension.s to rank among tlie very first of its <'Ias.s. Its 
constructive arrangements, too, an* so perh'ct that no alteration in them would In* r(‘(piire<l, 
if the scale had been very much increased. The tomb itself is surrounded by a screen of 
perforated sf one-work, ()f the very finest tracery, and, with its double verandidi, aids in 
giving the sepulchral cbamb(‘r that sc^clusiori and rc[>ose so indisjtensable in a mausohaim ” 
(F(*rgusson’s Ardiilcdarc, p, bob). It contains two central tombs — of Mubarak Sayyid 
and bis son Minin Sayyid. and tliree later tombs, on the east side ; also one eneh.sed at a 
later date in the east verandali. There aro several reemit tombs also in the ve.i*andalis. 

'.rile tomb stands in tin.*, corner of a small irregular fori, the lowt'.r portion of tlu* walls 
of wliieli are of stone — apparently Hindu work. — and the ujiper ]»art of brick and probably 
mueli more niod('.i*n. The nortli-easj. corner of the nyaca has been r(;stored with hriek, 
and alterations have be<*n made .in the screens. It has been sadly injured by tin; villagers 
w ithiii tlu* last 2d years, and isgri*atly in mt*d of some care being taken of it. (Survoyod.) 

Inscription? : — 'I’liree of (piotations from the Qnnin, on the walls, and t'.vo shorl i>m*s 
on the marble, tombs. 

To the east of this ilanjdh are two low brick ones containing the tombs of Saifn d-diti 
and Xiwuuu’d-din, bi*ot.b(*rs of Minin Sayyid’s mother, and of the arehiteet of the large 
(lar/jnh. 'i’o tlu* \\est of tlu*m are tiu.i •niiiidn, of an hlifdli. 'I'lu; larger nf Ihese .small 
(lan/nhn has been built with small chltatrin at tlu* eoniens of the dome in iinilaliou of the 
* large one. Down the river a little are the wuidc.s* of a mosque, one of wbieli is partly 
uiiderinined by the river and ](*an.s over a good deal. It must soon fall in.

A temple of Gahtsvara Mahadeva, on the 
banks of the Maid and Gulti built of stone and said to have been desecrated and the dome 
destroyed by Alau’d-din Khilji ; it is much ruined, but has been a very large one ; the 
sahhd mandnpa is .supported by 35 well carved pillars.

Olosc ^o Sariud are Blunlrasa and Aklacha also said to be on the site of part of the 
city of Kuntalpura, and ancient foundations may still be traced.

Khamba'yat or Cambay. (1) The Jami IMasjid is a fine most pic with 41 large and G8 small 
domes and numerous pillars and pila.st(>rs. It was built “in the reign of Muhammad Shiih 
bin Toghlak Shih in the muntli of Muharram 725 A.n. (a.d. 1:325) by ’Umar hin Ahmad 
il Kazarimi.*’ It mea.sures over all 200 feet by 210 feet and its internal court 120 feet by 
1 35 feet. “ E.vecpt in being somewhat Rrmaller in scale, its plan and arrangements are 
almost identical with those of the Altamsh mosque at Ajmcre.” The pillars are all bor- 
rowed from .Taina tenqiles, and it has two galleries similar to those in Ahmad Sblh’s 
nmstine in Aliniadahad. The •mchnlhn are beautifully carved. (2) At the south end of 
the building are two marble tombs bearing bt'autiful Arabic inscriptions — one being that 
of ’Umar ib/. Ahmad il Kuzarnni, the builder of the mosque, wlio died Wednesday Dth, 
Bafar 734 a.u., and tlie other that of his wife Fatima, daijghter of Ilaja Husain il Ghilani, 
who died after her husljand. Over them is a fine mausoleum. “ It is wholly composed 
of Hindu taunuius and is two storeys in height and was crowned with a dome 28 feet in 
diameter, but it fell in and is now a ruin.” (Surveyed.) 

JnSrription? .- — One on the north entrance to the mas^jid ; one on each tomb ; one on a 
widl in the court stating that it was made l)y Ali hin Abdu’n-nabi il Baghdadi in a.u.

It has m^rrtptlon^ oil t.ho iruagiis both iu the undorground storey atid the main 
lloor. (5) Tlie temple of .Vdisvara is another Sravaka temple, said to ha\'e been built by 
'I'ejalipala iu 1005 a.ii.(! !), has also a suukcu storey and image. (0) The temple of 
JS'emiuathu iu the .leralapada ; all three are built without spires, like common homses. 

(7) About a mill' from Cambay is a Miiliammadau building erected iu a.u. 771

The 72 jiillars arc carved, and 
the stone ceilings at the sides of the domes as well as the domes themselves are very 
elaborately sculptured in the Jaina style, — more so than usually tlie case in mosques. It 
is used mostly as travellers’ quarters b;f Muhammadan mendicants. Though a very fine 
specimen of an early mosque with domes, it is falling into a very dilapidated condition 
(Jour, Bom, B, M. As, Soc., vol. X. p. 10). Over the mehnih on the W'est wall is a 

modern Arabic inscr^tlon containing cxtract.s from the Qurdu. (Surveyed.)

IIX (2) Bawa Italian Saheb’s danjdh in the Dungri suburb to the north of the city, said 

to have been built about the end of the 11th century, but now falling into decay. Forbes, 
Oriental Memoirs, vol. II. p. 252, describes it as a ‘‘grand mausoleum,” “ where columns 
and ^arches form corridors, and su[q)ort several l.irge domes, and smaller cupolas richly 
ornamented, which cover the marble tomb.” 

III. (3) Theldrds Mosipie, built as a tomb in A.n. 1022, for Sayyid Tdrus, near the nor* 

them wall of the towm. In the south of the large area belonging to it are the tombs of some 
of the Nawabs of Broach. To the east of the mosque is a shed in which are tombs of sev(>ral 
of the family of the late Faujddr of Broach. A fair is annually held here on the 3rd of 
the Shab-i-bariit holidays and Mnsalmans visiting the fair and passing the night in the 
precincts are next morning feasted by Sayyid Husain el Jdrhs, C.S.I., who pa\s the 
expenses from the revenues of the village of UmraJ in Broach tdlnl-d which he holds in 
indm, 

III. (4fj The Seth’s Haveti in Lallubluii Chakla in the t*ast of the city, built in 1791, w’ith 

a front of carved wood .very richly designed. 

III. (5) The tomb of Ohattar Fir, east of BawA Rahau and mih's north-east of the city, 

an old Muhammadan tomb formerly famous for its cistern which it is aaid could not be 

. emptied. 

III. (6) Tlie Madressa Mosque near the Civil Ho.s})ital, built by NawAb Murtaza KhAn in 

A.H. 1018. The floor is of mai'hle, as are also the bases of the pillars which arc of teak: 
they are 30 in six rows of five each ; and to the front is a verandah wdth a tiled roof. In 
the enclosure is a hmj or fountain and several tombs.

(12) Lallubhai’s in Dandiil Ba/ar, has 10 arches .and 75 stone step.s, with a cell 
ill each side wall, built of brick in the end of liist century, but going to ruin. 


(IB) Kheru’d-din’.s vdc in Vejaljtor, a suburb on the west of Broach, is said to be 
about 250 years old. The steps and cros.s lintels are of stone and the side walls of brick 
with stone iiilastcrs and lintels to strengthen them. A passage on each side leads- to a 
gallery below. The j)art nearest the w'ell is of three storeys. 


(11) Tl;e riiala-talav has nine arches, and is said to have been built by Lallubhai 
Mujiimd.ir, and repairetl aljout 18.50 by l’arii.4rrim Tuirarn, a mhukdi'. It is of brick and 
(ho steps of l‘oi bandar stone. 


(15) The Dutch tomhs. a mile wa\st of V<>jalpor, are massive structures over the 
remains of memb(‘r.s of the Dutch Factory and date from 1054 to 1770. 


(10) Adi.svara Bhagavan’s temple in Vejalpor Patti, erected in 1809-70, — a .Taina 
ienij)lc of th(! lAulva Srhnalis, built of brick, with marble fl(»or and carved pillars. 


(l7) Tenijtle of Bahuchaniji Mata in VejaI]>or, a plain temple, nearly washed away 
by the river. It contains an image of Ambaji. 

(IS) Katlm Thoban’s dharmnsdUiy between the .Thadesw'ar gate and Dandisi Bazar, was 
built in 1875 by a nu.-mber of the Kadava Kunbi casti', of Porbandar stone, and is three 
storeys high in front anil rielily carved. 


(19) S vami Narayarui’s temple on the .Jh.adesvar gate slope built on a raised jilatform 
ascended by 45 steps of Porbandar stone. It wa.s built in 1833, and is of brick and plaster. 
It is under the WaiUul high priest of the sect. It is surrounded by other buildings 
connected w’ith it.

Ill, 1. Tha'na Of old Hindu or MusalmAn ThAna there is almost no trace. The tem- 
ples and mosques, praised l)y early travellers, were i>ulled down by the Portuguese 
(1530 — 1500) and tlicir stones used for churches and other religious buildings ; and most* 
of these Christian churches and buildings were in turn destroyed by the Marathds 
(1737 — 1740). Almost the only remains of ThSna before the Portuguese are '■the four 
reservoirs or ponds, Massunda, Devala, Gosala, and Haryala, all of unknown date. There 
ai'e also several finely carved broken images and sculptured stones, which have been 
gathered in the Jail Garden, and at the Executive Engineer’s Work-shops. These belonged 
to some old Brahnianical temple. They were found in 1881, while clearing the Massunda 
lake of silt. There are some inScriptt0W atones in the Collector’s garden. See “ Mftndir.” 

The chief Portuguese building is the fort which is now used as a jail. It was begun 
by the Portuguese in 1730. Then; are also remains of some of their forts .along the 
creek, and one of their churches remains, that of St. John the Baptist. It is said that in 
order to build the church, Antonio do Porto pulled down twelve pagodas and built his 
church with the stones of the Hindu tem])les, 

[j ^ In the English churchyard are the graves of two of the Chiefs of SSlsettc, viz, John 

Halsey who died in 1785 .and George Page who died in 1794. 

III. 2. Ghodbandar.— Old church dedicjitcd to St. John, monasteries, and fort. The 
church is now a bungalow. Owing to the influence of a plr buried close by, {ill the efforts 
of the builders to construct a tow(.‘r or spire are said to have failed and a Muhammadan 
dome was the result of their labours. A party of Sivaji’s troops tried to surprise Gliod- 
bandar when in the hands of the Portuguese in 1672, but wore repulsed. 

II 6. fl. Borivli station on the Bombay, Baroda, and Central India Railway at Mont- 
pezir (Mandapeivara), old cburcbcs, watch-tower, convent and caves, which have been 
turned into a cryjit for the church dedicated to N. S. da ConceiySo. College for the edu- 
cation of orphans. Duperron speaks of the Marathas after destroying the church carrying 
the timber to 'I’liana. Over the college door is an inscription with arms of Portugal to 
the effect that the edifice was built in 1623 by order of Infant Dom John III. of PortugiOl. 

1 5 , In the paiel's garden ju'c some very curiously carved memorial stones, with sea-fights 
sculptured upon them. These arc set up in a row. There are 6, five large and one small. 
Two represent a buttle upon land in which mail-clad elephants take part. Three are sculp- 
tured with the representation of a sca-light shewing the vessels approaching one another 
in long well ordered lines and also mixed, up together in the fight itself. (Surveyed.^ 
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la. Kanheri Caves. Thoy arc about 6 miles from Th^na, "and two north of the 

Tul.si lake, and are excavated in a great knoll of a hill, situated in the midst of a large tract 
of forest country.

A yard 
or two to the north, hiddtm in thorn bushes and partly buried in the ground, stand.s 
another ddyhoha similar to the former. About forty yards east is a small burial mound 
about four feet round and oiu*. foot high. Two hundre^d yards to the south-east, at the 
edge of the rice land, lying on the grass, is a big slab of trap, seven feet high by one 

tlh. foot six inches broad. At the top it is carved into a big fun(T!il urn, while below are three 
belts of figures. The country round lu're shews distinct tract's of Buddhist structural 
temples or monasteries. (For further information see Thihia GnzeUce.r ] o,\\d.J.B.B. 
R. A. S., part XJII. p. 41). (Surveyed.)

Tdii/i i/a teinjde, idiout 
b.alf a mile further up the stream bed, is belter ])r(-.st'rved. Of the two in the limits of 
tho village of llajuvli, one, not more than a few hundred yards stnith-wesl of tho village 
site of Parol, seems to have been the largest of the grouj). Its siipcrstrueturc is gone, 
only the plinth and some of the stops remain. Tho stonos and largo blocks llial lit- about 
are finely cut, tlxough not so well chiselled as the Ainbarnathu stones. 

HI, 7. Ma'ndvi, below the northern spur of Tungar hill, and fifteen mih-.-^ north-ea-t 

of Bassein, lies on the old trade route from So]»ara up the Tamsa valh-y to tin- 'I'aJ j-ass. It 
has a picturesque ruined convent and a Portuguese fort. Among the inscrilx-d ,■^loms 
in the Collector’s garden at Thana there is one from Mandvi. It records a grant by a 
^ilShara king but is much worn and hard to read. 
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III. 8. Ta'nsa River. —Along the banks here and there are carved stones.

III. 11. Arnala, an i.sland fort off tiic coast opposite Agiishi, also called Janjira or the 

island. Among North Konkan coast-forts it ranked next to Bassein in size and strength. 
It was taken from the Gujai'iU Musalmdns by the Portuguese about 1530, and was taken 
by the ilar/ithAs about 1737, and, according to a Mardthi inscription over the northern 
gateway, was rebuilt in the reign of Bajirav I. in 1737, by an architect named Baji TulAji. 

12. Sopa'ra, a village about 37 mihis north of Bombay and three and a hall miles 
south-west of Vinlr Station. The SoiqAra of I’toleiny, the So{)ara of the Per/pbis 
Subara of the early Arab \’oyagers, and the Sur[)araka of th(; Cave inscriptions. There 
is a village close by in Mahim bearing a very similar name, Saphala, but it never seems to 
have been a place of note. For a full account ol the discovery of a Buddhist stdpa here 
with its excavation and finding of relics see a paper by the late Psuidit Bagvanlal Indraji 
in the Journal of Ih: Jioinhay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, 1882.

75' 17'). hakknndi is noted 
not only for its beautiful ten'.jiles, of whii'h tlu'n' are npw.-irds of fifty of varion.s degrees of 
size and hcauly, hiit also for its wells sueli as llial of I'liabhir-bliAiu i in the .laklianAehArya 
or HemAd{)anti style, and otlier arehi-teetural re?naiiis. The prineijial temples an* tho.sc 
of (1) KAf'hvisvesvara, a douhltf temple -the .smailer one Iheiiig the other, jiarfially ruined, 
but exquisitely rich in carving, the norih door, north sidi-. ami baek of th<' shrine, and a 
sort of attached ]>oIygonal pillar In'tween the shrine and iaaixIapK no tin* outside are 
jtretty entire, .'ind a fine specimen of Hindu deeoraliv(' work; (2) MallikArjuna : (.1) 
Ilalagund Ilasavanna ; (J) Sri VirupAksha, now the principal village temple, jdaiii afid half’ 
ruined: (5) Lakslmu-NArayaua, — the spire oul\ eiilire. but iuten'stiug ; ((5) l^n ArAnikel- 
vara at the Miisukina-hhuhvi, has lhre(' .shrines, of which only one is oceupi<'(l ; the upper 
j>artsbf tile Imihling are destroyed ; (7) Virabluuhvi, -with two doors in front, ami sloping 
oaves; (8) iSannesvara has four pillars in the iiiadliyonuii/ii with .square ba.ses, neatly

which the sikhai'a is entire, |>reserving round the top of the walls from wliere it rises 
the old forms found at the “Seven Pagodas” and otlier buildings of the Sth eenltiry, and 
interesting on this aecoiint ; (11) beside it is another of which tlu' sjiire is destroyed. 
There are. also many smaller temples. “Tliesi* temples at Jiakkundi,” .says Meadows 
Taylor, “suffered severely in tlie inva.sion of the C'hola king about a.d. 1000, when tlio.str 
at Lakshme.svar, the (.'lii'dukva capital, were destroy ed, but afterwards rebuilt ; arid the 
feuds between the Biidmums and Liugayals contrilmled to their injury.” 


“Our knowledge of the early .laina architeeture of tlie Dekkhan,” Mr. Fergiisson 
remarks, “ is far too limited to eiialilc us to pronoitnce a competent oi/mioii as to the age 
of the temple in Lakkimdi (KAsivisves'vara). The buihling also presents a curious mixture, 
of the .soutbt'rn amt norfhern stvles of architecturi', which may either arise I'roifi its being 
a very early example, when the .luiiia architects wm-e feeling their way in building in this 
eountiy, or from its being a recent specimen, when the two slyliM w'ere being amalga- 
mated. From the style, as well as from wdnit is known of history, I should feel inclined 
' to place the building after the Phola incur.sion (a.j>. 1000). My iinpn'ssion is that it 
belongs to the eleventli century. 


**The doorway loading into the poreli with its straiglit-lined cornices, and the 
tri^dows in the VimAna, or tower, with its trefoil canopy and the gikham in, side it, are 
clearly modem features, either just imported, or adhei'od to through long years of 
■.iies—as 
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sovorance. Tlu'se, however, are cunningly mixed with southern details in the upper part 
of the building.

“ 'I'ho sculpture and architectural details of this temple ai'o of much more minute 
clolicacy of finish, than those of the teiuple.s of” Dambal and Chaudadtimpur, “ but arc 
)U‘it-her so rich nor so frijoly drawn as in those of the temples of llalabid and Bohxr. On 
the other hand, sornetliing may be owing to the temple having been originally erected by 
the Jainns* for their own religion, and its style may eousequontly be imported, whilotho.se 
dedicated to Siva may bo more imligonous. These, however, arc (juosbions which can 
only be solflial on the s[)ot by those .tdio will take tin) trouble to learn all the variations 
through Avl\ich the stylo [>asscil during tho time it was practised in that country.”

Kanakdas, the Ktlnarese poet, is said to have brought the imago 
of Adikesava from the village of Bad near Bahkapur. lie was a devotee who obtained tho 
village of Easanakop aiulmuch land in adjoining villages as an indm from tho Vijayanagar 
kings. The prie.sts are both Liugfiyats and Brahmans, and have an allowance of Its. 494 
for the celebration of the car festival. In the court is a shririo oi" Bhiindarigiri Svami 
into which are built four finely carved old pillars ; other fragments lie about with excellent 
carving on them. There is a slab al tbe temple of Kalaha.sto.‘5vara carved with figures of 
SivA and P&rvatl and small ones of Ganupati and KartikasvA,mi, in entire ndief; in the 
same temple tho pillars are carved with figures and festoons, the outer wall o| the tnan^upa 
is of mud and email stones, the Hkhara however is old.

76" 29' E.) on the borders 
of Maisur, has a large artificial tank, of which the following account was supplied by 
Lieutenant- Colonel Playfair, R.E. ; — 

“ The so-called Madak Tank is a legacy- to us from the ancient rulers of that 
part of the country. It was probably a work of the Anagundi kings, who appear to 
have been great tank-builders ; at any rate, they have the credit of most of the fine 
tanks with which the southern pai't of the Dhilrwrir Oollectorate is dotted. In this 
patticular case they failed from errors of construction. The site selected was, apparent- 
ly, a very favourable one : a considerable river, after passing through an extensive 
plain, entered a gorge in the, hills of no great breadth, which it was comparatively 
easy to close. This they did, and on a magnificent scale, by an earthen dnm, about 
800 feet thick at the base and 100 feet in height. The hills in the neighbourhood 
still present clear traces of the vast excavations for material, and of the roads by which 
it was brought to the site, while a fort of considerable preterjsion on a hill command- 
ing the tank is stated by tradition to have been erected for tho protection of the work- 
peojde. Not content with the mass of earth thrown up, as an additional precaution 
they faced it, particularly at the point Avherc it crossed the river, with enormous 
blocks of stone. The sluices were conceived on a similar nuignificent scale. The same 
principle was adopted as is general throughout the Colloctorafco, viz., a rectangular 
masonry channel through the dam, closed with a. perforated stone fitted with a wooden 
stopper; but the tank being large these sluices were in proiiortion, and where in 
ordinary practice small stone pillars would carry the platform over the stopper, hero 
tho supports, formed of a single stone, weighed about 20 tons oncli. To the up2>er 
, sluice a tradition of human sacrifice is uttuehod ; it run.s as follows : lleing the crown* 
ing point or finishing touch to this great work, the king and all his courtiers had 
assembled to witness the erection of the first of the above nientiot)e<l iinmolith j)i!lar8, 
but all the efforts of the workmen wore in vain. Day after day passed, still tho 
pillar w^as obdurate. A rumour hocauic current tliat the goddess was angry, and 
that nothing save a human sacrifice would appease lier, Tho beautiful Lakshtni 
the virgin daughter of the chief Vaddar (or tank-digger) then 8to{>p(jd forward and 
offered herself, which the brutes accepted, and she was buried alive below the site 
of tlie stone, which was then erected without further trouble. I mention this anecdote 
as curious, and bccau.se I believe it founded on fact. The sluice is innv a temple 
and I have been informed that it became so in consequence of this sacrifice, 

“The tank was finished and gradually filled, when to the utter discomfiture of 
its constructors it burst, not through the valley they had so c.arefully closed, but 
through the hill-side itself. It is difficult now to ascertain the exact cause. Tradition 
says that there was a third sluice on the bill where the bnjach now i.s ; if so, it must 
have been the waste weir, and utterly insufficient for its purpose as the native weirs 
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generally are. The river in flood, of course, after filling the tank sougU an outlet 
and found it here, but being too small blew it up, and a vast 'body of water passed 
over the saddle of the bill in a deep groove with a faU down to the old bed of the 
river of nearly 100 feet. The result was a chasm which looks ns fresh now almost 
as the day it was made, with sides nearly perpendicular and as if cut with a knife. 
As tho water decreased in volume and fall, and the strata to be cut through became 
harder, the erosion censed and a certain quantity of water remained in the tank. Its 
surplus escapes now over the point where the cutting of the water ceased, and forms 
a pretty little water-fall. Such is the state we found it in, still, in comparison with 
the other tanks in the CJollectorate, a very largo one. Tho original builders appear, 
however, to have been tlioroughly disheartened, and to have taken no steps to utilize 

the smaller quantity of stored up wutcr yet left them. They abandoned the whole 
undertaking, and to our day tho unfinished channels and the dam witli all its appen- 
dages remained overgrown with jungle, the haunt of various wild animals, the main 
sluice on account of its vast monoliths being still a show i)lace. and the upper one as 
before mentioned a temple. 


» As may be sujjposed, after tho English gaitrod possession of the country, and 
tho value of the irrigation from other tanks became known, tho large area of water 
still held \ip by tliis ruined work was looked at covetously, and various schemes wore 
suggested for its uinizution ; there wore difficulties in the way, however, viz t— (1) 
The lowest of tho old native sluices which oSered tho only channel for drawing water 
through tho enormously thick dam was left, when the breach occurred, just too high 
abovo^’tho surface of tho tank to bo of any value. (2) Any proposition to dam up 
tho chasm whore tho outlet now is, aud so raise tho level of the tank sufficiently to 
use tho old sluices, was mot not only by tho groat exponso inherent to it, but by the 
opposition of the Mysore villagers, whoso lauds lay on tho margin of the tank, and 
would bo swamped by any rise iu its level ; for I omitted to stato that the boundary 
between the Bombay Presldoucy aud IMysore runs along the top of the old dam, so 
that the tank itself is iu Mysore, while tho lands below it are in Bombay. 


“ Owino- to the abovetiaraed difficulties nothing was done until I took the matter 
in hand when Executive Euginoer, Dharwar. After long consideration, aud aban- 
dohing, owing to its difficulty, tho plan I first entertained of drawing the water off 
by a diannel through tho broach, it occurred to me that if a culvert could be laid 
below tbo old sluice tho tank could bo successfully tapped. This was done under my 
own immodialo supervision, and was a very interesting piece of work, not unattended 
with dan«-er. Tho old native sluice had first to be cleared out, as it was filled up 
with dirt,°the accumulation of centuries. Clearing was commenced on both sides 
not without the opposition of tho Mysore people, who at first drove tho workmen off 
and objected to atiy thing being done on their side. When tho two parties of work- 
men had approached each other to within 100 foot, all progress was stopped owing 
to the stones that 8up])ortod tho roof being found to have fallen in. The sluice 
appears to have been originally laid on tho rocky surface of the valley, then roofed 
with enormous stones, aud tho dam built over it. The weight of the lOl) feet of 
earth above had, however, been too gfeat for the covering to bear. . The further 
clearing, then, became a matter of a great danger. The air was almost unbroathabl© 
as I bavo many times myself experienced. When trying to devise a plaq for getting 
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on, and in the absence of any miners or meil at all skilled in tunnelling, the only plan 
appeared to be to gently dig over the broken stones and trust to fii5d sounder ones 
beyond, and thus again get a roof over our heads. This turned out to be the case. 
Only a few of the covering stones had fallen in, and the earth above them was suffi- 
ciently consolidated by time to allow of a passage being dug over. In this way the 
two parties at length joined, and the old subterranean gallery wjis opened from end 
to end (800 feet in all)< and the draught through them made the air pleasant enough. 

“ The culvert below the floor of the old work was thou ])roceoded with, the 
latter acting as a ventilator as well as roof tiil the new tUTUud was arched in. All 
went on well enough till towards the centrti, where rook of the very hardest nature 
was met with, which could, as it wore, be only scraped away by our tools. Blasting 
was out of the question with such a ricketty mass of old masonry above, and the 
remaining work was literally taken out in powder. 

“ The rayalii, who bad watched our eilorts with interest not nnmi.Ycd with 
grave doubts as to the waier-goddes.s who bad frustrated tlie original builder, over 
allowing any one else to succeed, are now contentedly irrigating tlieir lands with the 
plentiful stream issuing from the new culvert. A considerable lengtii of canal has 
boon made and more is making, and a very fine ex|)anse of garden land is in oonrso 
of creation. Tlio sketches annexed (Plate's 1. and 11.) siirtiei<*ntly illnslrat(i flio work 
without veipiiring further description. The key to the whole was the tappi)>g the 
long imprisot>ed water by the low level tunnel, which, though an insignificant work 
in Kugland, was not so in that far-off corner of the Bombay Presid.nicy, with no 
means or ajipliances but the unskilled oooly with liis patcrah” 

About four hundred years ago the Patil of Miisnr, whose family lived at Pura Tarkcri 
in the Slmoga tdlii’cd, had a beautiful daughter called Kcnchava, whom the king of 
Anagundi wished to marry ; but she objected to him as n Ivsliatriya, and flml. I’lie 
Tungabhadru River made way for her. Her parents wished f.o many her to the /'d/// of 
Isur, iSikharpur tdln'td, and set out to eelebr.ate the marriage ; but })assing a temple 
which stood where now the Madak tank is, she enten^l it and devoli'd lierst'lf to the god. 
Her sister was married to the I.sur Pdlil, and the Anagundi king nia<le the taidg when the 
temple was subinorged. The rain-fall ivas so abundant the year that tlie tank was built, 
that it was watched lest it should burst. The laUtoar on guard bccafiie possessial of 
ivonchava, who told him to inform Mallangaiula of Musur, that site would not remain unv 
longer where she was, unles.s a woman in tlio ninth month of [ireguaucy were sacrilicod to 
lier. The lalaru f said ho wa.s afraid to leave the tank, for if it burst while Ini was awav 
the PCitil would punish him. Keuchava, however, promised that the embankment should 
not break, but if he were long jirretnrning, the water would- burst throngli the hills IhiI 
not through the bdml. Tho Pdlil, annoyed at the man leaving his j»ost, had him lied up 
and punished, and did not offer the sacrifice. Konchava consequently broke through the 
hill and the embankment as well. 

Legend further says that poor people used to go to the tank and beg for a loan of 
nose and ear-rings to use at marriage ceremonies, and found tliem on tlm bank. On<jc, a 
man without returning the ornaments went and called Konchava by name, to wJiich .she- 
answered. * He exclaimed, Why, they .say you are dead, and yet here you answer me.” 
Sinpe then she has been mute. • 

fit 1160— **88 
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Twelve years ago a fishornian’s tackle got entangled in the roof of the submerged 
temple. Diving down to disentangle it, he entered the temple and saw a golden image of 
Kenehavii. She warned him that if he revealed to any one that she was alive, he would 
burst a blood-vessel and die. He asked her how he would get away, whereom she pushed 
him uj) to the surface. Two years after Im went to Harihar and divulged the secret, but 
died from the bursting of a blood-vessel. 

In times of drought the heads of the temples in Sikharpur tdluM, Maisur, come to 
this tank W'ith a tnU or round ])it:ce of gold and a nose-ring, which they obtain from the 
rdtil of Masur. 'J’hey place food on a small raft, and pushing it off into the tarvk pray to 
Keuchavii for rain.

75’ 21), the anci(!iit J*ulikeri, contains a group of extremely interesting tem- 
ples hnt,“so (•()iM))let('ly ruined that it is almost impossible to make out their history with 
anything like certainty.*’ One of them “ is of great agi‘, euntemporary with the temples 
of Jlaralhahi ami Ivinnvalti (Korvatti) and belonging, therefore, most probably, to the 
thirteenth century ,*’ — I'Vrgu.'isou, Arch., Dhartciir ami Mi/sorc, Fh., 4S, 49. The principal 
temples are — (1) lliat of Somesvaradeva in the soutli. of the town, built of black granite 
and white stone, and is of very considerable size. Instead of the invariable Uhija it 
c jntains an imago of Siva riding on Nandi, with Purvati behind him. The walls ii^skle and 
out are dt‘corated with numerous figures,— much of the carving ig regarded as illustrative 
of the Mixlidhhdrata. In the waudapn are four li?ies of columns sup])orting the roof, the 
central com|)artiucnl of which is beautifully carved. It measures about 80' by 42’. To the 
^ west of the temple is a beautiful stone well with an itlj^cription in a small room belonging to 
it. (2) The tcm[>le of 8ri Lakshiuilihga in the west of the town is also a largo one, and 
the walls are sculptured with mythological figures ; near it is a tank. (3) Safikhabasti, an 
old Jaina tompli! in the middle of the town, recently re[)airod with brick. The roof is sup- 
ported by 30 pillars. (4) Ilala-basti, a smaller .laina temple. (5) The temple of Kodiyel- 
lamu, Deautifully carved stones abound in walls, drains, Ac. The Mdmlatddr has saved 
such as attracted his attention, and built them up in the court of the kacheri. (Surveyed.) 

The Kali Masjid G6' by 35' is noted for its chains cut out of stone and beautiful 
traceries, which are copied, as exeollent patterns by .silversmiths, Ac. It is one of the 
prettiest moscpies in the Presidency. It was built in 1617 A.D. 

Ultscriptions. — These are numerous. Twenty-nine have been collected by the Mdm* 
tatddr in front of the kacherf. Two are at the temple of Lakshmilinga ; three in that of 
SomCsvara ; one near the DosAl’s well ; six at the Sapkhalmsti ; two near the i^arkatti 
Agasi have been removed to the kacheri ; one near the Sankhatirtha ; one neat* the 
Sahasraliiiga temple ; and three Persian and Arabic ones arc in the mosques. The dates 
read on some of them are i§aka 1354, “ Cbalukya Vikrarna Sathvatsara Sarvajita i§aka 
1168(aYyava inscription); the tenth year of Jagadekamalla, Frabhava Samvatwra 
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Thursday, 12th Ashidha Buddha (P. S. and 0. C. Ins. No. 97) ; two in 890 

Yihh&VB. Samvataara ; two of Sad&fiivaraya of Vijayanagar (a.d. 1542-1564) ; one dated 
>§aka 1469, Plavailga Samvatsata ; a viragal of ^Jca 1000, Kaliyukta Sanivataara Sobha- 
kritu Sanivatsara, Sdka 48 ; in the reign of Tribhuvanamalla, Bhiinu Sammitsara, ^aka 27 ; 
in the reign of the Yiidava king of Siihhana (a.I). 1132- 1169) ; Vilambi Sariivafsara, 1400 5 
and one contains the Chalukj^a genealogy to Jagadekamalla, “the elder brother (?) of 
Bijala.” (Ind. 'Ant., VIL 101, 111 ; XL 156. J. B. B:B. A. S., Vol. IX. p. 329.) 

II 2. Sirhatti, 10 miles north-east of Lakshmesvar (lat. 15° 14', long. 75° 39'). "The 

palace at Sirhat.ti is, though less magnificent (than that at Vijayaniigar), a much more 
favourable specimen of the style. It is built in stone, and both artistically and construc- 
tively is well proportioned and elegant. Though the windows are pointed there are pro- 
bably no real arches in the building ; and the sculptiu’es, though sufficient to authenticate 
its Hindu origin, are kept so subdued as not io interfere with its Muhammadan outline. 
It is easy to see that the building is a direct copy of one of tlm palaces of BijapAr, most 
probably the Ashar Mubarak, of which it is, in fact, littlo more than a reduced repeti- . 
tion ; but it is copied with n. degree of taste seldom found in such examples, and thercfoi*o 
more than usually pleasing.” — ^.Forgusaon, Arch., Bhai'. and Mys., Bh. 87, p, 72. 

II b. 3. Kundgol, Jainkhandi, 20 miles south-east from IMuirwar (lat. 1.5° 15', long. 75' 19'), 

There is a fine old temple, more within the limits of the village of I'ar than Kundgol ; it 
is built without lime, of highly polished stones, which ai*o dovcdailod into one another. 
The carvings and ituage.s on the pillars and roof ai’O well cut, but have beau injured by 
Mubammadans. It was repaired by a former chief in 1808-9, and dedicated to Siva and 
Piirvati. (Surveyed.) 
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unrivalled. It is, too, the best proportioned building in the city. It was aft^ *Ali *AdiI 
ShSh, laden with Spoils, • returned from the great battle of TI>likot and destrootien of 
I«. Vijayanagar, that the walls and fortifications of the city were taken in hand and completed. 
Portions were allotted to each of his generals and hence the varioos styles and degrees of* 
finish of tlie different sections of the same. The ’ Ad&lat Mahal, the Sonahri Mah&I, and 
l-hc first attempts to lead water into the town are ascribed to lam. » , 

Ibrahim (II.) followed up the good example of Ifis father and continued to adorn, Jhe 
city with some of its most ornate buildings. He raised the elaborate pile of the IbrMilm 
'Rauza, Ihe most picturesque group at Bijapur. 

Muhammad, .who succeeded him, has left one of the greatest and most wonderful 
domes the world has seen, over his own tomb, the Gol Gumbaz. 

’All (II.). A\ho followed, being determined to outdo them all, commenced his own 
mausoleum on so grand a scale that he had not time to complete ibere his death dispersed 
the workmen, and it remains a splendid ruin and a lasting monument to his ambition. 
With -this tomb ended, virtually, the building age of Bij&pur. It flourished from the 
laying of the foundation stone of the Jami Masjid, about 1537, to the death of ’Ali (lit) 
in 1672, a hundred and thirty-five years. {Ind, Ant. VI. 230, VII. 121 ; J. B, B. R. 
A. S., part VH. p. 367.) (Surveyed )* 

For tin* sake of easy reference the buildings of Bijajmr are here described in classes, 
viz. Mosques, Palaces. Tomb.s, T.inks, &c. The numbers after each arc <tho numbers by 
which they arc indicated on the, accompanying general plan of the city, and the dates in ’ 
brackets indicate definitely or approximately the time of their erection. 

Buildings in the City; — 

(1). The Jami M a s j i d, lOG {Cir. 1537). — This building, the principal mosque 
. in the city, is situated in the middle of* the south-east quarter of the town, and stands upon 
the south .side of the road leading from the Allahpur gate to the citadel. Including the 
great ojien courtyard, embraced between its two wings, itoeciijiies the greatest area of any 
building in Bijapur; — about 51,250 .square feet to the bases of the tmVers at the ends of 
the wings, beyond which there is a further extension up to the eastern gateway. The 
main building, the mosque proper, is built across tin* Vest end of the great court. The 
massive square jiicrs, which support the roof, divide the length of the facade into nine 
bays, and the depth into five, Avliich would give a total of torty-five bays in the body of 
the mosque ; but nine in tlx* centre are taken u];) by tlx* oi)en space under the great dome, 

L e , the four central piers being absent a great square open area is enclosed by the sur- 
rounding twelve piers. Over this space, and lowering above the flat roof, rises the dome. 

Ila. (2). Bat u la Khan’s Masjid, 149. — About three hundred yard.s further along 
to the westward of the Jami Masjid, and abutting upon the roadway, stands tho gateway 
to this mosque, but it is now in disuse and is blocked up, and the entrance to the mosque, 
which stands back behind it to one side, is by a gap on the west side of the gateway. It is 
now occupied by a small K&narese school, and the better to convert the building to this 
4>Wril08e_, the three front arches havo‘been closed up, a door and tw’o ugly barred windows 
have been inserted, and the whole fa 9 ade, save the cornice and parapet, white-washed. •

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III. ■ (3). K a n & t hi M ft sj i d , 145.— Still iortber west of this last, ftod at^juding out 

into the road, is a little* Qiosque called thejKan&thi Masjid. There is nothing reniftfhahlo 
about it, but the story Obits origin shows what sanctity, in Muhammadan eyes, sufrounds 
' their mosques. Tradition records that a certain man wished to build a mosque i^ctre, but 
the authorities objected as the si]te was in the main road. The man, under pretence of 
performings marriage ceremony, enclosed the space with kandths or screeng, and und^r 
cover of these erected the mosque. ‘The mosque once built could not -be destroyed, not 
even by the king,nnd it has so remained under the name of tha Kanathi Masjid. There 
are some- curious patterns in raised stucco along the parapet of the wall, and on the 
outside walls of the buildings is some very flat arching. •

in. * (4). T h e H a i d a r i a h M'a s j i d , 146 (1583). — This mosque stands on the north 
side of the road close to the -last, in a little enclosure which is entered through a sqiall porch 
and doorway. The mosque was built, we are told, by an inscription over Ihe entrance 
doorway, by Haidar Klian bin Jamil in the year A. II. 991 (A.D. 1533), during the reign 
of Ibr&liim II. Haidar Kh&n was one of Ibr&hlm’s generals who also built the Haidar or 
Upli Burj, and who took sides in the quarrel and subsequent tumult between the adhe- 
rents of Hamid KhSn and IkhlAs KhSn. Save for its connection, through the inscription, 
with a noted character in BijApur story, the mo.sque has nothing to make it worthy of 
attention ; it was probably Haidar KhAn’s own household chapel and was possibly attached 
to bis own dweyjng which may have stood near here. It is a small plain plastered and 
* white-washed mosque, with a three-arched fa 9 ade, and surmounted with a plain dome. * 

II«. (5)* y dsuf s Old Jami Mas j id, 124 (1512). — This is the oldest building 
in the city, and is for that reason interesting, although, at present, one of the most 
insignificant structures within the walls. An inftcciption over the entrance doorway to 
the “courtyard tells us it was built by one Asen Beg in A.H. 918 (A.D. 1612) during 
the time of SullAn Mahmud ShAh of Bidar., 

(6) . ’Ali ShAhid Fir’s Masjid, 128.— This is a small but very peculiar 
mosque in the fields to -the south of the Mihtari MabAl. Its peculiarity lies in its 
singular wagon-vaulted roof which covers the whole building, and which, with 'the excep- 
tion of a smaller and more rudely constructed mosque a short distance to the west of this 
one, and, perhaps the ChhotA ’AsAr, is not found elsewhere in ]l^ijApur. 

This mosque is most deserving of special attention and conservation. 

Beside the mosque is the insignifieant-looking tomb of Hazarat Sayyid ’Ali ShAhid, 
after whom the mosque is named. He was killed in battle fighting against infidels, and 
Hence became a shdind or martyr, and the mosque is said to have been built in his honour 
by ’Aii II. 

(7) . Mustafa Khan’s Mosque; 137 (CjV. 1600).— About five hundred 
yards to the east of the citadel, in tho fields, are the mosque and palace of MustafA EhAn. 
The mosque is a very lofty substantially built edifice. The.front hgs three tall .arches, the 
central one being very much wider than the side ones, and, being almost devoid of prqa- 
ment, tho fapade ha's rather a bald appearance. A deep heavy comice overhangs the frorit, 
and the octagonal buttresses, which were to carry the minarets, flank the fyont of the build- 
ing. The minarets have never been built. The large dome is stilted by the introduction 
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between on in tht /ami baosque, of a Bee^di!ilon^'#it!^ of 

avciied receesbs on eiudi face. * 

II i(?). ' , (8), N&u GnmbaK, 188.— -The N&u Giumbaa or Khawfiia Khan ki Maajid ie ^Ver^' 
neat and compact fittl8 building situated in what was once the grounds of Khawaa Kbltfa 
palace, a^ut'tW’o hundred yards to the north-east of Must&fa Kh&n’s mosque. Tbo 
peculiarity of this mosque is its roofing which is carried out more bn the lines of tlj'b * 
Ahmadabfid and Gujarfit buildings than on those of the rest* of the edifices at Bijipur. , 
^'hiSf multiple doming, so common in Gujarat, is quite a foreign feature at Bijapur, and * 
so much so that this unusual circumstance has given it the name by vhich it is best 
known, the N&u Gumbaz, or “ nine-domed ’* mosque.

la. (9). The Andu Masjid, 92 (1608). — The mosque known by the name of 

the Abdu Masjid stands on the east side of the road running from the citadel to the 
Landa ‘<d®'S^b bastfon, and not far from the former. It is a t\vb*storeyed building, but 
not a tU'o-storeyed mosque, as the latter occupies the upper floor only, the lower or , 
ground floor being a hall or rest-house. ^ 

la* ‘ (10). ‘Tfl’e Zanjiri, oje Malika Jahsin Begam’s M'osque, 34* 

(1587,) — The building known as the Zanjiri Masjid Or Malika Jahan Begara’s Mosque 
is situated among the trees immediately to the west of the S^t Manzli, ju^t outside the 
citadel walls. It is an exceedingly neat mosque, with a well proportioned cornice and 
tt particularly rich fa 9 ade. ^ 

II5. * (11)* The Bukhari Masjid, 293. — Tliis small mosque, standing upon the 

roadside to the north of the citadel, had been converted into a general post and telegraph 
office for Bijapur but is now vacated a new office having been built. Little is known 
about the origin of the name given to it, but it is possibly so called after some Bukh&ran 
subject who sojourned in the city and built the mosque. It is a very neat, carefully 
finished little building, and has a well designed cornice whose brackets arc beautifully 
carved.- There is some pretty stvicco work- about the arches within. The mosque has 
• been, or was intended to be, enclpsed withid a courtyard, part of which, with its outer 
arcade and gateway, still stands before it, 

-la. (12.) The Zamrud Masjid, 6. — About sixty or seventy yards to the north 

of the Bukhari Masjid, and between it and Malik Sandal’s mosque and tomb, stands, upon 
a high platform, A miniature mosque, oidy twelve feet Square. • It is well built and quite 

• upique in being the smallest mosque in Bijapur. 

II«. (13)- Karim- ud-din’s Mosque in the Citadel, 281 (1320).— In 

.the citadel, not far from the south-east corner of the Chini Mahtd, now Government 
offices, is one of the earliest mosques in Bijsipur. It is wholly made up of pillars, beams, ‘ 
and cornice's taken from older Hindu shrines^ the entrance porch being, in fact, j)art of 
^ A Hindu temple in situ— it is the hall or mot nc^apa, with its pillars and niches, but want- 
ing part of its rooft The shrine, w'bich was built on to this hall, on the west, has been . 
entirely cleared away, and a througli passage thus gained to the courtyard within.* The 
oinner dooiway, with perforated screen panels on either side of it, has been inserted by 
Muiatnm^ns, and the space between it and the next 'opening was the antpcliaraber . 
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io. the rfirine of the enginal temple. An exapiination of the ende of the walls Ijere will 
show how the shrine has been broken away. 

Aoress the west side of the courtyard U the mosjiue, made up of pillars of all patterns 
tfn4 heights, brought to one uniform level with superimiwsed pieces of others, and over these 
are laid the cross-beams and slabs forming the roof. The central portion of the mosque 
fias beep raised by pillars perched upon the lower ones, thus admitting more liglit and 
air into the body of the building. This construction is similar to that carried out in the 
Ahmadabad and Gujardt mosques, and, with the exception of another old converted * 
mosque like tlys near the ’Adalat Mahal, it is the only example of that stjfle in Bijapur. 
In the courtyard is a mound which is said to be the place of burial of several Muhaip- 
madans who, in a mcHef} with the Hindus, fell fighting for their faith, when the former 
first settled here. 

(•14). Old Mosque, 294 {Cir. 1300). — This mosque, like the last, is -a com- 
position of rifled pillars, beams, cornices, &c., from Hindu temples. It is* situated 
close to the road which runs through the Arg-qil’a, or citadel, from north to south, and 
on the west side of the ’Adalat Mah.il. The arrangement is very simple and it is very 

much smaller than Karim-ud-din’s ciosique. * 

* 

(15).‘ T.he Makk4 Masjid, 265 (Cir. 1669). — In the south-east corner 
of the Arg-qil’a, shut in between high walls, is an exceedingly neat little mosque known 
as the Makk.i Masjid. The great heavy-looking towiTs or minarets, standing out befofe 
it, and from which the call to prayer was cried, are, without doubt, the o.ily remaining 
portions of a very early mosque. On the oast side of the enclosure is buried a ptr dr 
saint, who is said to have built a mo.s<jue here about the end of the thirteenth century, 
it is possible that this was so, and that the towers arc the remnants of it, the 
mos({ue itself, having become a ruin, being rebuilt upon the same site in later times a.s 
W'C have it now.

(IG). The Chinch Diddi Masjid, 288. — This is perched upon a • bastion 

at the south-east corner of tbo citttdel, aud overlooks the *Asar Mahal and the town ‘ 
between 'it and the Jami Masjid. It is a very plain building with little about it of interest 
save the remains of some wall painting within, which in itself is very poor ‘and weak, 
and has more the appearance of the designs of common walKpaper, 

(17) . The An and Mah-al Mosqu-e, 276. — This is a very small plain 
building now forming part of the out-houses at the back of the Anand Mah&l and fitted 
with doors and windows to suit its new character. 

(18) . Ibrahim’s (I.) Jami Masjid, 72 (Cir. 1561). — This mosque, also 
called the Bitri ki Masjid, is known, too, as ’Ali’s (I.) old- Jami Masjid, probably so 
called when it was abandoned for tho great Jami Masjid commenced by that ^ing. It 
is situated in the fields about three hundred yards to the south-w.est of the Andu Masjidi ' 
It is one of the old-fashioned early mosques, of which there are a few *other examples ia^ 
Bijapur,* with brick and mortar minarets, not only pver the corners of the building, but 
also over the central piers. A cilrioas fi^tuise connected with this liWsqae is that it haa* 

. no domcj ner has it evqjr had -hne, the roof being chtma^^dd over in one flat* terrace. 
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Ua. Tld)* Ikhlis Khftn*® Mosqu®, 26S (Cin 1560), — 5WII mosque* is 

fiituaied about three hundred yards weal of the Path Gate? It is uoir very tuttob dilapi- 
dated, but ?rhat is left shows us at a glance that, though small, it was origioali^ ft very 
ornate building. It is constructed upon the old lines before Ibrahim 11. inaugurated the 
more elaborate style of well dressed and decorated cut-stone building.

Ila. j (20). ThoChhota 'Asar Mosque, 14. — This is a small mosque about two 

hundred and fifty yards to the oast of the Dakhani Idgiih, remarkable for the abundance 
of rich ornament in stucco which covers the walls, ceiling, and part of the fayade ; other- 
wise there is little worth note aboht the mosque. It has a very flat wagon-vaulted ceil- 
ing, a kind often mot with in Bijapur, but nothing like that in ’Ali Shahid Pir’s mosque. 

III. (21). The Dakhani Idgah, 12 (1638). — Thi.s building being, as all idgdhn 

arc, practically a .short length of walling flanked by mind/ a or ba.sti<ms, is one of the 
ugliest buildings in the city. It is jdacecl upon Idgh ground in the west of the city not 
far from the last mosque. 

Ila. (22). The Rangi Masjid, 216. — About three hundred yaids east of the 

liamlet of Shahapet, amongst ruined building.s, thickly overgrown with prickly pear and 
the wild custard apple, is a siJiall mosque known as the ‘ Rangi Masjiil,’ and so called on 
account of the traces of some {)ainted decoration which oiubollishod its walls and coiling. 

III. (23). Mosque, 2 . — This is a small, rough, and coarsely built mosque behind (north 

of) the ’AH (II.) Rauza, and of no consequence. It has a wagon -vaulted ro(»f. Before it 
was a tomb (?">, but this has been broken dow’ii of late, and the stones removed by the 
owner of tlie field in W'hich it is. 

m. (24). Mosque, 3. — A small mosque about eighteen feet .s(juare, with a one-arched 

front, standing a little way to the north-west of the last. It has two mindra, is v'cry 
plain, but fairly perfect ; and out in front of it stands, on a higli basement, a cut-stono 
tomb which has been split in two by a nini tree that has grown through it. 

III. (26) Mosque, 4. •—This mosque is not now of very much accouut, though what 

remains of its plaster decoi’atiou both inside and out shows that it wm.s a very neatly 
finished building. It is now^ in a very dirty state, haviag been used for living in, and 

* for this object rubble partition walls have been built up within. It is not far from the 

last two buildings, being about a hundred yards north-west of the 'Ali (II.) Ilauza. 

** » 

III. (26) Mosque, 7 . — ^This small mosque, in the northern part of* the new bazar, has 

been converted into a lijndu temple in which is placed the Unrja and Nandi with a snake 
stone. Round the whole has been built an enclosing wall. This building is of no account. 

Ill, (27) Mosque, 11.— -This is a small strongly built mosque close under the west 

side of the Haidar bastion or Upari (or Upli) Burj, It is in fair preservation but of little 

architectural merit. It is now used by a family who have taken up their quarters in 
one corner of it. •

DI. (S8) Mosque, 18.— A small substantially built mosque in good condition situated 

“ te 4 Iwiltow, a little way to the south of the Dakhani Idgah. Its parapet and oornioo 
damaged, only the brackets of the latter remaining. Of no particular interest

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‘ (29) Mosque, 15.— A small mosque, fairly well built, but of no merit, ftbbnf one 
hundred and fifty yards east bf the Chhota ’Asftr. The design of the braokettibg utider 
the cornice is slightly different from the usual patterns. 

(30) Mosque, 17. — A small mosque near the tomb of Sikandar *Adil ShAh with 
its north-east corner broken down. Of no account. 

(31) M o s tj u e, 18. — A small stone mo.sque of no particular mei'it with six brick 
and plaster viindvs. It is known iis the Fath Masjid. 

(32) M o s q u e, 19.— Known as the Ghas Mandi Masjid, and an insigni6cant little 
place. 

(33) M o s q u e, 2 1 . — A small mosque at the back of the Chand BAori and so called 

the ChAnd BAori ki Alasjkl. It 1ms two largo comer and six smaller ones. The 

building is in good repair, is a fair specimen of its class, and should be cared for. 

(34) M o s q u e, 54. — A small mosque of little account. Thero is an in£(crtption in 
plaster over the vu’hrnh and there are some good plaster discs on the front of the mosque, 
and on the face of the mindr buttresses. 

(35) M 0 s q u e, GO. — A small mosque of no account : now used as a stable. 

(30) ' M o s q u c, 02. — A small mostpie with ouo »u«dr, of no merit, used as a stable. 

(37) Mosque, 00. — A small mosque of no consequence. 

(3S) M 0 s q u e, 08. — A vei-y small mosque of no account. 

(39) M o s <1 u e, 70. — Another very small mosque of little interest, with four mindrs 

standing. 

(40) ]\I o s (1 u c, 73. — A small while-washed masjid having a complete cornice, with 
geometric patterns carved in low relief on the under sides of tho cornice slabs, but much 
obscured by frequent application of white-wash. Nothing of particular interest about 
tbe mo.sque. 

(41) Mosque, 74. — A 'small plain mosque of little account occupied by some 
Mubammadau.s as a dwelling. In the viehrdb is an inSCfiptiOtt, the upper part of which 
tells us the mosque was built by Malik Sandal. 

(42) M o s (j u c, 84. — A small partly damaged atone mosque of no account.

(43) M o s q u e, 85 . — A small mosque converted into a police ckatiJci. 

(41) M o s q u e, 83. — A small masjid with one broad low arch in front ; of no account. 

(45) Mosque; 90. — A small plain mosque with short brick mindrs ; of no interest. 

(40) M o s q u e, 95. —Ruins of a small insignificant mosquo. 

(47) Mosquo, 9G. — A small mosciuo of no account ; used to store grass in. 

(48) Mosque, 97. — A. small mosque of no consequence, and used. like the last 

store grass and hay in. . , ' ^

in. (52) Mosque, 103. — A small mosque with four small blackstone tombs of females 

in front of it. The building is of no interest.

III. ' (54) Mosque, 109. — An ordinary mosque witli a three-arched fapade, plastered 

within, and with little ornament. It has a deep cornice, but much damaged, and a row of 
plastered kanguras along the roof line.

HI. (50) Mosque, 112. — A small of little account called Shah Shahid kiMasjid.’ 

ni. (37) Mosque, 113. — This mosque is situated* in the corner between the roads 

- leading to the Jami Masjid and ’As^kr Mahal from the citadel gate. It is not of very much 

account, but from its position might bo cleaned out and kept so. The vaulting of the 
roof is peculiar and looks antiquated, and is carried out in the same style as that of the 
tomb of ’All I. in the south-w'est corner of the city. The mindrs arc short ball-topped 
pillars rising but little above the roof. 

III. (58) Mosque, 117. — This mosque, which was originally a fairly well finished 

building, stands close behind the Mihtari MahM mosque wit.h so little space between the 
two that it is veiy evident it was built before the latter, as it would never, otherwise, have 
been built so close up behind another mosque. The raa.sonry, which has been plastered, is 
not nearly so good as that of the Mihtari Malifil buildings adjacent to it. 

m. (69) Mosque, 119. — This is called Nazir Husain SAheb ki Masjid. It is a small 

mosque with two short round cluuinoy-likc mindrs of brick and plaster- work connected 
by a row of kanguras. One largo single arch spans the front, over which projects a deep 
but much damaged cornice. The only ornuiacut is a little plaster decoration around the 
little niches inside the rnehrdb. 

III. (60) Mosque, 112. — A small mosque of no account. 

Ill, (61) Mosque, 126. — A small mosque very like No. 113 and vaulted in the same 

manner. The cornice is very plain and shallow and liardly dips at all. The central 
ceiling is worked in plaster into nadiating spiral ribs. The rnehrdb appears to have had 
painted letters upon the front of it.

Its minarets, only one of which now rises aliove tho roof, 
are of adilfereut stjlo to any otliors in the city, Their idaii i-. what might bo called an 
octofoil, that is. it is bounded by eight couvt'x: curvo'^, so that in eli'vation llie minaro't 
has something the appearance of a clustered column with narrow Iiori/mtal fillets hluding 
it at intervals. The pendentives itulile are rather wc'll dcstgru'd. and those m the e-utral 
bay are prettily oruamonted. On the f.xijado are some good jilasfor m( dallions containing 
interwoven Persian or Arable letters, and other ornament decorates 1 lie crowns of tho 
arches. The cornice Is in fair prc'^ervation hut the slab.s are damaged.

than elSevnbere, There is not the usual sunk nieh'rdb, but two small niches, with gable 
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“ tops, in the central paneLof the back wall. The ^forward central dome ot tne ceiling, 
wliicb is fluted, has its ribs decorated wit]\ ornament in each flute. * There appears lib* be 
an inscription above the meUrAb buried beneath the plaster. 

(85) Ali Razza’s ^lasjid, 210. — This is a neat -looking mosque, the body of 
which is built of good cut-stone, with its surface well dressed. 'I'ho central arjjh of^ tho 
* three iu the fayadc i.s slightly wider than the side ones. Although the stone- work is so well 
dressed, yet there is tlie usual disregardof all rulc.s for laying the masonry' in level courses 
and the patch-work way iu which even the arch rings are built up by corbelling forward,^ 
and the dressing of tlie stones to the nearest straiglit-sided figure, i.s remarkable. 

The building, beyond the cornico, scorns not to liavo been fmished, but a scj«arQ 
block with a \cvy high stiltod dome of brick ma.som‘y would appear to have l)cen added 
at some subse({ueiit time. ’^Flic mosque lias a neat g'ood cornice with the censor and 
chain ornaniout between the brackets, and beneath those runs a band of panelling with 
various design.s in snrl'acc carving. The manner iu which the top of the flanking but- 
tresses are corbelled out to give a greater area for the base of the miiidrs is peculiar. 

(S6j M 0 s ({ u e, 212 — Tiiisis a small mo.squc with a three-arched facade, but of not ' 
much account. Tlio interior is like that of 207. Wings have been built forward 
apparently with the intention of o,\'teuding the front, before wliich is, an enclosed court- 
yard with a gateway in the north wall. 

(S7) o ? q n e, 2 Id. — Tiiis a plain-lookiug mosque but it has some very' jirettily 
designed pendeutives between the arches within. These spread out fanlike, diM'ply fluted 
between t he radiating ribs, and scolloped round the np])or edge whore they moot the over- 
■ hanging octagon, under the corner of which they arcli forward from the pier as supports. 
All the arches arc of the ojoc type, while the piers are all oetagoual. The spaiidrils of 
the arehe.s are everywhere decorated with plaster medallions containing interlaced Arabic 
letters. 

(SS) 0 s q u c, 217. — A small rniuod luosiiuo of no account. 

(Sb) M 0 .s <1 u e, 21R. — A small mo.stpie of not much interest and vaulted within like 
No. lid. There is a well built tank beside tbis. 

— A small mosque with a good solid-looking cornico in fair coni 
dition. Tho front arches are rather small and low. lioside tho usual corner mindrs there 
were others, though smaller, over tho central piors of tho facade atches. In ft'ont of 
the mosiiuc is a square masonry tank. 

(91) M os qu 0 , 229. — This is u well built stone mosque, with a plain cornice and 
mindrs similar in style to those of No. 207, but the facade is much damaged. The kan- 
guran aro rather ornamental and the central arch i> cuspod or feathered. Above the 
mosque I’iso four mindrs^ one at each corner, aud two over the mehrdb. 

(92) Mosque, 2d0. — A small mosquo of no par,ticular interest domed in- tho.'

residence for the . I Luli^e and First Assistant Clolkrtiu- (>f the district. Its \('r\ imposing 
facade was never tim-he(1,it li:i\ Ing been the intention of the luiildcTs to eonlmue the arching 
ftirther along on both sides ol tlie i»res( nt thn-e arches. The ;ip[»earaiiee of the hiiilding has 
RufTered \erv considerably from the ik'W additions, and its former comeliness lias been 
improved avvtiv. It is said to lia\e beim built h\ Ilinllum 11. in A.n. loS9, It is ditlicult 
to say which wu" the finer pahee of the two, this, or the (lagan Alali.d beside it. AVlien 
in iise the latter had the adv anlage of displaviiig .1 great amount of painted and gilded 
wood-work, of which the lirsf floor and the balconies wen- eonstnieted. The Anand 
Blahiil, or J’alaee of Delight, was probably the king's re.sidenee, containing his ]>rivate 
apartments, wliilst the (lagan Midial was the ureat Darhar or Audienei' liall where public 
bu'.ines.s was transacted. Immediately Ixdiind the Anand Alahal, and eoiineeted with it by 
a flying arch. eon'’lnieie(i )n tin- Public AVork.s Department, are* some small buddings, the 
nearest being a fdain litth* mo-.qiie with two UlSri'tpttonS in its uwlirdb. This was no doubt 
a kind of private ehapil. In llie iie\l room to this i-, the station library. 

(114) T li (' (i a g a n Al a h a 1 , 274 (v.n. 1.101 ). TheUagan Muhul, or Uall of 
Assembly, a little to llio west (,f the last, is notable for the immense arch which, with l\vo 
tall narrow ones thinking it , forms its faijide. Its ei mlrfie^^ion is ascribed to ’Ali (1.) 
'Adil .Shall, will'll it was originally intended to .serve the twofold juirpose of a roy'al re.si- 
denee and a eouneil (‘hamlier. The private apartnient.s wen above the great Hall of 
Assembly on the first floor which was siipjiorted iu fioni by two ma.ssiv'c wooden pillars. 
Projecting above were probably baleonie^ from which the ladies of the royal liousehold 
could see, through the suspended screens, all that was going on below. Staircases a.scoiid 
to these wpjicr ajiartments through the thickness of the b^k wall> and one stairwoy 
dcbct ads to the out-houses and kitchens on the w'est of the palace. 
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The facade now stands out alone from the rest of th^ building, the cross arches and 
vaulted rooting, which connected it with the iniiin block, having fallen. This was probably 
due to the sinking of the hack wall, and consequent canting over of the building, when the 
facade arches refusing to yield, the two ]>!iried company, with tlic H'.sult that the intoi- 
mediato ceiling and transverse arches f(‘ll. In the Sangat Maliul at. 'I'orweli, four miles 
west of Bijapur, we have a duplicate, of this building, though not (piite s.» large, the roof 
of which is in great part remaining, and lierc may he studied IIjc manner in which the 
Ga"an Mahld wjis roofed over. All the timher work, wliich must lia\ <^ been very valuable, 
was cleared away by the Marathas, the beams and hraekels being rutldessly torn from 

the walls. 

The main feature of this [)alace is its great central arch which has a span of GO feet 
9 inches. It was dcsiralde, of course, to have a clear open front before the Bartifir flail, 
unohstrucl.cd by ])iers or masonry of any kind, so that the King and liis noldes could liave 
an uninterrupted view of the assemblage without, and also witness tonniaments and duels 
that appear to have frequently tuk<‘n idaeo on the. sward l)i‘fore th(> hall. To acaa.raplish 
this the architect made his span equal to tlu^ length of the front of the liall, hut, unfortu- 
nately, the result is not pleasing, lie secuns to luu'c forgotten the lu'ighf ui the building, 
when he dcttTmilKid njtonthis great span, and the conscajucncc i.s an unwii'ldj aicli, out 
(f all good proportion, and much too low for ils Nvidth. It should have l.x'en at lea.st onc- 
Ihird, or better, half a.s high again, in which case the narrow si<le arehes Mamld have been 
dividll each into two arc.hcs one over th<‘. other, the secoml starting IVom tlic (ivst floor. 
Many a stirring scene took j.lace here, and it, was on the green sward before, tlic ])alacc 
that Colonel Meadows Taylor in his deligldful story “ A Nol)le (iueen ” maln-s the deadly 
encounter iahe plac(^ between the Ahy.ssinian and the Dukliani. It was within this liall 
that the glory oi the ‘Add Sluihis d(q)arted for ever, when Aurangzib, after his capture of 
the (iityj'c^ommanded its unfortunate king, Sikaiidar, the last of his line, to appear before 
him in silver chains, while at the same time he n-ceived the submission of its nobles. 

(llo) The S a t M a n z 1 i , 278 (.A.n, 1^83). — The ]>ilc of ajiartments known as 
the Sat Manzli, or sev'en storeys, stands a lit tle way totlu.; south-west ol tin* (.agan Afabal, 
at the corner of a. range of buildings enclosing a (juadrangle, and calleil the ("iranury. At 
pre,sent it ris(?s to a height of five, storeys, 97 feet over all, hut a narrow stair ascends from 
the fifth to a sixth which d()cs not now exist. It is ])rol.al)le there wa.s one still higher 
than this again, or perhaps a roof terrace, hut, it must have been very siuall, for the 
different storeys diminish in area as they ascend. It is said to have been built by Ihrahhn 
II in 35&3 as a palace, but, if it %vas even u.sixl as su(‘.h, it must have been far more exten- 
sive than it is now, for its accommodation la very restricted. It certainly ext.euded a little 
wav further on the south side and still further along the walls on the north. One peculiar 
feature, of this class of buildings is the number of water ]»i[ies an 1 cisterns about them, such 
as arc found at Mubarak K bun’s Mahi'il in the. south-east of theeily, aiul the water javilious 
at Kumalgi. Here wc have cisterns on the. dilTere.ut floors, and like iho-e the ivali.s were 
Ruhseipiently painted with figures and other ornament Traces of two of (he tigure.s still 
remain on the north wall of the first flour, in which a lively imaginaliou Iu-h dePrU-d the 

outlines of the portrait of Ramhha*, the. favourite of Muhammad, and (.he Sultan him.sclf. 
The walls are said to have been beautifully gilded, until the 11%. m ,snt:u-.. ordered the 

precious veneer to he scraped off, thinking thereby to reap a venlahle goMcu iuu vest, hut, 
B 1169—42 
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the Mubammadans resentfully remark that ho got naught but dust for his pains. As with 
the Gagan Mahal all the wood«work luis been carried away. It is certainly by no means a 
handsonie-looking building mnv, but there can be no doubt that the richly carved ■window- 
frames, brackets, screens, aud weather boards, wlieu they existed, added greatly to 
enhance its general effect. 

I«. Immediately in front of the S4t Manzii, on the north, is a neat little structure, stand- 

ing alone, the use of which is not very apparent. It w'as not unlikely a fountain or 
water pavilion standing in the middle of a reservoir, since fdled up, and thus similar to 
those at Kumatgi and Mubftrak KhAu’s Mahal, but more ornati!. Its finish and general 
workmanship are much like that of the little ruined pavilion in front of the 'Arash MahAl. 
The Hindus have a belief among then) tliat it is a 7 'atha having its wheels buried in the 
ground below ; but it is only a slight rcsemhlance to siicli that has started this idea. 
There is a very similar edifice, though not quite so fine or so large, in the fields, a short 
distance to the north-tiust of IMustafi Khan’s mosque.

III. (11 G) The » A d a 1 a t M a h A 1 , 20r>.— The ’AdAlut MahM or Hall of Justice 

is now the residence of the Collector. There is nothing about it worth notie»‘. It has been 

extensively rebuilt and added to, so that little of the original walls of the old ruin can he 
disting) lished from the new work. Beside it, serving now as oui-houst-s, is what was once 
the Suraj Mahal, and beneath these ai’c extensive under-ground vaults, 

111 , ( 117 ) The 'Arash Mahal, 272. — Like tlie hist, this is also a converted 

building, ami is now the Civil Surgeon’s residence. It is on the oast of the ’Adilliit MahAl. 

Il«. Standing out before it, on one of the bastions of the old citadel wall, are tin; remaitis of a 
small pavilion. This was originally a little garden house, or jJeasure resort, and hencalh 
it ran the moat which divided it from the ]dain without the walls. 

III. (118) The C h i n i Mahal, and Granary, 279. — The groat (jua<l- 

rangle, togotlier with the Chini Mahal at its south end, of which the Silt. Manzii forms the 
north-we.st corner, has been known as the Granary, which is altogether a misnomer. The 
Chini MahAl, called so from the atinumt of broken china found about there, was at one 
time a very line building. It had a great lofiy open verandah (>r hall in front between its 
two wings, and in this respect was somewhat similar to tlie Gagan Mahiil, AVithin i.s a 
splendid hall 128 feet long by 20 feet broad, rising to the roof of the huildiug, and Hanked 
with suites of rooms on different levids. Here again the .staircases are buiil in the thick- 
ness of the Ijaek wall. It is difficult to say what the building was originally intiuidcd for, 
most probably a palace; but it has been turned to ae, count of late years and is now the 
location of the public offices of the collectorate. All i-ound the quadrangle W'as an arcade, 
which has also been converted, and is now used as record rooms, Ac. 

(II®) The 'Asur MahAl, 39G (6Vr. IGtO). — Upon the outer edge of 
the citadel moat, towards the east, and facing ia that dircidion, is one of tlie ugliest 
buildings, yet the most sacred, in Bijupur, the 'AsAr Malnll, or J^ilacc of llio Belie. In 
one of the rooms within is supposed to have been en.shriued a hair of the Proplud’s beard. 

Beside the 'AsAr MahAl, on the north, are the remains of a contiguous building called 
the JahAz MahAl, from, as some say, its fancied resemblance to a ship, but it certainly has 


111 . 
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nothing about it now which would remind one of a ship. Others say it was so called 
because the oflico.s of tfie BijApur Admiralty were established tu'.re, and we know BijApur 
pos.sessed a considerable fleet at one time. With bare ’walls and hollow gaping doors and 
windows, from which all its old woodwork has gone, it is certainly now a wreck. 


On the east side of the enclosure of the ’AsAr MahAl arc the ruins of a smaller build- 
ing called the Paui Mahal. 


(120) The M i h t a r i MahAl, 118 [Cir, 1 260). — On the south side of the road 
between the JamiMasjid and the citadel gate, ai.d neart'.r the latter, stands one of the prettiest 
little buildings in Eijapur. Thougb called a mahdl or })alace, it is really a gateway to the 
inner courtyard of a mosque, with upper rooms and balconies where men might assemble and 
converse and from its windows enjoy tlie different views of the city. The princij»al object 
of the group, the mosque within, is a neat litth; building and would have attracted more 
notice than it now does hud it not been so completely thrown into the background by the 
more pretentious design — the gateway. 


(121) T li e F a t li M a h A 1, 8. — This is a jucturcsqiie group (ff ruin.s situated on the 
north of the new Bazar and to the l«;ft of the road lea ling down to the ilahinani gate. The 
fallen walls of the palace with the dry cistern in front of it i.s surrounded by a high wall 


with its entrance gateway on the north. 


(122) Mustafa K h a n ’s M a h a 1, 80. — A short distanee to the soulii-cast of the 
’ Asar Mahfd, in tin; fields, is a group of buildings composed of Mustafa Khan’s mosque and 
palace with its siirroiindings. A new road miming north and soutli, under the B.u’i Kamun, 
now separates the former building from tlie lattiT. As \n all the. other palaee.s, this one 
faces the north. It is now in ruins, and several familie.s have taken possession of nooks and 
corners within its ('.rumbling walls. 


(123) T h e Nak ta M a h a I, 81. — This is now an insignificant ruin in the fi(dd on 
the other side of the- road, oi>}M).site the Chhota Chini MahAl, (,)r n'sidence of Hit! Stqierin- 
tendent of Police. It is l)(!ing knocked down and carri(.;d away. It has two segmental 
arches (nearly semi-circles), a rare foim al Bijapur. 

(121') Bukshi ki Ilavcli, 82. — A little distance .‘south-west <>f tlu! last, forming 
part of (he hamlet Ilaveli, arc the ruins of this building. It is of no conseqiU!nee. It bad 
some very good carved wood-work about it which was bought by one of the Muhammadan 
families living in front of the .Tami Ma.sjid. 


( 120 ) The ChhotA Chini M a li A 1, 03.— Once one of the old BijApur palaces, 
this building has boon converted into a residence for the.Sii[)erintendeut of Police. 


(12(5) Khwaja .Shah ki Have I i, 108. — The ruins of a small residence. Ha.s 
some very neat pigeon-hole niches in one of the walls. 


(127) The Pailn MahAl, 110. — This octagonal building, now converted into a 
raorleru dwelling which stands at the conuw of the two mads from the Jami Masjid and Fath 
Gate, forms [lart of a long range extending from the corner down to the Mihtari Mahal. This 


consists of a row of more or less ruined arches, facing the road, abovt; which rise portions 
of the walls of an upper floor. Towards the east end the building extends further back. 
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end the ruins of rooms and vaulted chambers exist, partly buried in their own debris. This 
place is said to have been the site of the old mint, and the garden adjoining it, which is 
still cultivated, is yet called the Ttiksdl-kd~bagic?id, or mint garden. 

(128) Russulbi-ka-ghar, 11 6. — Of no consequence. 

(129) M a h ft 1, 120. — Ruins of a maUiU of no consequence. 

(I.'IO) Ma hftl, 133. — Ruins of a viahdl out in front of which, in a laid out garden, 
is an octagonal basement upon a square plinth, where it was evidently intended to raise an 
octagonal pavilion over three graves which are upon the basement. Of no interest. 

(131) Kliavrfts Kliftn’s Mahftl, 141. — Of this building hut a few vaulted 
chambers remain in ruins, with the entrance gateway, which stands alone, at some little 
distance away. This is said to have been the riisidencc of Khawfts Kliftn, Vazir to Sikandar, 
and son of the traitor Khftn Muhauiniad, wlio lies buried with bis father in the tomb, one of 
the “ Two Sisters,” which is used as a residence by the Executive Engineer. 


(132) The Daulat Koti, IGt, — ^Thc Daulat Koti, or ‘ House of Happiness,’ is a 
very comjdctc little residence in very good j)reservation, situated on the right of the road 
leading north fnun the Jaini Masjid. It Wiis for some time used as a distillery until the new 
distillery was built, after which it wms rented by Ralli Brothers. It faces north as usual, 
is a solid-looking building, and is constructed of fairly good masonry. The general plan 
of the rooms is X'^’baped, a largo oj)en hall on both the north and south sides being 
separated from one another by a (amtral lino of rooms, and flanked by .suites of rooms 
which lay at right angles to the direction of the middle ones. Ornamental niches decorate 
the walls. The building is said to have been erected during the time of Sultan 
Muhammad. 


(133) The G a t c h Mahftl, 178. — This is an old building still used as a private 
residence. Being almost wholly plastered it is called the Gatch Mahftl, i.a, the ‘ plastered 
residence.’ AVithin is some very neat wooden ceilings in geometric tracery picked out 
with gold, and the carved wood-work which surrounds the court is very good. 

(1.34) Mubftrak Khan’s Mahftl, 197 and 198. — Mubarak Khftn’s Malud is 
situated near the city walls to the south of the Jami Masjid. The pi'incipal feature about it 
is tbe water pavilion or fountain which stood in the centre of a tank as at Kuraatgi. It 
was but a pleasure-bousc, pos.'^ibly a hot weather resort, and does not appear from its scanty 
accommodiiiion to have been used as a permanent residence. The walls of the mahdl have 
bc(m jdastered and painted, but most of this has now gone. The reservoir or tank, in which 
the fountain stands, has been filled in, and a great deal of the stone-work of this has been 
dug out. As this is an interesting little building it ought to be conserved. 

(135) M all .ftl, 221. — Ruins of a dwelling of some sort, of no account. 

(13G) The Gol Gnmbaz, 250 (a.p. 1050).*— By far the largest and most 
conspicuous building in Bijilpur. It is the mausoleum of Muhammad (or Mfthai0.d as 
he is sometimes called) ’Adil Slifth. 
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Roughly speaking the building is a great hollowed-out cube of masonry, surmounted 
by a hug(; {ieiuis[)h(‘rical dome, with an octagonal tower at each of its four corne.r8, each 
crowned by a small dome. The only prominent feature on the faca's of the building is the 
great <lecp nv<‘rlu‘uiging cornice which, at a high level, rini'! round all four sides. The 
doorways, small hnicet windows, and sparse surface decoration by no means assert thcm- 
aelves, and, from a short distance olf, are hardly noti<a* I on the bare-looklui;’ wads. The 
momdony of this, liowever, is broken by the towers which are pigasm-holeil vvith windows 
from base, to suminil — seven in eucli of the seven .slorey.-> into wliie.h tlm tower is divided. 
Th<! crest of the walls, above t li<‘ cornice, is cremdlatial, A winding staircase ascends in 
each of the corners of tin; building, just where the towers aluit on to it, and, conimnnicut'- 
ing with each stnn*y of the tower, at last lead-! out on to the, flat roof, l)etwe<‘n tlje corners 
and the dome, wlience passage's lead, th.ruugli the thickness of the dome, into the wins] eor- 
ing gallery round tin; interior of the same. 


The elome is practically a hemisphere ed 121' feet 5 inches interior dianu'teT, and is 
ratlier loss than the hreadth f>f’ the building. The (hickiiess of the slndl at. the. springing 
is 10 b'ct. whilst, near the crown it is 9 feet. 'J'hiis the total eKfcraal diameter at the 
springing is 111 feet. The curves of the surface are nowhere perfect, so (hat the aie.asiire- 
luonts taken across dilh'rent diameters vary several inches. The gi'caf eom|).irttnent

The interior height, iVom tlie level of 
t.he Hour ai'ound tin' tomb [datform !o the top of the dome, is 17s feet, I’he dnip from 
the g;dha-y to the flour below is 100 feet G inches. 


(107) 'All (I.)llauza, o.") (.\.n, 1580). — This tomb is .situateii in tiie. Geld.s in the 
south-west (piavter of the city. AVe have nothing hut tradition to fix ii[ion this as the la.s{ 
resting-place of 'Ali ([.) ’.\dil iShah, ami if this he true — we hav<i no evidence to the 
contrary— ho was the, (Irst king of Ilijapur who was buried within the walls of hi.s own 
city, Yhsuf, Ismail, and Ibrahim I. having lieen interred in an old family gr.iveyard at. 
the village of Gogi, an indni village given to Yusuf by Sultan Muhanniiad of llidar. 

This is an exceedingly plain building. In {dan it is a {)]ain n'ctangular room sur- 
rounded by a corridor. The roofing of this room is a good examjdc of a style of vaulting 
carried out in s(!veral early Imildings in Thjaiuir. In the inner room are four graves— two 
of a<lul(s, male and female, and two of children.

(138) Toml), 5G. — Off the south-east corner of thi.s building is a w«'ll hidlf, high, 
square platform, upon the middle of which stands a tombstone of highly finished green- 
stone. 
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(139) All (II.) Rauza, 1 (1672).— The unfinished tomb of ’Ali (II.) ’Adil 
Shah lies a short distance to tin* north of the citadel and the (laj^an Mahal. The great 
high basement U}xm wliich tlio bnihliiig .stands is 210 leet squan;. 

The most peculiar characteristic of the lahlding i.s its arches: they are quite Gothic 
in outline, heijig .struck from two eei 3 tres witli tlic ciirvt's carried up to tlie crown.

&c., 30 to ;!P. The tombs of Kliau .Muhammad (3(3) and 'Abdul Raza.(j (^adir (36), the 
domes of which are verv consjiiciious from afar, are known to Kuropeah residents as the.

The octagonal building 
on the south is tin- re>ting-j'l:ice of the traitor Khiui Muhammad, or Khiin Khunan as his 
sovereign called him, and of hi,^ son Khawas Khun, \'azir to Sikandar, 

Tile larger S(juare tomb (36'), north of this, is that of 'Abdul Raza(j[ Qudir, Kliawas 
.Khau'.s religi(>us j-rocoptor or domestic chaplain, and was, no doubt, built at the "•ame

(141) Tomb of Pir Shaikh Hamid Qudir, l-o. — This building, w hicli 
stands clo'-e to the walls in the .^outh-west corner of the city, nearly buir Imndred vaiab

(192) Tomb, 268.— A small building of two bays, much ruined, with a man’s grave 
in the north bay.

In, (194) The Chtlnd BA,ori, 92. — This tank, whose name is sometimes converted 

into Chanda Baori, and whicli is next in iniimrtauce to the Tftj BAori, is situated in the 
north-west corner of the town, not far from the ShAhftpur Gate. This was the model upon 
which the Taj Baori was constructed, and in general arrangement it is like the latter, 
though not so grand. . 

la. (19<'5) The TAj Baori, 42. — This tank stands alone as the most important 

reservoir of the most ambitious design, in the city. It is nearly square in plan — 223 feet 
each way — and is enclos(;d within high w'alls on the oa.st, south, and west, and arang<^ of apart- 
ments on the north. The (‘utrance is through the middle of this last sid(! by a broad flight 
of steps over which is thrown a lofty arcli, 35 feet in span, flanked by octagonal towers. 
The apartments on the east and we.st of this entrance were intended for the tei})porary 
accommodation of travellers. Descending the broad flight of steps between the, towers 
and passing under the great arch, we come upon a landing which juts out into the water 
of the tank, from which flight.s of stops on both sides lead down to the water’s edge. 
Around the inner side of tin* high wall that encloses it, runs a narrow gallery or terrace 
with a low jtara[»et wall on the inner side. This communicates wdth sets of room.s in the 
middle of each of the three sides which overlook the tank, those on the south .side being 
appropriated and converted into a Hindu shrine dedicated to BAladeva. Above the sides of 
the tank are arrangements for raising water, those on the south being still used to irrigate 
the gardens behind. 

HI. (190) Bibi Bandi ki Baori. — A tank close to the walls on the west of the 

TAj BAori, now all filleil in. 

II (197) T h Ci 11 III at BAori, 49 (A.n. 15(52. — Tliis is a small well close by the 
tomb of I’lr Shaikh Hamid QAdir in the south-west corner of the city, inscription. 

IIT. (198) B A or i, 9t. — An old well behind the ChliotA Cliini Mahal, of no account. 

HI. (199) B a o r i, 13(5. — To the north of Mustafa KliAn’s palace is an old well, upon the 

south side of which is a stairway leading down to the water. This well ap])ears to have 
supjtlied Mustafa KliAn’s re^ervoir and garden.s with water, and several earthen pipes may 
be seen leading from it. 

III. (200) B Au ri, 140, — This is an old underground well of very clear water on the pre- 

mises of Khawas KliAn’s paluco. It seems to oxleud some distance under ground, and the 
temperature below is deliciously cool. 

III. (201) Bad shah ki BAori, 157. — A small well to the south-east of the Jami 

Masjid, partly muh'rground and vaulted over. In use. 

HI. (202) 11 a f f i a k i Baori, 1(57. — A large .s(}uare well ; of no interest. 

Ill . (203) B e t i Baori, 171 . — An old well with steps leading down to it ; of no account.

(204) The Hal BA o r i, 1 89. — A partly ruined well, being, like most of them, a 
converted quarry hole. The lower part of the de.scent is very dangerous, the steps having 
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lallen away, A rmnour says that at a certain time of the year it is covered and surrounded 
by myriads of little lights (fire-flies ?) and no one knows how they come there. Dame 
Rumour also has it that threti men are drowned in it every twelve years. With the very 
unsafe state of tlie descent this is not very extraordinary. 

III. (205) The Bari BHori, 200. — This is to the south of the Jami Masjid and not 

far from the walls of the town. It was one of the largest, but is now silted up.

This was 
supplied from the Bari BAori through earthenware pijx's, and from this water passed on 
under the south wing of the tna.sjid into the reservoir in the quadrangle within. The line 
of pipes may be traced by the narro »v -shaft wells, or usvd:iea, along its course.

— A short distance away at the back of 
(be thrahim Rauza is (lie sfpiare massive-looking tomb of Haidar Khan, one of the generals 
of Ibrahim 11 ., built much aftorjlie style of that of ’ Ain-ul-Mulk’.s, on (he eaat of the 
town.

Shahapiir sulnirh are a great iinmher of tombs, great and small, among which tho.se of 
Shah .Navaz Khan and KJiwajah ’Amin-ud-diii are (he more imjKirtant. .Shah Navaj; 
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Klum’s tomb is situated off the left of tbo road leadini? from ^le Shaliupur p;ate to the 
Jail, and near the latter. It is locally known as the llura Piiu-ki Bargiili, on account of 
the twelve piers w'hich sujiport the whole of the superstructure. 

(296) 11 a S5 rat Khwajah ’Am i n u’ d - d i u ’ s Tomb, 320 (1675). —This 
is tlje whitewashed dome, perched u]K)n the hill at Dar'^idipur, uhieh is so conspicuous 
an object from a distance. Khwajah ’viiuinu’d-diii, tlic son of Sliali ilurhiinu’d-din, died 
in A.n. 1075 (a.I). ICOt). Afzal Khan, Vazir, is saitl to havt; erected the tomb over the 
gpave in 1075. There is nothing of much architectural merit aliout tiu; building. 

(297) Tombs, 298—302, 306—310, 310, 321—323, 326, and 328 are minor 
tombs scattcre<l about among tlie ruins to tbo cast, north, and west of Pargalipur. 

(298) Afrai Khan’s Cenotaph, 337 (16ot<). — About a mile south-west 
of Shaliupur and the ’Aruiii Dargah is tl>e village of Af/.aljmr or I'akki, in which, on the 
highest grourul, is the tomb of (Jliitulgi Sliiib, and half a. mile west of Ibis again i.s Iho 
cenotaph of Afzal Khan, 'i’his is the Afzal Klatn wlio commaridcd ilie llijapiir troops 
which were sent against J^iivaji, and wlm wa.s killed hy tlie latter on tlic slopes of I’ratap- 
ga.I. 

(299) A f z a I K h a n ’ s Wives’ T o m h s , 338. — Some distance to Uie .south of 
the Iasi, in a grove of trees, is a platform ^itli the remains of a Large tank before it, called 
the Miiliammad Sarovar. Upon the jilatform are eleven rows <'f toiuljs, all of them being 
the tombs of females, ainoimting in all to sixty-three, with an unoceii[»ied spaco which 
would have made the sixty fourth, 

Aliout two hundred and fifty yanls east of this is the SnrangBaon — 339, from which 
the great tunnel start, s whicli carried water into Bijiipiir, and vliidi can lie traced as far 
as the llirahunJtanza by its air sbafls whieii ris(^ to the surface at fre<nient interval.s along 
its route. Tlu: juoutli of the tunnel may be seen low down in the iiortli side of tile well 
and, when the water is low, a person may walk some distance into it. 


(300) Jab an Begum’s 'romb, 365. —Two miles east of the city may be. seen 
the unllnislied tomb of Jaliaii Begam, Tlic plan of tliis Imildin.g is (ixactly the .same, liotli 
in size and design, as that of tin* great tod (iimibaz. Tliere are also tl.o four coriu r 
towers as in the latter, but the, four faipidc.s of the building were to have been left ojien, 
with three great arches in each bace between the corner towers. 

(301) ’A i n - u I • M u 1 k ’ s Tomb, 368. — Standing some distance to the north- 
west of the last is the tomb of ’Ain-ul-Mulk. It is a sipiare inas.sive-lo(ddiig building, 
surinouuted by a v»‘ry elegantly shajied dome. Within, upon the walls, is .some very 
pretty stucco work, in the shape of great jiendimts hanging down upon tlie face of each. 
This is the burial placo of ’Ain-ul-Mulk, one of the (ifficers of Ibraliiin L, who rebelled 
against him, and was killed near Biji'qmr in 1550. Beside the tomb is the nios((iie— 369. 

{302) Tomb and Mosque.s, 370 to 377.— These arc scattered over the jdain 
between the last and the walls of Bijapur. 
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T[^'. (303) Among tiu- mi.><ccllancoiiR buildings around the cily are ilie sardis — ^7 and 

318 — in tlie Sluihapiir suburb ; tlio bn ml and outlet sluice of the great liumalinga tank to 
the north-west of it ; the dam, conduits, and air-shafts, from the. lihat Baori to 'J'orweh, 
and thence, on to the Sarang Jlnori ; the great timnel thence to tlic walls of llijupur ; the 
Sandal Biiori ; tlu^ llcgam '^I’ank ; the walls of N'auraspnr (II.T.), etc. 

2. Kumatgi i.s now a small village, t<m miles (Uist of Bijapur, on the Ifippargi road. 
It nas at one timi' a place freqm iited by the nobles, and, piwhaps, the Court of Bijapur 
as a ph'asure resort, and on one side of the lake are tlie remains of many buildings, walls 
and gatt*ways. Chief among these are several little pavilions with tanks and ci.st<*rns round 

]„^ about tliem. On the walls of one of these arc some very remarkable and interesting 
frescoes which must be o\er two hundred \ears old. 

Ilf. Here ar(! extensive ruins of a small town oi’ biizai', which ap[>ears to have been walled 

in, and ther<‘ is a long broad road, down each sidi' of which is a liiu' I'ow of .stabling arcade 
lur the horses of masters and foItower.s. Brom this a broad i-oad led down, thiough a 
great gateway, along the margin of the lake ami past the dilTerent j>avilions. (Surveyed.)

At a short distane(' t(» the south-wesi of the village is a teni[)l<*, small l)ut highly 
intere.sting on aeeount (*f the (|naint and elaborate Kculpt.ure.s v\ ith whleh it is decorated. 
It is now disused, and is partly in ruins, the whole, of the roof having been removed. It is 
of about the same agn*. as tlie Durgii tcunple. It ap[)Cars to have been also originally a 
Vahhnava temple, as there are figures of (Jraruda over the doors both of the mtiiolapd and 
of the shrine, and a figure of Lakshmi, with her elei)hanls, over tJie entrance. *13ut there 
is also a figure of tSiva dancing on the roof, with IVirvati holding a child. , 

Further t() the south-W(‘,st of the village, lai the right bank of the river, is a large 
grou]) of ruined and disused tem[)les. The largest and most intere.sling of thoin is the 
tem[ile of the god (laliganatha. On the front or east .side of tln^ courtyard is a hand.soinely 
sculptured gateway, still nearly entire, but otdy t<*n or twelv(! feet high. It is the only 
gateway of the kind in this part of the (aumtry. 

In the same group of temples wifli that, of (laliganalha, and ratlu'r closer to thoriva-r, 
there is a t<'mple of the god Xarayaua. It contains three separate shrines, all leading out 
of the central hall.

Their style of ornamentation is also 
very much coarser than tliat of the Chalukya style, and differs very ninch in character. 
The domical termination of the spires is also different, and mucli le.ss graceful, and the 
overhanging cornices of double curvature are n\iich more prominent and imjiortant.” 

I’hese Dravidian temples “are wanting in all that elegance of form and detail Mhicli 
is so charael eristic of the Clhilukya style, hut are not without a jmriiose-liko boldness of 
form expressive', of staijility and a certain amount of grandeur; though thi.s is, of course, 
more easily obse'rved in the larger o\.ainph‘S in the south of India than it is in tho.se at 
Patfcadakal. If, on the other hand, we compare it with the more modern teuqdes, such 
as those at llam])i and Maisur, it will be seen how much the form lost by the 
gradually growing sb'Opne.ss of outline and attenuation of details. The modern forms 
are no* without a certain degree of elegance which is wanting in the more ancient ; but in 
all the liigher charaeteri.stics of design, the older are by far the finest examples.” 
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Besides these the village of Pat^dakal possesses a group of temples, “ not remark- 
able for their size or architectural beauty, but interesting because they exhibit the two 
principal styles of Indian architecture in absolute juxta-positiou ” {Arch, of Dhctr. and 
Mys, pp. 63, G4). The temple of Papanutha is of the northern style, and is probably 
rather older than that of Virupaksha, which dates from tlie early part of the 8th contur>-. 
(Surveyed.)

One culvert, near the dhobie's taldv, is almost 
entirely constructed of such material, and an inspection of the under sides of the slabs, as 
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they have*been thrown across to form the roadway, discloses throe tery large inscription

At Bbatfcal and Honavar, and very commonly in the Konkan, arc found odd looking 
groups pi 'Curious stones crowded together under a tree, upon a hill side, or in a garden. 
They arc generally of two forms, one a small pillar or cylinder of various degrees of 
6nisli, round or octagonal, wdth or without a finial, and snake stones, — that i'^, small slabSl^ 
with knotted or single snakes carved upon them in relief. Sometimes other earved stones 
, ar6 added bearing small human figures in relief. TLeso stones are called and are, 

in most cases, Worshipped once a year by Brabmaij pujaris attached to some iicighhoiftring 
temple. It is difficult to find out wliat Ibey m(*an, bud it is certain tiiey are eonrtccteil 
with thiB worship or appeasing of the spirits of dejicwted ancestors uhicli arc* lopresentod 
by these stones, and the setting up and occasional attention to them by way of propi- 
tiating those restless spirits and keeiiing them m good temper, they being a particularly 
jealous and vindictive lot. The snake stoni-s hen' do not st'om to have any special 
connection, if any at all, with tlie annual snake worHhi[i at the Xdvjapnncluthii festival. 
Tw*e w'orsliip is also very prevahud in these parts, more especially the pippala aud tulmi. 
They are cared for and proU'cted from injury, around the trunks of tlio former being built 
square? octagonal or circular platforms upon which daily cireumambulatory ceremonies t 
are performed. The tuln^i, being a small j)lant, is generally placed in a receptacle uj)oti 
the top of a hightllur or pedestal within the courtyards of temj)les and pr|vaf(* houses.

Kol, across the. Savitri river, south of MahAd, to the south-east of tlu^ hill behind 
the villag(\ has two small groujis of caves. The first to the north-ciast of the village consists 
of a few broken cells of no pretension as to sizi', or style. Tlu' other group to the soutli-east 
has one cell rather larger than any of the others. All are apparently imfini.shed and are 
much damaged. In the second group are three short inscription0. 

4. Mandangad Port, on the high hill of the same name, about twelve miles inland 
from Bankot, has two forts and a triple stockade with an area of about eight acres. Of 
the three fortifications Mandangad proper, with two reservoirs, lies to the south, Parkot 
is in tlu' middle, and Jamba, with a dry reservoir on the north. In 1862 tlu' walls were in 
several places much ruined. The likeness of the name suggests Mandangad as the 
Maudagora of Ptolemy and the rcriplas, a town of the Kohkau coast. But MAm.lla at the 
mouth of the Bankot cria-k is iK'rhai)S more likely. Though they are probably much 
older, local tradition ascribes the fort of Mandangad to Sivaji, PArkot to the llabshi, and 
Jamba to Angria. 

HI.— -Kueo Talxika. 

Mahipatgad Fort, about twelve miles from Khed, facing the IlAtlot Pass and Makran- 
gad, the MuhAbalesvara ‘ Saildleback,’ stands at the head of a high .spur, that, running 
parallel to the SahyAdris, is crowned by the three forts of Mahijiatgad, SumArgad, and 
Basalgad. Peached by a very narrow diflicult pass six miles long, Mahipatgad is a table- 
land 120 acres in area, with no surrounding wall, but with well-built battlements and 
gateways in six places whm-c the ajiproach is easy. These defence.? are in bad repair, 
'J’he wood-work is gone, and in many [daces the stone work is in ruins. Of the doors the 
Kotval gate to the north is formed by two battlements one on each side and joined with 
parts of the ramparts ; and from the Khed door to the south are still traces of the path 
by which tlie garrison received their sujiplies.

IV. — CniPLL'N Tallka. 

1. Chiplun, N. lat. 17 30' and E. long. 73'" 36'. the chief town of the Ghi[tKm sub- 
division, and twenty-five miles from the .sea, on the south bank of the VAsishthi river. 
C’hi})luii, the first home of the Kohkanaslhas or Chit()Avan Brahmans, according to local 
tradition, was [leojiled with BrAhmans and suiiplicd with sixty [londs and sixty gardens by 
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Pura^urama, the reclaimer of tlie Konkan ; it has for long het^n a place of consequence. 
A stone has lately been found at Chiplfm l)earin'; the date IloO (S. 1078 — Jour. IJout, As. 
Soc., S(q)j, ember 1870.) In the seventeentb et-’nlmy it was a. i>;reat village, very populous 
and jilentifully supplied with all kinds ot provisions. (Ogilby%s ( lG7o) AfJas, V. 247.) 

About a quarter of a mile south of the town is a s(u-i('s of rock-te,inples. Of these 
the chief is a tolerably large; hall twenty-two feet long by fifteen bro.el and ten higli. with, 
at its inner end, a Buddhist relic shrine or daijoh'x. Tlnu’e an- also two or three smaller 
caves and a deep ])ond iJiirteen feet sipiare. Throi* stages outlie road from Chip] lin to 
KarAd in SaUirA is another series of Buddhist caves, coa-iisting of a room with a small 
round relic shrine, si.v feet in diamohw, arid a hall, i>u7d, rnncte.ca fe<-t hy eighteen, with a 
riiised seat at one corner and three recesse,s at the inner end (./one.

' perhaps about the seventli ceiitui-y, a Cludukyan king Ivarna, (auniiig’ from Karavira or 
KolhApur, made Saiigaincsvara bis liead-<piartevs, and, founding a city, built a f'ortrc.ss, 
temples, and palaces. Th(“ date of this Karna, vvlio .st'cnis to be tlu' same as the founder 
of the MallAlakslmu temple at KolliApur (J. Ji. B. It. A, B.. vol. XI p. 100), has not yet 
been fixed. The style of building is supposed (./. B, JI, -1. A., m)I. Xl. j>. 107) to jioint 
to some time about the 8th century A.n. At tlu; same time, according to .some verses in 
the KolliApur MahAlakshmi teiiqilo, Karna flourished about 1 00 A.n.

1. Achra. about 30 miles north of Alulvan, Tem|)le of Tlann-svara. The ](rincipal 
Imildin^^, eticlose-d by a stone wall and surrounded by a paved courtyard, measures sixty- 
three fe(d by tliirty-i'ie'ht, and, besides tlu^ shrine, has a larye rest-house with aeeommo- 
dation for all Hindu castes, A fair, held \a-arly on Hamanavami in Cliaiira (.Mareh-April) 
is atti'uded b\' aliout !,<K)0 people, from the jieiyhbouriny villages. T'he \ ill;ie-e re.vonnes 
(Rs. 2,500 per annum) are, by a ^rant of t>ambhu Alaliuraja of Kolhapur, d.ated ](!7-l', set 
apart for tlu“ su])|)orf of the temph'. 

2. Bharatgad Fort, on the south .shore of lialavali creek, on a hill eommaudiny the 
Mai van villa'-y ()f Masura, has an area of between the anil six acres. The inside of th(' 
citadel is an oblony of lb-5 \a.rds by OO. The eitadid walls are .about seventei-n or 
ci,tfhteen feet, high and live. feel, tliie.k. At the opposite (‘uds of a. diagonal running nortli 
and south are initstanding round towers. Witiiin the citadel, al)outa quarter of its whole' 
length fi’fim the north end, is a .scpiarc'. watch towt'r reaehe.d by ste]is. ('lose to the north 
tower is a small teiujile, .and near it is a well, about 22.S feet deep, cut through the solid 
rock. About .sevi'iitt'en yards from each side, ami 100 yards Irom each end of tliis citadel, 
i.s an outer wall with nine or ten semieii’enlar lowers. The wall is ten or twelve fei'f 
thick with an oiiti-r diteh. It is u<»t ve.ry strong and seciiH to li.ive beeti bulb without 
mortar. In 1 S()2 the wall.s were in fair order. 


111. :5. Suvarnadurg’, llie ‘golden fortress,’ with an area of eight acres, on a low irregnlar 

island, about a qiiai'ter of a iiiih' from the shore, surrounded by a \ery high wall, is perhaps 
the most striking of the Kaliiagiri (‘oast forts. (Iro.al part ol llie fort ilieations are cut out 
• of the solid rock and the rest is bnill ol blocks of stone ten or twelvi' leet square. Ile- 
lievi'd by hastioii.s, and broken by one rough postern gate, just above liigli tide, mark, the 
walls aia; .so overgrown with trees and Inishes, that, except at. low tide, it is impiwsihle to 
walk round them. 'Within the fort are several reservoirs and a small step-well with water 
enough for a large g.arrisoii. (hi a stone at the threshold of the postern g;ite is a flgui'c 
of a tortoise, and op]iosite it, on tin; Avail towards the left, i.uk' of Alariiti, the monkev god. 
There are two guard-rooms to the right and left, and rooms also under the bastions. vVt .■ 
little di.stance is a stone building ])last('red with mortar, said to havi' been tlu* magazine. 
Some very extensive i'ouiidalioiis ai'c |)robably tlu' sites of old jialaees. In 18(»2 the walls 
and bastions were in good repair, hut lh(' gateway was ruinous. Ihere were tilt\ -''ix gun.''. 
ail old and unservieoahle. 

Suvarndurg was l)uiU by t he Ihjapur kings in the, fifteenth eenluiy, in l(»(>0 it was 
strengthoned by .Sivaji, in ](J3S it W'as a statinn of Kanohji Angrias tleet, and in 1713 d 
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was formally made over to him by Sahu Kuja. Under Kaiihoji’s successor 
Suvariiadurg became one of the head centres of juracy.

4. Ma'lvan (the luuiie. Mulvan is said to CDinc from the great salt' marshes, Wift/e/, 
lavam>, to the east of th(> tinvii — (Mr. G. Vidal, G.S.)— N. lat. Ki 4' ami E. long. 73" 3l'. 
In a bay, almost entirely blocked by rocky reefs, there were funm'rly three small islands, 
two of them about a ([iiarter of a mile from tlie shore, and tlu- third separated from the 
mainland by a narrow eliaimel. On the larger of the two outer islande .stands the famous 
fort of Sindhudurg, and, on the .smaller, the ruined fort of Padamgatl, now, at low tidc^ 
connected with the mainland by a neck of sand. On what once was the inruT island, and is 
now part of the mainland, lie, almost hid in palms, the old town of jMalvan. This inner 
island Avas called Medha, but tlu; channel .s<‘parating it from the )uainiand has been long 
dried up. This island stretclu'd from a point about a (piarter of a mile to the north of the. 
old residency to the site of the custom house on tlu^ south, •and in it stood the old fort of 
Rajkot. The modern town of Mulvan has spi-ead far beyond the limits of the fonner 
i.sland. 


About the middle of the seventeenth century, when i^iviijl forlilled Sindhudurg, the 
creek about a mile and a half north of Mahan was n:i,vigable some miles uji to ^laland or 
Milandi, then a place of considerable tradf*. (Xairne MS. Dorn Joao de (’astro (153B) tnen- 
tions that at low tide gallies could enter the river of i\labmdi, Pn'm. llol. da Cosfa. liulln, 
22.) In 1 7b0, under the, nam(! Molundi, it is mentioned as a fortitied town belonging to 
Bhonsle. The similarity of the name Melizigeris, the island of Meli, and the fact that the 
chief e.vport was [lepper (hassen liid. AH., I. 3g7) would seem to make it ju'ohahle that 
Ptolemy’s island of l^lelizigeris, and the, mart of Meli/eigara, numiioned in the Periphts 
and perhaps Pliny’s /^igeni.s, and Strabo’s Sigerdis w(‘^e, the island-town of Milandi or 
Mulvan. Ibu Khurdadha (Cir. A.n. OOOj Tiieiilions Mali, an island live days’ south ofSanjun 
in the north of Thana (Klliot's Ifisfon/. vol. 1 . p. 15) and A1 llinini (a.d. 130) lias 
Miilia south of Saimur, that is tliaul in K()l:d)a (Elliot, vol, 7. p. 00). 'I’liis may refer 
to Midvan or Milandi, hut they more likely Ijcloiig to thu Malaltiir coast. Compare El 
lUrLsi (.v.i). 1150) iii Elliot, vol. 1. p, 8-5. 


The chief object of .interest is f^ivaji’s fortress and coast capital, Sindluidurg, or the 
ocean fort. On a low island, about a mile from the shore, although less .striking than 
tSuvarnadiirg, it is very c.xten.siM!— little h'.s.s than two miles romid the ramparts. The 
figure of the fort is highly irregular with many ju'ojeetiug points and din*)) indentations. 
’J’his arrangement has the advantage that not a singhs point outside of the rampart i.s 
not (‘ommanded from some other jjoint inside. [Rvporl on- the. cDt/dHio/i <'/ Forts in Rovth 
Korlan, 1828.) H’he walls are low, ranging from twenty-nine to thirty feet. On the sea 
side .'io low are the walls that at one place they seem almost Ixdow liigh water level, and 
in.‘^klc of the fort are mas.«i\s of wave-worn rock and stretches of saigl. (Nairne’s MS.) 
They are on an average twelvi' feed, thick, and have alxmt thirty-two towers from fm’Jy to 
130 yard.s apart. The towers are gtmerally oulstandiug semieircles with live embrasures 
lor cannon. The entrance is at the north-o.a.st c-orner. The aix'a of tlie fort is forty -eight 
acres. Once full of buildings it i.s now a mere shell Avith nothing inside but a few small 
ternjdes. To the Marathas Sindhudurg is SivajUs cenotajdi and in its chief shrine ^ivaji’s 
image i.s worshijiped (Grant I)utT in Nairne.) In 18(52 the walls and bastions were with 
a few exceptions in a fair .state of preservation. "VVilhin the walls w’pre -thirteen houses,* 
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three teinjdcs, and one dharmaWd. There was, in one of these tem[»his, an effigy of the 
Marutha monarch, Sivaji, held in the gn^atest veneration. {Gov. List of Ciinl Forts, 18G2.) 
The image is of stone. The head is covered with a silver mask, or, on high days, with a 
gold one. In the. stone of tin; walls prints of t^ivaji’s hands and feet are held in reverence 
and protected hy small temples. (Nairne’s MS.) But for their exceeding smallness 
these, imprints are very accurate rej)resentations of a hand and foot. (Mr. It. B. Worth- 
ington, C. S.) Monday is tiu* chief day for Sivaji's worship ami the i\olha|nir chief sends 
turUms and other presents. The shrine is seldom visited hy }»ilgrims and is not honoured 
by a fair. — ^(Mr. G. Vidal, C. 8.) 


HI. 5. Masura, about half-way l>etween Mid van and M;dand or Milamli on the Klialavli 

creek, has been idonlitied witli tin* Muziris of Ptolemy and the Peri plus, then one (>f the 
chief places of trade in Wesltn-n Indi.i. {lutl, Aul., vol. 11. p. 208.) Muziris was pro- 
baldy further south on llu' Kanara or Malabar coast. [ Mtiziris by Eorbes, 1780, Or. 
AJooi. IV. 100, a.ml by Iteimel, 1788, ]\fap of IIimlustKii, XXXX^ll. has been idetditied 
with J\tirian near Ivumta in North Ivanara. Dr. (Jaldwell’s suggestion [Draridion Grain* 
mar, Infrod. j). 07) that .Muziris is Muyir-kotta, the modern Ivrangauoriu ( V.chin, though 
this is much further south than Ptolemy puts it, is now generallv accepted .(Ilalfour’s 
Oi/r/opa'din, Muziris: McCrindle Pcriplas, 131). Vide {('alhap, II, 37 1) marks it 
doubtful.!

mouth of a small creek, in rather a striking bay, stands Nivti fort in thiMillage of Koehra. 
[f lleuueirs suggestion, that it is Ptolemy’s (150) Nitra. ami Pliny’s (77 ) Nitrias ‘ wlnu'e 
the pirates cruized for the Itoman shi[»s ’ is correct, Nivti is an old settlement. But as 
far as has been traced it has never been of importance as a centre of trade. (Ilenneirs 
Memoir of a ^^<tp (f IJ in dust an, p. :n.) Nitra or Nitrias is mor** commonly' identilied with 
the Per/gb/.s (21'7) Naoiira and so probably with Ifouavar. (Me.Crimlle's Veriplns, p. 130.) 
In 1810 its trade was (juite insigniticant. (Malvan Ih'sidcnt to Go\’crnn)ent, 'list May' 
IS lit; Kcv. Dia. HI of ISJO, 2200.)

pp. 100, 181.)

In i.D. 1790 a certain BrAhman of Uniarkoi, vlio ased to send out his cows to graz(i in llie 
vicinity, obstu'ving that one of llu'm gave, no milk for some days continuou.sly, accused 
tlie lierd of dishonesty. The latter denied tlu; charge, and* next day reported that Avhiic 
driving the cows home in the evening he observed the cow stop at a certain place, and 
the milk to flow of itself. The owner went next day to the place him.selfand ascertained 
the truth of the statement. At night he said a spirit appeared to him in a dream and 
infortued him that a linga was buried at the spt>t, and if he erected a temple then; he 
would never come to want. This he did with the aid of the Sodas, — then influential here. 
The temple is annually visited by large numla'rs of Hindus from Umarkot; it is ordy 
about 12 feet square and is of no ai’chitectural merit whatsoever. The same story istolil of

Having succeeded in this he 
brought it to Pari-Nagar, where the spirit again ajipearod and ordered him to procure 
two calves and have a cart made of the wood of the vimh (M.argosa) tree, and placing the 
image on it to move on without looking behind. On reaching the. place where, the, temple 
now stands the cart broke dovvm, and being fatigued he fell asleej), to be informed hy the 
Spirit that both marble and trwisurc wero buried where tliis had occurred and that he 
should send for workmen and build a temtde worthy of the idol, whieh is worshipped 
under the name of Gauri. It was built in SathciU 1432 (.v.u. lo75-l(>}. In a.u. 18.3.5 the 
image' di.sappeared. The temple is visittal hy .Tainas and others. It is a tem])le of groat 
architectural interest. It is very similar, thougli su[>erior, to the one at Bhode.4ar. It 
has been imieh defaced at various times by the fanaticistu of the Sindhi troops.

The. roof is flat, with the toj)s of 
the twenty-seven domes rising from it,— one largo one in the centre, and twenty-six very 
small ones round. 3'ho interior is, in .spite of dirt and d(!e,ay, very striking. As yon 
enter, you look down into a little cluster of beautifully shaped pillar.s with carvi d capital.s. 
In the centre is a dome, the top of which has elahor.ite stone tracing on it such as f Jiave 
only soon in the churches of the West. Round the rim of the. dome, which measuiv's AS' 
in diameter, are massive carved stone bos.ses with figures on them, ivhilc between the 
dome and the walls is a narrow ])illared colonnade and in tin' ivalls small domed recesses 
with carved seats, such as may he seen in old monastic buildings. Tlie whole is, J have 
no doubt, a very ancient structure and of great interest.

In the is anollu'r Jaina. toiujilo, built in tlu) curious irn^gular papfoc la-1 ike )iile 

wliich is apparently eoinmunly used for such buildings. Tliis is doubtless a iu\ieh more 
tuiKbTU structure tliau those und<“r the rocks, but it is none tho less, perhaps, several 
centuries old, ainl has traces of beautiful oai'ving about it. You ascend to it by a large 
flight of stei)s whiel), like the temple itself, are considerably out of rejiair. 

A ery noticeable on the banks (>f the Bhodeiar tank and in other ])laoes in the neigh- 
bourhood are the S'lfi. stones with their rude knights in annonr carved on them, and 
always opposite the knighi the [lathi tieally oulstretebed arm of the lady, avIio joined bis 
funeral i.'vre, with the aus|)icious mark in the palm of her hand reminding one of the 
etigni.ata in medieval pictures. In one village, a sad stone tells of the fate of tho present 
I' aid's grandmother. 

On the roadside near the tank is a mosque with carved marble j)i liars which may 
have been brought, from riiri-Nagar. Some of the carving has the same pattc-rns as 
may be seen a(, IMri-Nagar. Catitain Raikes states that this mosque hears the inSrrtpttOtt 
“If it may be injured, any one in power who mmII not reqtair it will he considered a 
sinner by (jl<»d." This inscription, however, is not now to he seen, hut there is an Arabic 
and (jiujar.'ithi inscription. The latter is dated loOo Samrat, i.e. A.n. 1-tlO.*

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Within the walls is a large tank lined witli hewn .stone and having steps all around. 
The legend about the tmilding of the city i.s int<Testing and may be found in F<n’be8' 
Oriental M<nni'ir$, Vol. II. It is said to have been built by SiddharAja J.ayasiiidia about 
A. I'. 1100, Dablioi was for along time inhabited by Hindus only, no Mn.^al man being 
permitted to reside wifliin the walls or to wash in the tank. A young Muliammadan 
named S.iyyid on a piloriinage with his mother Milmil Dnkliri, in ignorance of the 

prohibition, ventured to Ijathe in the tank, and the Ilriihnians prevailed on the Rfljil to 
mutilate him, and he died. Maniil Dukhri at onco returned home and sued to her sove- 
reign for redress. He sent a large army umler his Vazir, which took Daidioi after a long 
siege. The Vazir had all the fortifications destroyed ercejit the western face and the 
four dout)Ie gates. When JMilma Dukhri died, she was revered as a saint and was buried 
in a grave near the llird gale. J>y her tomb is a stone of ordeal, and the proof of inno- 
cence lies in being able to wriggle through the perforation in the stone. After this Dabhoi 
was for many years almo.st deserted. Wlien the MusalmAns fin.ally conrpu'ia'd (!iij:irat, 
Dahhoi l>eoame more jiopnious, and was held by them for two eenluries. The Mardtluls 
then obtained pos.se.>sion of it., and partly rebuilt the walls. During the cainp.aign of 1775 
it sulfinilled to ILlghobn l’e.-^\u, who lesied a contribution (»f three /uA'A.v, vhieh the in- 
hal.ilaiifs were i-eaiaady able to ])ay. In J.anuary 37aO, General Goddard took (he town 
on bis way to iiltaek l'ate.singh Gaik\iid, wiio I)owev<T gave in and ooueluded a. treaty 
with the Kno'lish, Mr. .lames Forbes, author of Oriental Mauanrs, was left as Colic-clor 
of Dahhoi (ill the. 2Llh A[iril I7.s.d, wlien the. ihinjand of Dabhoi was with others handed 
back to the, Marathas according to treaty, Dahhoi is now tlie chief town of one of the 
m n/rar of Jhiroda t<‘rritory, and h.'is of late g’ained in imjiortanee. hy tlie Slate Railway 
joining it with Miyag.inx station of the Bombay Baroda ainl Central India line. (Sur- 
veyed.)

destroyed by the Alnliammadans in the 1.3th century and ,‘^till further despoiled by the 
MaratliAs; said to liave been built by Vanaraja iti A.n. 7 lt>. It <u>ntaii)s a few fragments 
. only of its former greatness. Very little remains now' in situ, and the dismant led materials 
of the scores of fine old tengdes that once adorned tliis old c-ity are scattered far and wide. 
Mosipies, tombs, tanks and Avclls, w'itli the- modern walls, havi^ made a clean sweej)of almo.■^t 
all, and il i.s sad to see the use to which sonic of these richly scul[itured fragmimts have 
been degraded. The eelehrated llAni VAv, a sle|)-well said to have been eonstrueted by 
Ijdayamati, the tlue.en of Hhima Deva Solanki, King of I’atlan, in the eleventh century, is 
HOW' represented by a small portion of its lirackelte.d main shaft at one end and [lart of a 
single' standing column at the other extremity, the intt'rvi'iiing space being a vast pit from 
which pillars, beams, and step-slabs have been rifled, to build, it is said, someeiyhiy years 
ago, Ijahadiir Singh’s step- well in the town. Not far from this is the gn-at .Sah.asra Linga 
tuhh\ onee one of the largest tanl'fs in (jiijardt, ascribed to SidhharAja, hut which tradition 
says never held water, through a cur.se [(ronounced upon the king and Ills work by a good- 
looking damsel, engaged on the o.xcavat’'ou, with whom the king tried to tritle, Il appears 
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to hav(' Leon flrii.'shod, for fraoments of tlio iuujktous little slirines (said to l>e a thousand 
in all), uliicli cnciivlt'd it and stood tijion the stops loading down to it, lie about, but tin* 
whole of the stone lining of the banks has been carried off, leaving the brickwork core in 
huge heaps. 

On the south siile of tlio town is the Klian Sarovar, a tine large tank, constrncted, like 
most of the buildings of tlie early Muhammadan p(‘ri()d, chiefly of appropriated materials. 
'The ari’angeinent of the inlet and outlet .sluices is worthy of note. Like most of these 
ancient buildings it has been allowed to fall into a ruinous state, although it is still used 
by the town ; the aeeninulalion of silt, whi<di is gradually tilling it, seems never to he 
cleared out. M hen these works were oonstrncted, it would ap])ear that no provision was 
made for their stdiseijuent iip-ko(']) and repair. Without the trails, on this side of the 
town, are several or tombs eunsinieted almost wholly of old temple materials — 

principally white marble ev)luinn,s and beams. On one of these pilhu’S is a short tn,?frtptiOn. 

Within some of the moia' modern temple.s with whicli Patfan abounds, may he found 
fragments and relies of older ones. In the temple of Panehasara ParsvanAtha is a marble 
image said to be that of Vaiianija, the fomider of j\nbilvad or Pattan. Hc.neatb it is an 
inStrtption in which tlie name of V'anaraja oec\irs and tin; date SiiJiii-Lit 802. bul, owdiig 
to the tinene.s.s of the letters and the wear of the smi’aee, it i.s dillieult to follow it. In 
another Jnina temple, that of I^rl .Parsvanatha, is a ))eaiitifu]ly carved wooden eeiling and 
an important inSfldptlOJl of tlu' Khadataraga«diha Jainas. In another we have a most 
elaborately carved w liite marbl(! lltnme upon wliiehtlie image is seated. In a >niall in- 
sigtiilieant-loohiiig Hindu shrimi are two very old im.agfis dated Smitral while in 
nnotlier i> an old image of (.J;ma|iali. of the .sami'.agt'. TIu're are .some very line specimens 
•of oM wood carving to be found in Putian, chielly employed as decoration on the fayades of 
hou.se.s. 

Put, perliap.s, the best pieca' of anei<‘nt work remaining at Pal Ian is the gtv'al ceiling 
scroll whieli was drawn and published in oiu- of the numbers of the fi/tUait- -1/7 Jonninl. 
The woi'k issnpeih, but, unl'ortiuialely, the three great .slab.s bearing it received very imieb 
damage when the poreli, in wbieh it was placed, fell into the I’iver. 'I'lie sei’oll was 
recovered, and now lies upon the {lavement near its origintil {lusilion, at 8hekh EaruTs 
tomb in the river. 

At llfiji{)ur, near Pattan, is an old well with an inScriptiOH.

The remaiiiHof an immen.se re.serv(/ir on 1h<' eoiirs/; of (he llnpen, allribnted to Karaa, tin 
father of iSiddharaja Ja).asiiiili.a. it was di-stroyed by a llood in 1811. 

27. Bechar. Beeliaraji’s temple is on the norlb-we..) borderof the K.adi /livision, .about 
23 mih'.s from tin; (own of (hat iiamr- and 15 mih s .soitlh of (Jhau.asama, mile soulii-t'ast of 
Haukhalpur and jn ar the British froulier of \ ir.auig.'iiu. It has uuuierous surroiiuding; 
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buildings, and is enclosed in a fort, the south gateway of which rises to alieight of .50 feet. 
Tile original temple was built by Sahkbala llajil in A.n. 11.52, the second or MadhyasthAna 
wa.s built by a MarAtlia, and the third or largest by llis Highness MAnajirAv-GAikvAd in 
A.u. 1770—1791. 

28. Siddhapnr, in the Kadi District, on the .Saras vati river, 01 miles north of Ahinad- 
AbAd on the railway. (1) Some fragments of the great lludrainalA temple, built of stones 
of gigantic size and elaborately carved, by Siddharaja, and destroyi d by AlauVl-diu Khuni, 
still remain, and a beautiful kirtlistamhha, from which, however, the teivoici and sculptures 
in the pediment have been taken away since K. Forb('.s wrote, his 72(?,s Mdld. A portion 
of the KudraniAlA building has been converted into a .lami Masjid. The city having been 
an old capital of the Chanlukya kings deserves examination. The ktrUisfanihha and other 
fragments should be conserved, (Surveyed ) 

(2) On the ojiposite side of the river is a large s({iiar(‘ an<l very plain building, the 
dharmaidld of the Kcvalapuri Go.sfivis built by AhalyAbai of Indor.

Ithas a tine 
ancient temj)le of Surya, of the 12th century — a gem of the Chaulukya .style, either the 
Karnesvara or Karnanani Prasdda of Gujarat history. In front of the. temple is the. line 
Sita’s Cliauri, and a tank, the llama Kurula originally called the Shrya Kunda, Part of 
the remains seems to have been recently carried awa}'. The whole is pre-eminently worthy 
of preservation. (Surveyed.)

114. . 36. Sarotri or Sarotra, 5 miles from Sarotra station — an old Jaina tenqde with many 

short inSfriptiOTlS — an interesting old white marble Jaina temple. The principal shrine 
stands within a clost'd n'ctangnlar court, around the four sidt^s of which, and facing inwards 
were 52 small cell .shrine.s; but the ba(;k or south corridor, with part of the. eastern, has 
been demolished and cleared away. A portion also of the sculptured walls of tin; main 
shrine has also fallen, or ha.s been removed, from the south-west corner. The temple has 
been thoroughly desecrated, and all its images, of which there, must have been at least 
sixty, have been removed. 

HI. 37. Roho, 4‘ miles nortli-east of Sarotra, situated in the north of the Palarquir Agency 

on the river Jkinas. IIitc is an old step-well, with a .short Sanskrit inscription, constructed 
^entirely out of white marble, the material having been taken from the ruins of juanious 
old temples. It is now' in rather a ruinous condition and in di.suse. Not far from it are 
the ruined remnants of a wliit< marble Jaina temple, and close to this again are the crumb- 
ling walls of a very sub.sl antially built railway bungalow, in the outei' gateway of which 
are used some old temple column.s. 

HI, 38. Rantoj, lu'ar Pauchasar. Some Jaina temples. 

III.* 30, Vishroda has vestig(!S of an ancient town similar to those found at Walla, 

111. 10. Munjpur, 2-t mih'.s south-west of Pattan. 'I'he only relic of former times in the 

town of Munjpur, of any consequence, is the old Jarni Masjid. This, us is the ca.se with 
iiKtot of tbp vei’y early mosqu(“.s of Gujarat, ha.s been constructed chiefly from the material 
of old Hindu or Jaina temples, and the remnants of the porch on the. north of the co’urt- 
. yard seem to [loint to that partieular part having once been j)ortion of an original temple 
undisturbed. In the. mostpie are two P(!rsian and one San.skvit inscription. Tlie latter 
is on a iicatn, and belonged to an older temple, but is now almost illegible. 

HI. ■ Jl, LotesVara. Tw'o miles to the east of Munjpur. A curiously built well, in the 

plan of a Greek ero.s.'^. In the centre is the circular shaft, the dee]>est portion, with its 
own containing wall, wliile on the north, south, east, and west of this there arc branches. 
Steps (le.scend the three sides of i;ach to the water wdiich communicates with that of the 
central shaft l)y ojjonings in t hi; circular wall. Iti-sof recent construction. The place 
is a noted re.sort of pilgrims, and once a year a great tncld or fair is held here. 
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111. 12. Sankes'vara, an old scat of tlio Jains, 0 miles south-west of Munjpur. Ilorc in the 

middle of the village is the courtyard, surrounded with cell shrines, built in old brick and 
]>Iastor, of an old Jaina tcm|)le of Piirsv.amitha, which has itself entirely disappeai'cd. The 
brii^k work is much of the same style as that of the old temple at Sarotra the bricks 
being carefully moulded to suit the dilfercnt curves and rcci'sses of the mouldings. This 
Ivis been covered with fine plaster, cut whilst wet into the inoi-t dtdicato geometric 
jiatterns. Put it has suffered greatly from the weather, the most part of it having jieeled 
olf. (Iver the shrine doors, upon the stone lintels, are numerous short {nsri'iptions ranging 
in date between i>ci)hca( lOo^ and IbSG. It is said that the image of Pursvanatha which 
occupii'd tlie principal temple here, was carried to the new temple, hard by, whiidi was built 
very I’ccently. The hlSfidptiou upon the base of the image semns to corroborate, this, since 
it is dated in Sai'uval whereas the, only other inserii)tion on the new temple re- 

cording the gift of five thousand rupees towards the building of it, is dated Sarnml 1SC3. 
There is nothing of note about this new lemj)le ; it is constructed in the style of the 
mordern Jaina tmnples. 

111. 13, Pancha’sur, G miles south of Sankesvara, is, according to tradilion, one of the oldest 

towns in (lujariit. It was here that, the famous Jaya l3»d{hara vas Ix'sic'ged, eleven 
hundred years ago, by the invading army of the south under King Bhuvar, and where, on 
his fall, four ipieens with the ladies of his court, after they had made a desja-rate and sud- 
<leu sally for the recovery of his body, thrmv tlicmselves upon bis funmail pyre and were 
eonsumed witlj him. Though once the seat of the. oldest known dynasty of (Inj.arat it has 
absolutely notliing loft upon th(‘. surface to commeinorati' those days. Some ancient bricks 
of larger size than usual are somcl.imes uneartlied. Groups of p'dlyds and satb stones are 
fouml in tin-, village and on the burning ground at some, distanc(^ from it, but none of (lies?' 
seem to go back furtlier in dat(^ tlian seven hundred years, and tliost' of that age only 
number live, with much abraded tnSCl’tpttOHS. It is n'corded that over the s|)Ot whi-re 
Java h^ekhara’s body was burnt, a temple was erected to the memory of Giijur Deva. A. 
Cl uiimon little shrme, with nolhing ancient-looking about it, njjon the burning ground, is 
poinli^d Old, wiili some besilation and doubt, as the .same, but to antiipiity it lias not ihe 
shadow of a claim. It is po.ssible that the Zb/yi/, within it //iffy have been the original 
“ Gu jar Deva ”. 

The town, or rather the village of Paiielrisiir, is a coinjiarativcly modern cluster of 
bousi-s and huts, with a pojiulation of perhaps about four or live hundred souls. t)n the 
cast of the village, are some large mounds some twenty or thirty feet high, but these are 
said to consist entirely of village refuse and manure, and certainly wind lies on tlu; surface 
i^ sueli. A mile to the west of tin; village, in a modern Utile, shrine, are. placed a few- 
mutilated images which might have belonged to some temple or temples of the thirteenth 
century, wliile in the village is a small mound with a heap of carved stones about ii. 
evidently the: site of an old shrine. 


tl. Jhinjuva'da', south of Panehnsur, is an old Hindu fortress with gateways profusely 
sculptured and a multilateral tank (see Archrelo/jiml lleporis, vul. II). (Surveyed.)

•to. Va'gel, 1!) miles south-west of Pattan. The /AfeiUd/d after describing the temple 
of Surya at Mudlnwa, the finest extant in Gujarat, says : “ At Waghel is a lein[)l(‘ sinnlai- 
in style to tfiose which have been described, but of smaller dimensions. It consists of a 
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single open inrhHjdpa oik' storey in heiglit with jtyrauiid:il roof, three porticoes, and an 
adytum surmounted by a spire.” Not a vestige of this temple now I'emains, and it is almost 
forgotten by the villagers themselves. Those that do remember it say it was carted away 
in toto, some 20 or 2o years ago, its material being used in the construction of a taldo at 
Rudhanpur ! The very foundations were dug out and carried away. Near the village is a 
very large multilateral tank, but it has long ago fallen into disrepair, and most of its stone- 
work has disappeared, 

•IG. Dilma'I, 10 miles north-wc'st of Mudhera and 10 miles south by west of Pat tan. 
Judging from the number of small shrines, now more or less ruined, whieh lie in the 
vicinity of the village, and extend for some distance from it on tlic south and south-east, 
Diluud must have Iteen a place of considerably more importance tlian tlie present small 
village can claim for itself. Perched upon little knolls, at some distance ajewt ar<“ live 
partly ruined shrines, with many other mounds indicating the sites of so many more. 

In the village, enclosed within a la^ctangular walk'd court, is the princi[)al temple, that 
of the presiding deity of the village — the goddess Limboji MaU — ^of comparatively recent 
construction. This tenij)Ie occupies the site of a far older shrine, a ]>ortion of wliose 
materials has been relaiilt into the new one. 'J'lie surrounding minor shrines, which were 
ajtpendages to this older central temple, still remain in very good j)reS(‘rvation, and shew, 
by their careful finish and abundant detail, that tiny were constructed during that pc'riod 
when architectural construction had reacluid its Jiighest j»oint of excellence. The image of 
Limboji Mata wfis originally in an old temple which now stands in ruins on the bank of the 
tank to the cast of the village. The new tem[>le has b(!en built on precisely tlu^ same lines 
as the old one, in larger proportions, the figures around tho walls of the latter being 
literally copied upon the former, but of far inferior workmanship. Like the old shrine 
the new one faces north, a direction reserved for temples dedicated to Vishnu, goddesses, 
and minor deities. 

A very curious sculpture occurs on tht^ west face of the little slu-iive in the south-east 
corner of the courtyard of the ttunple. In one figure the four deities, Jsiva, Vishnu, 
Brahma, and Siirya, are hlended. The image has eight arms, lhr(;e faces, and is st'aled 
upon Garuda, The three faces (the fourth not ap[)earing, of course, in a bas-relief) with 
the two lower arms — in the hand of one being the water-pot and the olhei' lying extended, 
p)alra outward — ])elong to Brahma ; his vehicle, the goose, being represented below. Siva 
is represented by the trident and serpent in the upper pair of hands, while the full-blown 
lotus in each of the next lower hands, the Hessian boots, and the horse below, denote 
Sfirya. Garuda, ujion wliich the image rides, is Vishnu’s vehicle, and the pair of hands 
now broken olt no doubt held his .symbols, the conch shell and chakra or discus. This 
fourfold rejiresenlalion is I'are. 

Without the village, on the south, and built into a long platform are 20 or 

memorial stone.s, commemorating tho decease of certain individuals who died between the 
years 1513 and 1B91 (a.o, 1457 — 1835). A panel on tho u{>per part of each slab 

portrays the individual himself, arrayed in all lii.s war-paint, sometimes mounted upon his 
horse, and sometimes standing beside his wife, while bel(>w the dated recox’d is inscribed. 
These sculptures are exceedingly crude and coar.se, the sculpture also being very shallow, 
thus forming a violent contrast with the infinitely better executed bas-reli<'fs on the 
old shrines. They are entirely void of expression, and lack the slightest animation of pose.

Ivcmains of an old temple on the we>f 
of the village, d'ho ojxjii ‘inain/a/ui n-maius, whih'. the >hriue lias been destroyed. 

51. Motap, 3 miles south of Dhemij. A small shrine Avith seul]>tnred walls. 

52. Ghuradj 3 miles north-east of Dlu'^uj. A. small sculptured leinple. 

53. Virta’^ near (Ihurad, old temple of .Alahadeva ; An iuSCViptioU on the base of an 
image at this temple. 

51. Manoj, about 5 miles north of Dhenuj. An old temple of Xfira\ ana still in use. 
It has a eurioiisly seuljit ured ceiling. 

55. Sandora, 10 miles east by south from .Pallan, I'wo old tcm|iles, one in tin- 
tSolanki .sjyle and the other in the northern style. Tim lirst. consists of an oi>en nin utlapa 
siipjiorled upon pillars and the shrine, while the latter, which stands besidi; it on the south, 
is merely a s([uare shrine with ant.echainber siirmount.cd by a. spii’e of the northern or 
Orissun lyp<‘. These, temples are in disuse. 

5G, Rua'vi, two mih's (Mst of Sander.n. An old but small temple Aiith a, complete 
sihhai'a perched iijion a high brick foundation near the Aillago. The. walls are sc.ul[>ture(|. 

Or. Suiiak, 1 or 5 miles Avest ol I nja Railway Station. I'woold temples, oni' in ruin-> 
the other of Nilakantha Mahadeva in good preservation and richly decoratc'd. (hi a pillar 
in the smaller ruined tmuple, is a ISauskrit tigjiTipU’ail dated , Vo////.-"/ 13, 5G recording the 
establishment of an image in the temple. A short while ago a set of t wo cojtper-plati's was 
dug uj) here, and they are now in the. jiossessioii of Mr. Narayan llharati, ot'r.'dtan. 'They 
have since bemi translated by Dr. Ilult/.sch, ami have appeared in tlu' F.jt'hp'a ph in . 
They record a grant of land by Kin^' Karnadi'va at Sunak. and in giving the boundary of 
the .same it mentions the village-^ of Laghu Dabhi ;md Sandera, both of which still retain 
the same names and are situated a mile and four miles south-west, r(‘S|iecti\ ely. of Sunak. 

oS. Va'yad, 15 miles north-west of Pattan. An old step-well. An tUSniplicill on a pillar. 

5!>. Kasera, 15 miles we.st by north of Pa.tlan. A small, but \ ery old, trijile-shi-ined 
temple dedicated to Siva, Brahma and A ishuu. It is profusely coveretl with scidptiire, 
but ha^ been very badly battered and defaced, and that maliciously, jiroliaidy by the 
Muhammadan iconoclasts, who, in the early days of theii- a.scendancy in India, so frefpientb, 
overran (lujarat. and destroyed and desecrated its shrines. The temjile is unw in disu-.e. 
The carving and ]irojecting portions of the work h.ave sidVered much from lime, amt A;in- 
dalism, but the structure itself, »*xcept theup|)er portions of the sil7ri is well ,„•< ■scrvcfl, 
the ti;m[)le being almo.st entire. The ]»lan is that ot a central mn/nfaji" Avith three shrine.-., 

one at each side, as well as the usual one at the back. Its greatest length i< about 30 feel.

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It is (le<licaU;d to Vishnu. The idoLwhioh it origin'illy contained o? C'haturt)lujja was, it 
is said, carried away liy llie Etnperor Alau’d-din. TTadilion ascribes tlie temple ‘to Gan- 
dluarvasena. The prc si nt strueture is evidently of a very old dale, say 100 or oOO years. 
What is sup])o.sod to be the symbol of an ass’s hoof oceurring in tiu' ornamentation of thi.s 
tem])ie, as in all those whieh are said to liave been Iniilt In Gandharvascma, is perhaps con- 
iK’ctcd with the origin of tIu' legend of its age, which al.s(» states that he assumed the form 
of an a.ss during the day, resuming that of a man during the night. The symbol, however, 
is really the same as that oeeuri'ing so fre(|uently on most Jlauddha and Hindu works of 
early date, and which is now known as the “ Chaitya NGuidow ” ornament. On the temple, 
inscribed upon the different parts of it, are, names wliich ar<’, with lilth^ doubt, those of the 
workmen who tlnislu'd oil’ these several portion.s. They carefully in.seribed and ai-e in 
the old character. One of these names uas Ajad.a. Curiously emligli this s,ame name is 
'found inscribed cm an old niarbh' eoliimn at J’attan in a tomb on tlui south of the towii, 
where a short inscrijition records the setting of the column ])y tho wife of one Ajada in 
Sajiival 1250, thus giving us the dat(' of the Kascra temple, if we take it for granted tliut 
the two Ajadas an; one ami tlic .same person, wliich I consider very jirobable. 


GO. BUilri, 2 t miles nojdh-west of Pafctan. lien', as well as at the adjoinijig villages 
of Mundida and KeiuAna, there wa.s an old while marble lemjile, but it has been pulled 
dowiu and even tiu; foundation has b('eii dug out to get at the stone for couver.sion into 
lime.

Gl. Pa'lanpnr. There is nothing of any interest from an arcluuologie.al point of view 

at Palanpur it .self, sa\e a few short inscriptions of no great age or interest. 


G2. Wa v, 4 miles or so north of this village is anotluT ancient temple in a .imiglo far 
from ally habitation. It is a Mahadeva temple of the usual kind, whiidi has been restored, 
all tlie upper |>art lieing ee-.iparatividy modern and built over tin; old portion, which is 
of carved sandstone. It is surrounded by a low wall and its pre.scrva(ioii is douhtle.ss due 
to the fact of its having been rifslored and its sanctity preserved. Tlicn; i.s, however, no 
custodian or indeed any oue living in or near it. 


03, Chandra 'vati, about fifteem miles to the norlli-east of Roho, and iiot far from 
tlic foot of Mount Aim. Colonel Tod, in his Traveh in JVesiem India, in speaking 
of this place, says: “ The city, to judge from the fragment.s of marble dnd stone strewn 
over an extensive jdain, must have been of eonsideralile size, and its pretensions to great 
refinement and riches, may be admitted from the beautiful sjtecimeiis still remaining 
of its marlile edifices, of whieh twenty of different siz(‘S were di.scovered when the. spot 
was first visited hy llis , Excellency Sir Charles Colville and his party in January 
1824. The. one here re]tre.sented (in hks v'olumc) is Brahmanical and adorned with rich 
.sculptured figures and ornaments in high relief, those of tlie human form hoing nearly 
statues and only attached to the building sutficiently for their own supjmrt. Tln;y arc 
executed with a degree of excelleue<! scarcely e<iualled in Indian scujjiture, and which would 
not in some instauees di.sgrace. more enltivated artists. Of theso images there are one 
hundred and thirty-eight. The smallest are two feet higli and placed in niches of the 

most elcgaut workmanship The interior of the temph; and centre dome is higlily 

finished ; hut the roof and exterior of the domes have lost their outer coating of marble. 
Tlie iiillars in tlie ground of the drawing appear to have been jiart of a colonnade, lyhicli 
once surrounded the tem]de : tliey arc of marble, which iiiatci-iaJ is strewn over the adjacent 
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i^round in*grcat profusion, and columns, statues, comities and slalis arc tossed in licap> all 
arou'nd.” 

Save portions of the baseiuciit of one teiii[>lc aiul a few 1,'Ioek^ of th<- hack wall ol 
another, nothing rcinained in 1800 of those heautiful shrines, diseovered in 1821, 
cxcc]>ting one solitary ooluinu, which, hy its loneliness, rather accent nates the de-~olation 
around it. A slu>rt walk from htu'e iliseovers one of the child causes of itiis, for tiim< , 
under the railway bridge, upon cither side of the stone piers, lie, in h.eajis in (he rlvei hed, 
upwards of a, liundred cart-loads of sculptured fragments and imago, tlic unnr.( (l [loi ;,ion of 
the vast amount of marhle carded tliere from those tiuuples. 'J’lie site of the old eitv, and 
its extent, is still indicated in great measure hy tlie mounds of old l>iiek worlv wlilch ioruiod 
the foundations of these old templi's, and of which there are a great iiumhof ; and. on the 
south side, by portions of the city walls which faced the luver Sivalan.

It ha^ a tower four storeys or 7-> 
feet high, atid a (UiannakUd within the entrance gate. It ha^i I)een recently put in repair 
hy a Jainn tnerehant.

Tho whole town with its udjoiniug lands, ami parlicmlarly ibis rar, abound in serpents. 
In this town pi.’ople have a firm belief in thi' sanctity ef the “ VA.-.uki.” Tlic}'^ consider 
him as fheir deity, and woulil never nin the risk of saying anything against him. Tins 
temf)le is said to have existed long prior to the time udum tlu' town was biiili, d'lie local 
legend is as follows : Onec) Ablu'rAj, the <diief of Laklitar, was wmmlt'ring in search of 
bullocks in the jungle which is sai<l to have tlicn existed all about tlie siti' of 'rhAn, lie 
saw from n distaiiee smoke ai’ising fi'om tho ])lace where tho lemph; at present stands. 
Tho chief came up and saw the Maliant Suklnlrvagar ji, who welcomed him gn'cting him 
by bis nanu' Abheiaj, allbougli tliey had iievcw seen each other bi’foi’c. 'I’lio 'J'hakor, 
astonished at this, bowc'd to the Mabant, w !u) ordered liim to rc-i)opuiate the ]vlace, some 
ohl lannains of an anci('nt village bi'ing visible tliere. Tlu'/l'liAkor asked for some boon or 
blessing, which tlie Mabant. refu.'cd, ljut said that the ser[)<'iit-di ity w'ould grant it.. He 
encouraged tlio ehief tQ hold his l;.;nd before the sei’pmit, w'liicdi be ilid. The cobra raised 
his hood to grant the asked-for I'otui, but (ho 'J’hAkor hosing Lis courage' withdrew' his 
hand so that the hood fell on tlu* ti]) of one ol his lingers. Tho .Maliant iSilklidevagarji 
then told him that every third ruler on the^vofi of Laklitar should be a minor or child. 

Hefore tlio (emph^ was built there was only a “ RAfadil,” or mouml of ea-fh in which 
tho serpents hide themsel ve.s, wliich is still pre.sL-rved in llu' tempK*. The present Aluhant 
IIovAgarji daily pours down a hole in the “ ItAfadA” a sor of cow's milk. It is said that 
if tho person who pours the milk lie unclean, or if the milk bo that of a cow not more 
than ten days after calving, it is throwai out by (lie serpent. 

On 30 W 0 , sad pn/ii/t'ta neat' the teinplo may bo road thts dates Suihvat 1720, 1772, 
1792, kc. 

TliAn i.s situated in tho district of “ PufichAla,” belonging to tho father of Draupadi, 
tho common wife of the T.An'lavas. 

(2) SutivAv i.s a I'flv or well, hewn in tlio rock, at a little distance fiorn tho town to 
tho north of tho eastern gate. Ills by 17 feet. Tho tlesccmliug fi l.s of slofis aro 
also exit out of the same stone. Ik'ople believe (hat if a woman w iio ha.^ loo little milk in 
hor broast.s for her child goes to*this rue, swcv'ps its stops with Iut hodiee, imuier.se.s it in 
the water, and [luts it on drijiping, her breasts wdl burst out in thin streams of n dk as 
Boon as she returns home. ]*eopIe from di;4ant [daces re.sort to (his rnv for the attainment 
of this object. About tho vtiv there aro one or two P'llii/di, one of iHuiUvut 1774. 
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III. (3) Hinglftj cavo is situated near tins Sativftv in the oast. It ia also liown out of 

the rock and measures IS by 15 by 7 foot. The eiitrnnco is sufficient for a man to enter 
in. There appear to have boon two pillars to support the roof of the cave, and tlmro are 
fen raised seats supposed to be those of ancient saints for sitting in meditation. In the 
cavo there are five images, one that of lliugldj and the other four of othof goddescs. 

Ill, (4) Bhidabhanjan cavo is to the south at a little distance from Thfla. It is cut in 

the rock and is 17 by 14 by 7 feet. It has also ten hewn seats outside the cave on the 
right. Thoro is no image inside, but there are two seats on the south and oast walls and 
a raised bench along the west side. 

115. ^tluni BAvA’rf drval is two or three miles to the south of ThAn on a hilly ridge 

forming tho western bank of a large tank and close to the Mahftn.adi, and may have been 
built when tho band was tlirown across the river, perhaps in tho I4th contnry. It is 
dedicated to oiva and is partly ruined. It is built of rod and white stone, richly sculptured 
inside in a spirited .stylo resembling those on tho Tawiigad hill in GujarAt. It has three 
dome.s supported by IG ])illars. It measures 3G by 25 feet. There is one broken lingi 
about 2 feet high, together with some broken images of goddesses. They aro said to have 
boon broken by tlie Mubatmnadans. 

According to a local tradition somo horses belonging to MagliAbhAi of JnnAgad 
were taken away by the renowned tliloves KIiAjirA and KodiyA, who lived about this place. 
The return journey of over 100 miles with tho stolen animals was accomplished in so sliort 
a time as passed bdwoon tho sotting of tho sun and the rising of tho moon in tlio same 
night, BO that neither the sun nor the moon might be witnesses of their giiilt. MaghAhhAi 
asked KhAprA and KodiyA for the horses, but. they would not admit having taken them. 
MaghAbliAi thereupon uttered a curse, “ Should you have made off with the horses, this 
pond shall burst.” Tho curse is said to have boon realized by tho instant bursting of tho 
pond and giving rise to tho river MahAuadi. 

III. (6) Sfirya temple is a mile north of ThAn on a hill which was originally the old fort 

of KandolA, and close to Soiigad, the fort on the adjacent bill. It is said to have been 
originally built 1,000 years ago, but it was entirely destroyed by Kartalab KliAn of Alima- 
dAbAd in 1 692. The temple is said to have been erected by liAkbA FulAni. The present 
temple ia built of old materials, and plain. It is 80 by 28 feet and supported by 38 pillars, 
of which 8 are new. It contains two images of SArya and of his wife, here called RanAde. 
This temple is enclosed in a compound having stone walls and other smaller temples. 
There is one inscription of Samvat 1432 (a..d. 137G), which is read thus : —

II 5. (7) The temple of MahAdeva at Trinctra, commonly called ** Tarnctar,” is G miles to 

the north of ThAn in DorA PAnchAla. This temple is said to have been built by the king 
MAndhAtA in the Satyayuga. The interior and exterior of the temple are highly sculptured 
all over with various forms aud figures, but is weather-worn. It measures inside 40 by 
30 feet. It probably dales from the 11th or 12th century. The original linga having 
been broken, it has been replaced by two others one after the other. There is a pool or 
reservoir of water in front forming three sides of an oblong, and having two descending 
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fiights of .steps on both sides. The spaec containing water is 200 by 32 feet. ThetemiUe 
along with the reservoir is enclosed by a compound wall out of repair. A large fair i.s 
annurilly ludd Jiere on tlie 5th and 0th of BhAdarvA Siiill/, wIumi 30.000 or 40,000 pe*i\son.s 
Ooih'ct from the surrounding district."^.

G Gupta Praya'ga is composed of three kiuitjua or tanks connected with one another. 
Their names are Prayfkganokunda, Sarasvalinokunda and Jatuiinajinokunda. Their 

average length and breadth is 150 feet. The water of these tanks accumulates in the 

rrayrganokunda whence it flows into tho sea. Besides these, there are throe /.M/e/u.s inore, 
viz. Brahraagiiyft, lludragaya, and V.ishnugaya to the north. The dead from l)olwAd4 and 
UnA are brought there to bo burned, it being considored a j.laco of great suuctitj. 
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7. Vejalkotho Is tho name given to a small hill about 15 miles north-cast of ITnA, 
It ia Tio\T a barren hill, but was formerly the abode of Vejal V&jo, chief of a j)rodatory 
tribt^ who couqtiored UnA from Chatidrabal Ojra. 

8. Una'. The Jami Masjid is said to have been a temple of Siva and MAtA when 
Ohandrabal reigned at UnA. The building is purely Hindu. It was built of stone and its 
roof is supported by 80 pillars. 

The mnsJU of IlazratshAh stands at a little distance north of UnA. It is 300 feet 
long and 120 feet broad. 

9. Tulsi Sya'm, about 20 miles north of UnA. On entering the place there is a hall 
on the right where pilgrims, particularly mendicants, receive the stamp (or brand) of the 
s^tiJchu and chakra on their liands. The courtyard contains two small temples of 
HanumAn and Siva. The vc'stibule is entered from tho oast and contains atone benches 
attached to the walla, and its dome i.s supported by 12 j)illar,g. Tlu; chamber between the 
vestibule and the shrine has three .store-rooms aud 12 pillars that support its dome. Next 
to this is tho chamber containing the idol of 6yAmji, 2J feet high, placed on a small 
platform I- feet high. At tlu) di';tanc(> of about 50 yards aro tho hot-springs, seven in 
number. The temple is very old ami built of atone. 

Aljout two miles east of Tuliii SyAin is a small ditch called Bhimehas, into which the 
riv('r Zameri fulls from a height of 12 foot. It is about 150 feet long, 7^ feet broad, aud 
10 feet deep. Near it is a small temple dedicated to Ivunttjl, mother of Bhtma. It is said 
that Bhtma struck a ploughsliare agaimst the ground and got water for his mother, and 
hence tho name of the place, 

10. Sutra 'pada'. 'I’he temjik' of Chyavane^vara stands between tho village and the 
beach with the Gliyavankunda in front. This kamjn or tank is 20 feet long aud 18 feet 
broad. Its water .s considered holy, and people from surrouuding villages bathe in it on 
holidays, 

Tli*>i-e is an old temple of tho sun near tho beach at a little distance from the 
Cliyavanakunda with tin' Surajkunda in front. Tin' tem])lo is in a decaying state and 
tho inscription on t lie door frame is corroded. The words that are legible are MS® 
•TT I* is about 50 feet long, 13 foot wide, and 80 foot high. 

11. Dha'mlaj. Chakra Tlrtha, otherwise called Vishnu GayA, is a tank to the west. 
It is 40 feet long and broad. There is tho following inscription in Bdlabodha character 
carved on a stone lying under a jdjtpala tree : —

13. Gorakhainadhi cavi'-temple is (ubered fiM:n tlm north and contains tlio images of 

Oorakhnfitba and MachliendranAl ha. It is 30 feet hmg and broad. The head of the 
monastery has a grant of twelve villages for necessary expenses. ^ 

ll. Vera'val Pattan. (!) About 1<> miles from Pattan are the two tardo known as tho 
PrficLiikuiidas through which the river Sarasvati tlo;vs. .Xi'U'’ this tank i.s tho old 
tree called PrAchi-])ippala. At a distance of about 2') yards nort h of these tanks is the 
image of AIAd-havarAiji placed in tlu' Haras va.ti under the shade of \]\o J (.nhn tree. The 
place is considered holy and is visited by [lilgrims and those who sutler trum evil sjurits.

A 150 feet long and 120 feet di'ep. ft looks on to the ri^ei 
Vasiivaiii and contains a well, a, bath, and a hanijiili'i of three storeys with wooden baleonies 
decorated w'ilii curving. 'I'he .south part of it ii used by Muhaminadan travellers as a 
halting place. 'I’licre is a canopy supported by four pillars at each end of the ground 
floor. Ill the middle are three marhle graves covered Iiy a dome wliieti i.'^ supported by 
12 pillar.s. O’he greater part of the l)ui!ditig ia carved and it has .‘12 pillar.-.^. It is eaal 
that this tnasjhl was built by (Jliuri Belum.

Tlu! second, • built 
in 181.“). is the largest and most elaboraltg but it is an ill-assortf'd eombiiiiition of a large 
Musalnian vuuulap’i and a lofty riindu spire covered with. plaster formed into mouldings 
and with a few oiaiaments. They ai’o liinja shrines. Near by are a number of small 
ehrines on the fine (f/infs that lead down to the river. 

(1) Jaina d’his is an old .Jaina temple in the llemad pant i style, the outer 

contour of the shrine walls having obliipiely-set angh's. The walls are of black stone,. but 
the spire is a copy of that on Anibabili’s tempU', ami probably of the same age. It is 73 
feet long by 38 wide ; tiu! walls with a niulti|)licity of horizontal moiddings, are 12 feet 
high, and the height of the s[>ire above that is 31 feet. It has a jiorch, the width of the 
like the second tenijile at Belgaum ; a viamlnpa on four pillars of the “broken 
square*’’ pattern, a very small ante-chamber, and s<piar(^ shrine.

(G) Ih'ahmapuri hill is said to be the site of an old fort, and the foundations of walls, 
&c., have been discovered on it in making" (‘.fca vat ions within late years. A. fow 
y(!ars ago numerous b ail and a few e.opjtcr coins of the. ^Vudhrabhrilya dynasty were found, 
when making deej) (‘.veavations. Tin* foimdat ions also of a Buddhist sfiipd were dug up 
in the Kharala garden, in which was a stone-bo.v, the lid of which bore an in.seription in 


oldMaiirya oi* Asoka characters (see /I rc7o »S'ar. .J/cw. No. 10 on Inscriptions). Within 
it was a crystal cask**!, wdiich, no doubt, contained a relic; but it was ov(“rt urned and 
broken before it was notict'd. Th(.*re wms also found a brass model of a stupa. 

There are several underground temples in the town. Three temples dedicated to 
Temblai are about :’) miles to the e,ast of Kolhapur : they were constructed about 70 yeax*s 
ago by Akaram Baba Yadav. Ihc temple of .Mahakali is in Budhavar Street : goats are 
sacrificed to her. Temple of I’rithiungirtl (Pratyangira ?1 is believed to be very ancient. 
Temple of Vit hobil near the I’admala gate, ’remph; of Yellamma, is in the east of the city : 
women devote thi'inselves to her and wear a necklace of whitt; beads ; they do not marry. 


2. Pana'la Fort, 1 2 miles north-west from Kolh!\[>ur. It is now dismanthal, but contains 
a number of antiquities. The fort i.s ascribed to the ^ijaluira Bhoja RajA in tlie 11th 
century, and the small quadrilateral citadel on the top goes by his name. Three entire 
rock-caves remain and portions of others. The gate ways are the work of the Bilhinani 
dynasty of the 15th century. The Tin Darwsiju is still entire, and is a good sp(*cimen of 
work of the kind with a gr(‘at deal of light tracery work on the jambs and arcliitrave. 
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The Wiigli DarwajA is partially destroyed ; the Cliar Darwaju, destroyed after the disturb- 
ances of 1841, is roughly sketched in (jrahum’ii JudMjiur (p. 120). 

Within the citadel of llhoja llaja are two large granari('s or magazines (iimharhhdna) 
hiiilt by the Muhammadans. To this citadel .the lege.nd, told of so many oth(*r masonry, 
works, is also attached — that a woman was buried alive under the foundat ion. The cave 
of Parasuruma Rishi is near the east end of the fort. 

Inscriptions: — Seven Persian inscriptions, given by Major (Jraham, pp. 481-489.

III, 3. Pa'ndava Dara, about 0 miles west from Pimfda. At tlie head v>f a narrow ravine 

• is a group of about half a dozen caves, apparently of the same plain type as the.nirwal, 
Kudu., and other southern Buddhist excavations. Two of them have halls measuring 
about 28. feet square, with dagobas in the ecdls. 

III. 4. Jotiba’g hill, 0. ihiles from Kolhapur, and east from Paniila, • is covered by “ a 

• labyrinth of temples and gateways.” None of the present temples arc of groat age ; the 
three principal ones are dcidicated to f^iva or Kedaranfit ha, and built of a fine blue b.’usalt. 
Tim revenues of the establishment amount to Rs. 12,000, of which Sindhia pays lis. 7,500. 
In the same hill are some old rock-cut cells. 


5. Pa'wala Caves near Jotiba’s hill consist of a largo one about 34 feet sqitarc with 
14 pillars, arranged as in the l\oii(,line vt/tdm parallel to the three inner walls, in which 
have been lb or 19 cells, several of them on the left side e.ntirely de.stroyed, — and outside 
to the right arc several other rooms or cells; to the left is a very irregular chadtija-aiVL', 
31 feet deep and 1(5^ feet wide in front, with the remains of a dAgoba. The back of the 
room, however, is more nearly quadrantal than somi-circidhr. To the left of the 
entrance are other small apartments. • 

Eastwards near Alto is an old .Jaina college, since occupied by the Brahmans. AUe 
also pos.scsse.s some old tem])les {Graham's Report, p.^324). 

(i. Via'algad, 42 miles north-west from Kolhapur and 12 west from Malk-apur (16^ 5o' 

73” 47')> 'formerly called Klndna. Whilst the Muhammadans held it, they added a gate 

and bastion called the Daulat Burj, which bears an tnsfri'iplton, about, tho date of Avhich 

there is some doubt (Graham’s Kolhapur, p. .339; I (id. Anl., vol. 11. pi). 318, 372).

7. Ba'vada'gad, about 30 miles south-west from Kolhapui’ (10^ 33'; 73' 53'), ascribed 
to Bhojfi, son of Marasinilia J^ilahara.- 

8. Palsambe 4 miles north-east from Bav.ada (IG” 34'; 73" oG'). In the bed of the 
river are three large blocks that have been hewn, into little monolithic shrines. In the 
rock on the bank a larger shrine has been excavated for a lihga, on which a spring 
pours its waters. 

9. * Sangse, a mile south-west from Palsainbo. In a hut temple of ^^eshasayi is an 
image of a male recumbcnt figure, with a female seated at the feet. 

10. Banganagad, about IB miles north of Savantvddi, is aLso ascribed to Bhoja. It 
was a favourite resort of ^ivaji’«.

11. Bhadliargad> about 42 miles south from Kolhapur, dismantled after the revolt of 
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III. 12. Samangad, 14 miles east from Bhftdhargafl, was dismantled at the same time. 

III. 13. Ra'yaba'g, about 50 miles south-east from Kolhapur and about 11 miles north-east 

of Ghikodi (1G° 29' ; 74" 50'). It is said to have been the capital of a. Jaina principality iu the 
1 1th century, as were also Berud, Khelna and Sankc^vara. (1) Tho Jaina basti is said to be 
the oldest building in the place. It is of black stone’, 76 ft. by 30 ft., with massive pillars 
supporting the. roof {Horn. Sel. C’ATl^, p. 4). (2) Temple of Narasirhlia is an under- 

ground structure, 31 feet by 26 feet, with a modern sahhd-manriapa added above. The 
image is said- to be very well carved. (3) Temple of Siddhet^vara on the west side of 
the old village is 68 feet long by 136 wide ; it is of black stone, much dilapidated, but 
now being repaired. (4) Temple of Some.s\'ara is of kurumli or red stono richly worked, 
but falling to ruins. (.5) The dome of Randulla Khan is about 32 feet long, 20 wide, 
’ and 22 feet high. It is being destroyed by vegetation. 

ffn0criptioit5- — One on two slabs in the Jaina haiti, dated l^aka -1124 (Graham’s No. 0, 
])p. 330-415) ; a Persian one in Randulla Khan’s dome, stating that it was built by Abu 
Bakr Vazir, and that it cost Rs. 10,300. 

11^, 14. Khedra'pur on the Krishna, 30 miles east from Kolhapur and 7 miles south-east of 

Kurundw^ (16'' 37' ; 71° 4-5'), held in indm by the Svami of Sahke^vara. (1) The ^temple 
of Kope^vara is a comparatively late structure of the style of the great temple in Kolha- 
pur city and that at Yeoat near Poona. Moreover, it has never been linLshcd, save with 
rude brick and plaster in the most vulgar style. The workmanship, though elaborate and 
careful, lacks the finish, delicacy, and richness of design which are found in the older 
work. There is a clumsiness and stiffness in all the figure sculpture never found in the 
latter. Before the temple stands an unfinished open hall which would have been an impos- 
ing and ornate building had it been completed. It was intended that it should have had 
a magnificent domical ceiling, as a few lower courses of the moulding shew ; but tliis 
■ unfinished top has been crowned, in later times, by a very ugly, low, crenelated, rough 
brick para[)et in the very worst taste. The whole of the spire of the temple is of similar 
workmanship. This temple probably occupies the site of an older one, for fragments and 
pillars of a genuine old Chalukyan shrine lie about, and are built into the gateway to the 
temple enclosure and elsewhere. In the village at a short distance from this one is a small 
Jaina temple of about the same date, judging from t}ie style. In the village of Jugal are 
some old pillars, but no sign whatever of any old temple having been built there. 

Inscriptions : — By the sputh door of the great temple is a Devagiri Yadava inscrip- 
tion of Sinihadeva in Deoandgari date ^tka 1136 (Graham’s No. 10, pp. 418-424).

111. 15. Bid or Berad on the Pafichgahga, 9 miles south-west from Kolha[»ur J^16° 39'; 

74°11'), is said to have been the capital of a chieftainship including Kolhapur and Panala. 
There are many ancient ruins about the place. An old stone temple exists in the village, 
the walls and columns with numerous mouldings in the style in vogue about a.d* 1200: 
small ancient gold coins are sometimes found about the old mud fort. 

Inscriptions : — Under the image is a fragment of stone, bearing part of an old inscrip- 
tion. Another fragment is built into the wall. There are some inscriptions in a village 
4 miles cast of Kolhapur close to the high road.

At Pahchgaon itself 
there is^a very small lihga shrine of rather peculiar construction, and the remains of 
another like it beside it.

4. INSCRIPTIONS FROM DHOLKA AND BROACH. 

Of ten of the inscriptions ’ from Dholkil it is not worth while to give aeparato 
descriptions, as they contain only the profession of faith ; each is inscribed within a kind of 
pointed firch resembling the top ])leces of tomb-stones under which verses of the Quvdn 
occur and the epitaphs ; uiKler these DholkA. ones, however, there is nothing. All aro 
more or less ornamental, and only one of them exceeds two feet in length, being more than 
five long, and contains, besides the central arch with the profession of faith, two lateral 
compartments with the word Allah in large characters. All these ai’c from the mosfjuo 
of Qadhi Balol Khan at Dholka. 

The six long slips marked K, M, N, (), P and Q, copied by hand from an in- 
scription painted u[)0u board panelling, now much obliterated, run round the inner 
walls of the mosque, beginning from tlie south end of the west or back wall. 

K, at the south end of the west wall, ends with the words “Who, is he that can in- 
tercede with him? of silrah II. v. Soli of the Qardn ; a" few words of the beginning of 
this verso aro wanting. The remaining portion of the verse was no doubt on L, which 
is over the mehrdb . , 

• M, on tho north end of the back wall, contains the beginning of snrnh I, but tho 
latter part of the slip is now blank. 

N, on tho west cud of tho north wall, boars tho latter part of aCirah IP. v. 251» 
and the remaining part is filled in with a benediction upon Muhammad. 

O, on the central portion of the north wall, is almost totally blank ; and tho few 
letters at the beginning and end of tho slip do not allow of identification with any 
verse from tho Qurdn. 

P, oil tho east cfid of the north wall ; on this are legible only a few letters at tho 
end of tho slip ; the rest is now blank. 

Q, on tho north end of the oast or front wall, still boars part of m'lrah II. v. 285, 
wdiich being towards the end of tho sdrah, it may be presumed that the whole of it had 
been completed on' some of the remaining panels, which could not bo copied because I,ho 
letters have disappeared, or nearly so.

The name of the individual at 
who.se expense this mosejuo was constructed i.s also mentioned in each of the inscrip- 
tions and was Mulfarrah [ ra/er], who is also called by the title of Mufakhr-ul- 

khovas [Ihe boant of\ «r the chief of f won rite courtiers^ and Mufarrah Sultani. The 
first and second inscriptions are in Persian rhymes, and the third in Arabic prose.

77, Vastujrila who liad 
obtained the leadership of a pllgrim-pai-ty by- the favn)ur of the lord of gods manife.-.ted 
in virtue of the sblemuititis at such holy plac«s as Hatrunjaya, Ujj iyanta, Ac., who had 
obl^ained authority. in the kingdoirt hy the favour of Viradliavala Alaliaraja, son of Maha- 
rajadhirdja Ijavanaprasada, who was sliining like the sun in tin.* hi*aven (>1 tht; Ohauhikya 
family and was hlei-iod by the favour of Sarada {Sara.-^vafi) with a son, and his youugor 
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brotlior Tojahpala was carrjing on banking transactions with the cities of Gujarat, of which 
Dhavalakkaka was the chief in the year Sarh. 70. 

“Similarly the famous Vastupala hasxaused to be built this now.and splendid temple 
of the Mahatirthavatara with a maiufapa adorned by twenty Tirthaiikaras such as 
Ajitanatha, i*eliglou8ly inaugurated by his holiness Vijayascnasilri, the ornament of tlio 
sacred seat of Bhaltaraka IT-aribhadrasuri, who occupied the office of Amarasdri, and by 
A.nandasuri a pupil of Santisdri, who again was a pupil and son of Bhattaraka Mahend- 
rasuri of the Nagcndra division.

established and all set up by Ifiin {Va.slu2>i(ln).” 

(Sldkas.) “ O Vastupala, tho crown "of the highly religious circle, whence does thy 
flood of glory pai'take of unholy charactei', for it deprives Brahmans of money and tho 
moon of its light and surpasses the father of rarvati (or stretches far beijond (he Him- 
nlaya) \ it entertains no fear of heaven {fears no enemij or /-a-a/) ; it takes delight in 
despising the hermits {coniiidco-s to hare achieved its object in, surpassing the geese.) 

“ Near the illustrious city of Slambhatirth^ the ocean had been dried up by tho 
enemies making a grand display of their wrath, Avitli dust raised by their war-hor'ses in 
the army from tho troilden eai'th. But the same^was again filled uj) by tho river flowjqg 
water of |>er.spiration from their bodies, which wore heated by tho burning rays of 
Vastupala’s prowess. 

“ How should not Vastupala, the sou of Asvarftja, be amply deserving of praise? For 
with his brotilier of equal ability shining on tho right side and himself on the loft, ho 
bears on his shoulder as easily as in sport tho heavy load of the administration chariot 
entrusted to him by King Viradhavala, who is brave in making a triumphal march in 
all directions.
